A’ doctor who is a Major in the 
Frénch Army told me today that. the 
accurate fire of the Allies was’ mak- 
ing the: organization of forces behind 
the: German lines very difficult and 
thus delayed the stroke. - The allied 
gunners have attained’ a proficiency 
enabling then to embarrass the Ger- 
man preparations: most seriously.

BORGLUM WOULD UNITE 
EACH ACTIVITY OF WAR 


Saggests One. Man to Command 
All Navies and Another ‘All 
Branches of Aeronautics. 


. As Bacilett Foch has the direction of 
the fighting. men of the allied forces, 80 
other Important branches of the service 
of the allied armies should each have its 
individual . head—aviation, the naval 
forces, finances, arid the commissariat— 
“Gutzon Borglum said yesterday after- 
noon in an address at a tea given in his 
studio at 166 Hast Thirty-eighth Street 
for the benefit of ‘the New York Welles- 
ley College “War Service. Workroom. 
The.tea was under the direction of the 
New. York’ Alumnae Chapter of Society 
Zeta Alpha of Wellesley, of which Mrs. 
Borglum is a member. Mr. Borglum 
began by voicing his opinion on air- 
planes, and added: 

“There should be a single head of 
the airplane service, as there is of the 
army. .The time. is coming when Gen- 


eral Foch will order the armies of the 
cage s chegge on the side of the Allies, 
lh order the people ein this 
¢ Gre nargh of al when Eng- 








land will have charg® of all the fleets. 
England -has kept Germany bottled up, 
she has earned.the right to be in charge 
of the world’s navies. The United Btates 
should look after the food and “finances. 
‘We have. great resources to draw 
upon in the way of provisions, all the 
way from Labrador.to Cape Horn, and 
we have the men to-control the finances. 
Some one competent should be in charge 
of the aeronautics. Italy stands first 
in that field. She has.-more. initiative, 
more experience, and her men have un- 
ken the most daring exploits. . It 
be given to Italy or to some other 
net on, but. there should be some one 
head which has’the power to order the 
wanes as they are needed from this 
actory ar that and to get them on de- 
mand, to be sent where they are most 
needed.” 

Mr. Borglum ‘said he supposed his 
hearers wished to know something 
about the. airplane scandal, but .he 
would like to have that passed. He be- 
lieved, he said, however, that nothing 
had so aroused the ‘public to a knowl- 
edge of and interest in conditions. “3 

The United States,"’ he said, ‘is 
better fitted to take up a world pro 
of aeronautics than any other countty 
in the world except ussia, I have 
called the President’s attention to the 
fact that now that Germany is af- 
vancing into Russia she has access to 
the country with the greatest resources 
for building aircraft of-any in the world 
except our own. f she is allowed to 
make use of this opportunity she will 
have an advantage of us that will be 
very dangerous. 

n our own country a great depart- 
ment has wasted fourteen months in 

riments,*: We ‘have ordered 22,500 
ti erty motors, We aré still. in the nur- 
Sery of aeronauties, and we can’t build 
airplanes until we s hee had air experi- 
ence or someéthing equivalent to it, and 
we will not take advantage of that of 
otber nations.

Burleson Says Colone! Fails to Prove 
Charges and Lacks Cour- 
age to* Admit It. - 


WASHINGTON, May. 25.—The prom- 
4sed letter of Theodore Roosevelt in re- 
ply fo Postmaster General Burleson’s 
challenge to him to produce evidence of 
his charge that the Administration had 
a tendency to wink at newspapers which 
oppose the war and yet support the 
Administration, while puniShing those 
which oppose the Administration, even 
though supporting the war, was read 
into the Senate record today by Senator 
Poindexter of Washington, who received 
the letter yesterday. The Washington 
Senator offered the letter without com- 
ment. 

In his letter Colonel Roosevelt ampli- 
fies his assertion, made in his earlier 
statement in reply to Mr. Burleson, that 
the Administration frowned upon criti- 
cism by The Metropolitan Magazine, to 
which he is a contributor; Collier’s 
Weekly, ‘and The New York Tribune, all 
‘of which, he says, although loyally sup- 
porting the war, had adversely com- 
mented upon the conduct of the war by 
the Administration. The ex-President 
adverts to the temporary effort to sup- 
press The Metropolitan and to attacks 
upon The Tribune’ and Collier’s by 
George Creel, head of the Committee on 
Public Information, whom Mr. Roose- 
velt holds responsible as speaking offi- 
clally as President Wilson’s represent- 
ative. 

As against’ the Administration’s an- 
tagonistic attitude toward the three pub- 
lications, Colonel Roosevelt. goes into 
detail to show the favorable attitude, as 
he finds it,: teward the publications of 
William Randolph Hearst, which he 
classes-.as._pro-German. €olonel Roose- 
velt writes of the suppression of Tom 
Watson's” Magazine, published in 
Georgia, for criticism of the attitude of 
the United States in the war. Yet Wat- 
aon’s magazine, the Colonel contends, 
had not done ‘‘ anything like as dan- 
gerous to this country and our allies and 
sas helpful to Germany as Mr. Hearst 
was at that very time doing.’’ 

+ Colonel Roosevelt argued that the Ad- 
ministration looked favorably upon the 
Hearst publications, despite their war 
attitude, because they were now sup- 
ting the Administratiéni politically: 
Lewia Offers Hearst's Reply. 

After the Roosevelt letter had been 
read Sénator Lewis of Illinois offered 
what he later described as Mr. Hearst's 


teply to the charges against him. This 


consisted of an editorial published in 
The New York.American of May 13, en- 
titled; ‘‘ Mr, Hearst's: Critical Analysis 
of Mr. Roosevelt; His Political Pur- 
poses.” This editorial, dated Mount. 
Clemens, Mich., characterized the Rooge- 
velt charges as ‘‘ baseless,” and accused 
Mr. Roosevelt of playing politics in war- 
time. The ex-President was character- 
ized by Mr. Hearst as ‘‘ the Asquith of 
America." 

When Senator Lewis had finished with 
the editerial, Senator Gallinger of New 
Hampshire, remarked that he -hoped 
the reading of it would end the con- 
troversy, ‘at least for the Senate.” 

‘* And, I hope, for the country,” as- 
sented Mr. Lewis. 

Colonel Roosevelt in his letter to Sen- 
ator Poindexter wrote at great length. 
The full text would take up more than 
a@ page of THe Timms. Much space was 
given to a review of the controversy 
with the Postmaster General and of the 
action taken by him against The Met- 
ropolitan Magazine. 

“Since the war began,"’ said Colonel 
Roosevelt, “the Administration has 
used the very great powers of the Gov- 
ernment over the public press te atifle 
honest criticism of Governmental in- 
efficiency or misconduct, while condon- 
ing (which necessarily means encouras- 
ing) pro-German, anti-Ally, and their 
anti-American agitation in certain pow- 
erful, papers which defended this in- 
efficiency and misconduct; and it has 
sought from Congress a great addition 
to the already existing power it has 
thus misused. I believe that the first 
article of the Constitution guarantees 
the right of the people to criticise truth- 
fully the conduct of ,th - 
ants, and that this right” connate’ ts 
taken away hy any law.

TRADE AFTER THE WAR. 

Today’s TrMEs contains an attempt 
to forecast the course of international 
economics when the war shall.end. It 
is written by a gentleman whose opin- 
ion of foreign conditions has been right 
when he was in a minority and who 
has earned a presumption that he can 
see into a confused outlook further 
than those who have given the matter 
less attention, and yet who presume 
to speak with more confidence than 
he. It is reassuring to know that Mr. 
RaTSHESKY does not expect repudia- 
tion of national] debts. It is true that 
the Bolsheviki have decreed repudia- 
tion, but there is daily a stronger like- 
lihood that Russia will repudiate the 
Bolsheviki and their repudiation. In 
other countries Mr. RatsHEsxky thinks 
that perhaps income taxes may re- 
cover the interest paid on the debts 
of the nations, especially Germany, 
whose financial situation is the most 
desperate of all the great Powers. But 
that is a domestic rather than an in- 
ternational consideration. In any case 
questions of debt and finance are less 
important than questions of trade, 
With nations, as with business con- 
cerns, “ behind their treasury opera- 
“tions lies their national wealth, 
“ which depends upon materials, mar- 
“kets, and labor.” The changes after 
the war will affect the nations far 
more through trade readjustments 
than through holdings of public debt. 

The article contains an ‘exhaustive 
account of the trade interrelations of 
the leading nations, as well as of 
their public finances, and the con- 
clusion led up.to is reassuring as re- 
gards the United States, and most 
disturbing as regards Germany. The 
conclusion is not based upon the 
antagonisms of the war, but upon the 
character ef the trade of the two 
countries. The United States disposes 
of what Germany must have, and 
Germany disposes of goods which the 
United States can procure in world 
markets. Germany cannot get any- 
where in the world the copper or cot- 
ton or other materials which she 
must have if she is either to manu- 
facture or to sell. German trade de- 
pends upon the utilization of other 
nations’ resources. Her own resources 
are poor, or were until the war gave 
her access to Russian materials, 
which it is doubtful that she will be 
allowed to retain. Russia’s trade ‘ts 
the reverse. of Germany’s, being 
mostly in natural materials as ex- 
ports, and imports of consumption 
goods. Outside of the United States 
trade will be between impoverished 
nations. 

Mr. RATSHESKY gives reasons to be- 
lieve fhat the material destruction of 
the war, apart from the costs of the 


war, reaches nearly six billions of dol- | 


lars, the larger portion in the western 
theatre. This destruction must be 
made good if the nations are to earn 
their living. To assist in the reha- 
bilitation of the distressed peoples is 
the privilege and duty of the United 
States, and profit Hes along that path. 
There will be competition among the 
nations for this trade of reconstruc- 
tion, and in particular for the trade of 
neutral nations. But the trade should 
be fair and free. Mr. RaTsHEsKY 
throws ‘his Influence against “ eco- 
nomio extinctions,”” They would be 
easy. Even the Central Powers’ 
spokesmen say, and are quoted, that 
they cannot exist independently. They 
are not self-sufficient, and cannot be 
made so.

RED CROSS ‘ SUNDAY. 

The for the Red Cross 
war fund will not end until the clocks 
of the city strike twelve on Monday 
night. Sunday promises to be a day 
of rich returns. There will be collec- 
tions in the churches and collections in 
the streets. There is to be no rest for 
the crusading women who in the uni- 
form of the order make their appeals 
in behalf of our soldiers in France 
and of the victims of the war. 

The red cross on the white field 
will confront the people of New York 
in every thoroughfare and ‘in every 
public place, a reminder that those 
who are dearer than ever because 
they wear the red badge of courage 
are fighting fer us in France, where 
there is no peace, no day of rest and 
devotion, but always battle. Men will 
be killed today in France, men will be 
wounded and missing.” War knows 
no Sunday. In that devastated and 
ensanguined country there is nothing 
to alleviate the horrors of war but the 
sympathetic work of the Red Cross, 
which soothes and saves: on the field 
where shells are falling the ambulance 
volunteers, in the hospitals the wo- 
men who nurse and bend down to the 
last message. All of them wear the 
red cross on the field of white. 

Here in New York thousands of the 
blessed emblem will be seen today. Its 


appeal should be irresistible without 


a word spoken. You who have given,

spires; for the thought,of France and 
all who suffer there, our kin and the 
stranger; for the contrast between our 
immunity from peril, our absolute se- 
curity, and the hazards they encounter 
“over there,” the horrors that sur- 
round them.

THE MOLDAVIA LOSSES. 

So.long as the German submarines 
are out, transports carrying American 
troops to Great Britain and to France 
will be attacked. Mr. Liorp GrorcE 
was careful to say in his optimistic 
speech at Edinburgh, at a time when 
he did not know the Moldavia had 
been sunk, that enemy submarines in 
their power to inflict injury were still 
formidable. All told, about 250 of 
our soldiers bound for France have 
perished on transports torpedoed, or 
1 m every 2,000, calculating that 
half a million have been carried across 
the Atlantio; the total is really higher, 
but there is no means of computing it. 

When the Tuscania was sunk the 
loss of officers and men, counting the 
missing, was very near 200; the bodies 
of 8 officers and 187 men rest in 
Scotch soll. The Moldavia’s casual- 


ties are sald to have been fifty-six, ‘but | 


the estimate is subject to revision. 
The Antilles, an American transport, 
was torpedoed while returning to the 
United States from France with 
wounded soldiers. Sixty-seven men 
were drowned, some of them noncom- 
batants, If the Antilles lst be in- 
cluded, there would have to be a slight 
increase in the ratio of lost. Elven se, 
the sea risk of our troops has been in- 
considerable. 

In daylight the convoy system is al- 
most perfect. At dawn or twilight it 
may prove fallible. The Tuscania 


‘was struck while the soldiers were at 


their evening meal. Very early in the 
morning, when the submarine could 
mark her prey, a full. moon in the 
sky combining with the first glimpse 
of dawn to afford sufficient light, the 
Moldavia was torpedoed. In both 
cases British destroyers were about, 
but no submarine was sighted. It 
may be the fact that the submarine 
did not show above the surface. De- 
stroyers could hardly be expected, no 
matter how vigilant their lookout, to 
gee @ periscope before daybreak. They 
were quick to drop depth bombs, on 
‘the chance of “ getting ” the U-boat, 
and in rescue work it appears that 
their work was admirable.

JEANNE DARC BEAUTIFUL? 

In ‘a letter printed on this page a 
correspondent, with whose generous 
purpose THE TIMEs sympathizes and 
‘whose facts it welcomes, sets forth 
engagingly the French tradition, and, 
probably enough, the truth, as to the 
personal appearance of the Maid of 
France, whose anniversary was com- 
memorated gratefully and solemnly by 
France the other: day. THE TimMEs 
followed Dean KirtcHin’s description 
of her in his “ History of France,” 
of “rather a short figure, strongly 
built.” KITCHIN’s authority was 
Pur of Bergamo in his book on 
“ Tilustrious Women,” not contempo- 
rary, published in the latter part of 
the fifteenth century. Purr, how- 
ever, went, or pretended to go, to an 
eyewitness, an Italian, as his source. 
Summarized by KITCHIN, JEANNE was 


of a “moderate stature, of a rustic 
countenance,” (facie. rusticana,) not 
beautiful, but honest-faced, as of one 
accustomed to simple living and open 
air; she was very strongly built, 

A rustic “ countenance ” may have 
meant simply that JEANNE was high- 
colored or tanned, thereby contrasting 
with the Court beauties who used to 
wear masks to protect their complex: 
ions from the supposed “ coarseness " 
inflicted by the wind and sun. When 
they wanted color, they borrowed 
from the rouge pot. A hundred and 
fifty years Jater Brantomm, though 
he finds heaven and earth too scanty 
to give room to the full praise of 
Queen MarcorT‘s. beauty, nalvely ad- 
mits that her face was pimpled by her 
devotion to cosmetics. If JEANNE was 
beautiful of face, her beauty might 
‘seem plebeian to or even be)denied by 
a@ person who knew her rustic origin 
and could see beauty only in “ deli- 
cate”’ darlings of the Court, elabo- 
rately costumed. 

But it is not necessary to give too 
much confidence, as perhaps THE 
Times did, to Puitir’s version of the 
recollections of his Italian witness. 
As to JmaNNE’s figure, ANATOLE 
FRaNncE, -with whose skeptical if not 
cynical hotion and portrait of the 
heroine it is impossible to have any 
sympathy, vivid as is his genius, 
paints her, as Mr. ANDBEW LANG says, 
“as a sturdy girl with a short, strong 
neck, an ample bust,” but he quotes 
none of the references to her beauty 
cited by Mr. LANG, some of them also 
cited by our correspondent, “and

“thors, who never saw JEANNE.” 
Guy DE Lavat’s “ A thing all divine ”

VAL DE BOULAINVILLIERS testifies “ Haec 
puella competentis est elegantiac,” 
“in Igasak Waltpn’s phrase,” Mr. 
Gane translates, “is conveniently 
handsome,” her pulchritude, which 
remantics hold & priori, is sufficiently 
established. 

As to her ape iy Mr, Lawe tells us 
that she was “so tall that she could 
“ wear a man’s clothes, those, for ex- 
“ample, of DunanD Lasso,” her kins- 
man. To be gure, we do not know 
whether Duganp was tall, short, or 
medium. “When she set out for Chi- 
non, she doffed her dres# of red stuff 
“for the tunic, vest, long. breeches, 
“ boots, spurs, and cap of a page,” of 
what figure we do not know.

An Early Account Accepted as a 
True Likeness.

It may interest the readers of the 
editorial article in today’s Tims to 
know that there is excellent contem-

like to think of Jeanne 4’Arc as the per- 
fect embodiment of that which we have 
all learned to love, the spirit of France, 
It would not be the French spirit if to 
nobility -of character there were not 
added beauty, grace, and charm. Many 
of her contemporaries speak of the 
charm of her manner and marvel at 
such high-bred courtesy in a peasant 
a. 


Writing to the Queen of Sicily of the 
coronation at Rheims, one of the gen- 
tlemen, present spoke of Jeanné as 
standing ever near the King, her stand- 
ard in her hand, and added: ‘* A right 
fair thing it was to see the goodly man- 
ners of the King and the maid.’”’ Mark 
Twain says she’ learned her manners 
in the Court of Heaven. 

Far from being ‘‘of rustic counte- 
nance, thick-set, short, squatty,’” she was 
tall, “‘ beautiful in face and figure,"’ 
“her face glad apd smiling.’”” The 
grandson of Bertrand du Guesclin, Guy 
de Laval, who was with Jeanne d’Arc 
in her campaigns against the English, 
wrote home to his mother that to him 
sh¢é seemed ‘‘a thing. wholly divine, 
both to see her and to hear her speak.’’ 
The letter, written in June, 1428, gives 
a@ charming. picture: 

I. saw, her mount, all in white armor 
but unhelmeted, a small battleaxe in her 
hand. She had a great black horse, which 
plunged at the door of her house, and 
would not permit her to mount. “Lead him 
to the Cross,”” she cried, It stands in the 
road, in front of the church. There he 
stood as fast as if he were bound with 
cords, and she mounted and turning 
toward the church gate she said in a 
sweet womanly voice, “Ye priests, and 
churchmen, go in processions and pray to 
God.”" Then “Forward, forward,” she 
cried, a gracious page bearing her standard 
displayed, and she with the little battle- 
axe in her hand, 

The controversy over her voices has 
obscured the fact that‘one of the things 
that most impressed her contemporaries 
was her unfaiing common sense. The 
miracle of her svt¢cesé‘ dwarfs’ the 
human personality of this beautiful, 
pure-hearted girl of nineteen, the very 
incarnation of the nobility, the heroism 
and the loyalty that inspire France 
plete harmony, with the beauty of her 
manner and appearance were in com- 
plete harmony with the heauty of her 
soul.

The excellent poan cate iy "9 
Paris Times Correspondent, published in 
your issue of May 28, admirably sums 
up the financial effort. accomplished. by 
France during ‘thirty years in order to 
give assistance to Russia, and the 
amount of $4,000,000,000 given by him ie 
strictly accurate, \. 

May I add that this $4,000,000,000 was 
not exclusively loaned to the Govern- 
ment of the Czar for the construction of 
strategic railroads or to fill Rus- 


sian Imperial Treasury, but was lent 


the Russian people to enable them 
enjoy the benefits of science and civili- 
zation? 

Thus the capital invested by France 
in the railroads of Ural, Donets, Pouti- 
lof, and.the south made it possible 
to connect Russian tres of production 
with centres of- consumption, and ade- 
quately to fight the scarcity of food, 
which was then a. chronic condition in 
Bastern Russig. Thus also French capi- 
tal, furnished for the construction of the 
railroads from Dvinsk to Vitebsk and 
from Kursk to Kharkof, énabled the fer- 
tile district of the Ukraine and Orel to 
be reached by fail. Again, the loan 
made by France to Russia in 1911 sup- 
plied that country with sufficient funds 
to redeem the old 6 per cent. mortgage 
bonds, 6 per cent. being the rate of in- 
terest which had to be paid by the Rus- 
sian peasant borrowers. Thanks to 
French capital, the Russian peasants 
were recently only paying 4% per cent. 
for their loans. Finally, it was French 
money that promoted those innumerable 
enterprises—metal, coal, gas, naphtha, 
textiles—which before the war consti- 
tuted Russia's wealth end provided a 
living for thousands of workers and 
workingmen. 

We know what the reward has been: 
one of the first acts of the present Rus- 


sian Government was to decree that the ' 


Russian nation repudiated every debt 
contracted with the French nation, and 
refused from now on to pay 1 cent of 
interest to the millions of French in- 
vestors who had trusted them. The Rus- 
sian proletarians, be it said, do not re- 
fuse to make use of the railroads huilt 
by and the mines worked with French 
capital, but they do refuse to pay any- 
thing whatever to the builders of those 
railroads and the owners of those mines, 
On the other hand, it is said that on 
the 1st of June the Russian Government 
will resume the payment of loans con- 
tracted in Germany and will pay the 
interest due to German lenders. © * ¢

In case the House of Hapsburg 
should not be disposed or qualified ‘to- 
bring. to @ fortunate conclusion the 
difficult task of closely uniting Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Germany, it would 
be possible to have its role played by 
less important princely families of 
Germany. In short, Germany has too 
many princes and Austria has too 
many nationalities. (P. 26.) 

After 1896 a whole series of brochures, 

of which the most important was ’ Ocqes- 
terreichs Zusammenbruch urider Wieder. 
aufbau,” (‘*The Dismemberment. of 
Austria and Its Reconstruction,”) pub- 
lished in 1899 by Lehmann at Munich un- 
der the aegis of the Alldeutscher Var- 
band, have worked out in detail the 
surest means of reducing the Slavs: of 
Austria to complete political impotence. 
The principal measure recommended for 
twenty-three years to obtain this result 
consists of bringing about the exclu- 
sion (Sonderstellung) of move 
having the double advantage of keeping 
up among the Poles the illusion that 
Austria-Germany is going te allow’ the 
reconstruction of the Kingdom of Po- 
land and also of reducing considerably 
the number of Slay Deputies in the nt 
Hament of Vienna, 

The second measure which is in the. 
course of execution consists of bring» 
ing about a new administrative division 
of Bohemfa in such a way as to reduce 
the number of Czech Deputies in the 
Parliament of Vienna and at the same 
time assuring the position of the Ger- 
mans in Bohemia, although they are 
only a minority. 

It was to carry out these operations 
without permitting protests from the 
tribune that the Austrian Emperor. re- 
cently disbanded his Parliament. The 
fact that Emperor Charlies docilely ac- 
cepts the transformation of his empire 
in exact conformation with the Pan 
German Prussian scheme laid down 


grasp the degree of his independence in 
the face of the Government of Berlin.

AN ARMY FOR RUSSIA. 


A Plan of Campaign with the Aid 
of an Interallied Force. . 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

While Germany fias an open road to 
the Pacific no real or abiding peace is 
possible, Let that be sun clear. We 
must exert ourselves in Siberia now 
and forthwith if,the common enemy is 
not to have lete control not only of 
that vast and tremendously rich terri- 
tory, but of the entire latent human ma- 
terial of all the Russias, There will, in 
fact, be no chance of a ‘“‘ commercial 
war” with the Teutons if allowed to 
exert influence and pressure east of the 
natural topographical barriers of a re- 
generated Poland, Bohemia, and Serbia. 
These States, as pledged by: both our 
President and Viscount Grey of the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office, must be incorporated 
with their sovereign independence and 
allowed once more to resume control of 
their individual destinies. 

The perverse and anarchic minority 
Bolshevist Government, already jeop- 
ardized and tottering, will dissolve like 
mist before the rising sun even before 
the landing of an internationalized 
force for the protection of the citizens 
and their country. A strongly active 
and efficient propaganda, a full and 
detailed policy, which has already been 
mapped out and is at the disposal of 
the authorities, if effectively carried 
out, would not only discredit the enemy- 
paid malefactors now in control but 
would, indeed, cause the entire nation 
to rise in arms against the archaic 
absolutism of the Prussian bludgeon. 
At the same time, a Slav Expeditionary 
Force of eighty to one hundred thou- 
sand should at once be organized here 
to proceed, as soon as may be, via 
Viadivostok; in order to incite their 
brothers in a sister republic to rebel 
against bitter tyranny that will strangle 
them ever tighter in ite grasp, Once in 
Siberia this small but magnetic nucleus 
will attract the Russians so that the 
movement will soon gather unimagined 
momentum and power. 

Very briefly I may -etate the ulti- 
mate military purpose of these newly- 
raised Rursian forces, won beck froin 
disintegration and famine. The strict 
scheme would undoubtedly be to break 
through the Carpathian passes, proceed 
across the granary of the plains of 
Hungary; cut the Danubian arteries, 
railway and water, at Budapest; take 
that capital and Vienna, both of which 


} will fall Uke overripe fruit, and so 


surround the Germanic Dmpire by e 
barrier of naked steel. I do not in- 
tend to go into the technical conduct of 
this advance; it has, however, all been 
carefully pcheduled. In general the 
mountainous barrier ef Bohemia will, 
with the revolting. Czechs, protect the 
lines of communications, three in num- 
ber, from enemy attack on the west or 
right flank. At the same time co- 
ordinated diversions will, be created to 
contdin the hostile forces and so pin 
them down and prevent their attacking 
in force. 

I have often been asked as to how 
many I considered to be necessary for 
this vital movement; roughly I should 
say about 2,000,000 all told. Not a vast 
number when we consider that we might 
well figure on a first call of 6,000,000 
Muscovite ex-soldiers, many, let it be 
understood, already battle-trained and 
willing to fight. with new-formed im- 
pulse and sympathy. m

‘been in possession, since May 1. 

- As a consequence of the intensified 
demand, rentais have incrgased in some 
instances as much as 100 per cent. as 
compared with income demand from the 
same parcels last year, and property 
owners are more optimistic: ‘aasaecs they 
have. been in-years. 

More than 1,000 bungalows Siw been 
constructed in, the past few years be- 
tween Arverne: and Edgemere, the orig- 
inal rental prices of. which ranged from 
$200 to $250 each, and which thave ad- 
vanced in rental figures a& igh as $500, 
with no vacancies since ‘the early part 
of April, according to local brokers. 

Edgemere cottages: have advanced in 
average over 80 per’ cent., and the sec- 
tion is completely ‘rented. \ The Far 
Rockaway section has also been ex- 
tremely active, with véry few houses re- 
maining to be had.’.; The Arverne section 
is comparatively ‘ fully: rented, specially 
in the Some e Park: section, and 
within the last few months a shipbuild- 
ing plant’ has “been established, where 
more than 600. nien. are: employed. in the 
construction of light-draft boats. Several 
other sections of the Jamaica Bay front! 
have already been surveyed for the same 
purpose. 

Lewis H. May, who has been active 
in’ the selling and renting of Rockaway 
coast properties for.a.number of years, 
discussed the feal estate situation in 
that section of the borough yesterday, 


have contributed to the creation of the 
present excellent season. 

“With the advance in real estate 
rents, the selling market has been buoyed 
up and is on a very firm basis,’’ he said. 
** Recent sales have been made on a 10 
per. cent. rental basis, which have shown 
to the owners a substantial profit. More 
than 150 lots have been sold by the S; & 
L: Construction Company in the pera 5 
low section in the last six weeks at an 
average price of $1,200, each lot measur- | 
ing 20 by 100.. The-generdl lack of ma- 
terial and labor has restricted the con- 
struction of larger homes and has opened 
a sale market, which looks’ forward to 
produce considerable activity. during the 
Summer months. A number of deals 
are under. negotiation involving -mode- 
rate-priced houses along the coast both | 
for investment and speculation. 

“The many suggested tmprovernents 
for the Rockaway- coast. by. the city and 
State are ready for immediate action. 
A recent bill, 
ceding to the city oceanfront rights, is 
the first. stepping-stone to its most 
needed asset, a boardwalk. This, in the 
opinion of local. operators,.is not far dis- 
tant, due to the fact that the city intends 
protecting ifs taxable ‘property along the 
ocean, and by so doing will have._to re- 
claim the outer beach, construct jetties 
and sea walls, which sea walls ulti- 
mately will develop into a boardwalk 
esplanade more than seven ms in 
length. 

*+ At the final hearing on the Cross Bay 
Drive, it was approved by the Board of 
Estimate, and steps are now béing taken 
for its completion. -This drive will run 
parallel with the Long Island Railroad 
across Jamaica Bay and will connect 
the Rockaway coast with the heart of 
New York, reducing the distance to four- 
teen les DY motor..The Rockaway 
Turnpike, now under construction,: run- 
ning through Nassau and Queens Coun- 
ties, will cut .off more than seven miles 
by direct route from Jamaica to Far 
Rockaway. 

‘'These many improvements are now 
past the point of suggestion and are in‘ 
tangible shape. They are the direct and 
indirect causes for the present ‘high ren- 
tal returns and have helped to solidify 
the backbone of the Fifth Ward of 
Queens, comprising Far Rockaway, 
Edgemere, Arverne, Rockaway Beach, 
Rockaway Park, Belle Harbor; and Ne- 
ponsit. 

“Among the new residents in this 
section are many from the Jersey coast 
and mountain section and others who 
have in mind the seashore advantages, 
the cool temperature, nearness to. New 
York, transportation,’ and: motor park- 
ways. . 

‘The larger hotels and boarding houses 
report an exceptional renting season, 
several of the larger_hotels having no 
vacancies to offer for ‘the entire-season. 

** Due to the lack of housing facilities 
in this section and the impossibility - of 
securing labor and material for new 
construction, rental values are bound 
to hold-firm and increase under the ac- 
knowledged laws of supply and demand. 

“It is fair to assume that many old- 
time Summer residents of the Rock- 
aways, who have not as yet located, will 
have to migrate to other suburbs on 
account of the early consumption of 
properties in the Rockaways. by the in- 
flux of new residents.’’

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Removal of Trade Waste. 


The old question of ‘the removal of 
ashes and trade waste by the city has 
been revived by the complaint of a 
property owner in reply to which the city 
has stated that it will--not . assume 
this expense except from dwellings: ‘The 
Board of BHstimate: and Apportionment 
has repeatedly refused to make any ap- 
propriation for. such removal from 
business buildings, notwithstanding that 
the Legislature two years ago-passed a@ 
bill permitting the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment -to:. authorize the 
Street Cleaning Department to reniove 
business as well as domestic waste, but 
to enact a charge for that service. 

Although this permission has’ beén 
given it has never beén availed of for 
the reason that an appropriation of 
séveral million.-dollars for the equip- 
ment of the Street Cleaning Department 
would have been required and the city’s 
financial stringency was such as not to 
make it desirable to incur this outlay.

_ “Ships, more ships—and still more 
ships,” is the nation-wide.demand in 
order that our troops, several ‘million 
strong, may. quickly Teach the: battle- 
line in France, and the_line of, communi- 
catfon be maintained so that the neces- 
sary -ammunition,, fodd, and equipment 
can ‘be sent over in immense Quanti- 
ties, That is the most serious situatiqn 
that confronts the United States today. 

Ships, however,. cannot be built with- 
out ‘labor... Sufficient labor is undoubt- 
edly available throughout. the. United 
States, but must be concentrated at the 
shipyards on the Atlantic seaboard. -It 


is impossibié to bring this great ‘labor |. 


supply together unless it can “be -prop- 
erly housed, for the mechanic, thé. car- 
penter, and the riveter who are earning 
gdod wages insist upon. proper living 
accommodations for ‘Whehpetvee and 
their families. : 

Théy are just .as patriotic as the ‘sol: 
diérs at the front, but see no reason 
why homés should not be provided that 
supply the proper conveniences of life, 
for they do not care to‘ live in: hastily 
constructed shacks without proper san- 
itary’ facilities ‘and the omen comforts 
that make a home: 

The. chief factors that have: resulted 
in. the delay in. the construction of ships 
have been the labor shortage and the 
large labor “‘tyrnover.”’. Both of these dif- 
ficulties are in a large part due .to the 
inability to provitie satisfactory. hous- 
ing. The inaccess{bi€é location: of ship- 
yards in relation to residential centres 
has made matters worse. Skilled and 
unskilled labor, desirous of working in 
shipbuilding plants, found. the difficul- 
ties of: travel so.great. and housing fa- 
cilities for their families so ifladéquate 
that. they sought work elsewhere. 


This housing. problem must be solved 
for the shipyards in New .-York-. Har- 
bor; or else it, will be impossible. to se- 
cure sufficient Iabor to. construct. the 
ships that are now under contract in 
the Staten ‘Island and Newark Bay 
shipyards. 

It:is imperative. that the commercial 
organizations of the metropolitan area 
of New York.and New Jersey bring 
about a complete. unity of action to 
speed up the shipbuilding program. The 
subject is vital and requires the sacri- 
fice of profit, comfort, and convenience 
of individuals as well as manufacturing 
establishments whenever necessary. 

Congress has made available for the 
U.. 8. Shipping. Board and the Emer- 
gency. Fleet Corporation an- appropri- 
ation of $50,000,000 for emergency hous- 
ing -for the employes’ of shipyards: It 
has also made available through the 
Secretary of Labor an appropriation of 
$60,000,000 to provide: housing accom- 
modations for the employes of indus- 
trial plants engaged in war work. 


It is understood, however, that the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, although 


ecnatenotaen of homes for employes of 
shipbuilding plants at’ other. points on 
the Atlantic seaboard, does ‘not contem- 
plate the construction of houses for the 
employes in the Newark Bay shipyards. 
It proposes, it is ‘stated, by improv- 
ing -transportation facilities 
New . York Gity and the shipyards, to 
tap the Jabor market of Manhattan, 
Brooklyn, Bronx, and Queens,. and thus 
 reeruit a labor force from the thou- 
sands now employed in New York City. 
The announcement has been made 
that the Hudson. and Manhattan tubes 
from. Sixth Avenie and Thirty-third 
Street, and also Cortlandt Street, Man- 
hattan,. ‘are to be extend jin’ New 
Jersey to. reach. these 8 ipbuilding 
plants, as part of the plan of improving 
transportation facilities, in order to tap 
the labor market of New. York. 
* Manufacturers and other employers of 
labor in New York City are willing to 
make every sacrifice necessary for the 
welfare:-of thé nation and to speed up 
the. shipbuilding program, but cannot 
understand this attitude onthe part of 
the Government to take away labor 
which is now engaged to a large ex- 
tent.in the production of war materials 
in thousands of factories in Manhattan, 
Brooklyn; and Queens,’ when a plenitti- 
ful supply of-labor can be brought from 
all over the United. States to work in 
the shipbuilding plants. if additional 
housing facilities are provided.in New 
York City to accommodate them. 
Investigations made by the leading 
commercial organizations in New York 


ly existed vacant houses or apartments 
that could be uséd.for housing these 
employes have .proved that no such 
facilities exist. Only. 165 vacant hous- 
ings in accessible parts of the city were 
found. 

If it is the intention. of the ‘Govern: 
ment to deplete the labor market of New 
York City to build up the labor supply 
for the shipbuilding plants in the New- 
ark Meadows, and thus hamper pro- 
duction on ‘other important war con- 
tracts,; it cannot fail,to result in a 
competition for labor that will send wage 
schedules soaring and compel the. Gov- 
ernment in turn to pay more for labor 
than would have been.required had an 
additidnal. supply been brought from 
other parts of the country and housed 
in the different parts of New York City. 
In short, to cripple other war industries 
to expedite shipbuilding is not the cor- 
tect solution of the problem, 

This subject has been given consider- 
able study by the Manufacturing and 
Industrial Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, of the Borough of Queens, ‘not 
only in connection with the housing of 
the thousands of additional employes en- 
gaged in war work in the- manufactur- 
ing plants In Queens Borough, but also 
the employes of war industries in othtr 
boroughs. :

Railroad 
tracks into the Pennsylvania Station, 
Manhattan, and thence through | the 
Long Island Railroad tunnels into the 
Borough of Queens to the _ Woodside 
station, (which is the first stop,) where 
connections can ‘be made with’ lines’ ra- 
diating to Flushing, Jamaicg, and other 
parts of the borough. 

The plan proposes further ‘that the 
United: States Government, through the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation and the 
Department of Labor, utilize a large 
portion of the appropristions available 
for housing in the erection of homes in 
this ‘section of New. York City for the 
workingmen, not only of thé shipyards 
on the Newark Meadows, t employes 
of industrial plants throughout the city 
who are. engaged in-war work. 

At first glance this: might seem to be 
a rather far-fetched ‘plan. The argu- 
ments advanaced: by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the Borough of Queens in 
behalf of.its plan are that it dffers the 
great advantages ‘of (a) saving in time, 
(b,) .no. greater distance.of travel, (o,) 
through the Governnient control of rail- 
roads’ a low rate of’commutation could 
be ordered withput legal complications, 
and (d) the permanence of the buildings 
erected: and. their absorption by the 
normal growth after the -war, 

In regard to the last argument, hous- 
ings built in this territory of Queens 
Borough, which is now served by rapid- 
transit lines of the Dual Subway Sys- 
tem, giving a 5-cent fare to all parts 
of New York-City, can mdre readily be 
absorbed. after the war by the normal 
‘growth than homes built in communi- 
ties without such excellent gape eee 
facilities.

by the normal growth after the war. 
Such buildings would not be subject to 
the depreciation in values which would 
certainly result in other sections should 
the shipbuilding plants close entirely 
or. materially reduce their working 
forces. 


The normal parr of Néw York City 


requires that hoysing fatilities. be pro-- 


vided for at least 87,000 ‘families each 
year, while the normal growth of New- 
ark requires prevision for 1,800 fam- 
ilies; Bayonne, 400; Jersey City and Ho- 
boken,. 500 each. “It can’ readily be geen 
that should these housings. in Queens 
Borough be vacated by the employes 
of shipbiulding plants or other war in- 
dustries they would be quickly absorbed 
by the normal growth of New York

CHAIRMAN OF MAYOR'S COMMITTEE DIAGNOSES REALTY ILLS 


Nathan ‘Hirsch, Chairman of the 
Mayor’s Committee on Taxation, de- 
livered an. address recently. before the 
members. of the Real Estate Owners’ 
Nine- 
teenth Wards in which he urged prop- 
erty owners to retain. their optimism 
and faith in‘ realestate. . After outlin- 
ing the, causes responsible for the pres- 
ent depression in the market, he out- 
limed the-aims of his committee and 
predicted that this-year would mark the 
beginning of a new era for real estate 
owners. ‘ 

Anticipates Real Estate Reyival. _ 

He’ said in part: 

'“*T maintain that, things are shaping 
themselves, quietly but  intengively, 
toward the ultimate revival in real ¢s- 
tate and all.which that means to you 
and to every citizen In New York City. 

* Before-I go into a detailed discus- 
sion regarding, the foundations for this 
belief, and before I outline to you the 
aims and. aspirations of the Mayor's 
Committee on Taxation and the Inves- 
tigation of Mortgage Loans, I: want to 
sketch. briefly a history of the events 
which lead up to’ the present condition 
of the .real estate market, and which 


have been largely’ responsible for ~its 


prostration.: 

“* It is .only by. diagnosing en ailment 
that we can effect its cure. It is by 
becoming’ familiar . with. real estate: {lls 
that we can apply the necessary reme- 
dies. 

‘‘The present: real estate depression 
‘is mot a recent development, but has 
been with us for more than ten years. 
The abuses which have been permitted 
to.grow up and thrive to:the Aetriment 
of rea] estate ownership have, througn 
years. of fostering, become so deep- 
seated and ingrained that their elimina- 
tion is no easy task. ‘The ailment has 
become almost. chronic. 

.“ Their elimination cannot ‘be -effected 
by a few public hearings, by writing 
letters to ‘city or State offitials, er by 
the’ cries of calamity: howlers.. 

‘Three great deterrents havé: been 
operating to discourage, new capital 
from coming into the real eatate mar- 
ket. They are over-taxation, over- 
assessment, and over-regulation. 

“The Mayot's ‘Committee .is con- 
cerned only with «the first two, the 
question of -over-regulation *not” being 
included: in the scope of its work, and 
being worthy. of the attention ef a 
separate committee. 

Taxation and Assessment. 


“Against the great web of taxation 
and assessment iniquities . which» have 
been ‘leveled .ageinst ‘New York’ City 
féal. estate our inittal efforts have been 
directed, because the other ‘great tras 
edy menacing. reel estate ownership— 
namely, the calling of leans—is' directly 
traceable to their sinister _influehca 
7“"The tax rate has been. steadily tn-. 
creaging unti] it has reached a new 


‘height, 2.86. Unwarranted municipal 


extravagance, , huge commitments. not. 
altogether oes LSE and, not properly 
and the untecessary a: 





these added charges were immediately 
saddled upon real estate. 


upon city properties which have made 
‘the assessed valuations of New York 
real estate more-or less of a joke aré 
other. developments that have become 
part of the system of real estate dis- 
crimination which has almost become 
a fixture in our scheme: of “municipal 
government, 

*‘ It is not surprising as time went on 
and these deterrents continued to de- 
velop that both property owners and 
lenders began to become somewhat dis- 
couraged. There was always. the com- 
petition of other kinds. of investments 
that involved less bother and was less 
interesting to the tax collector. 

Effect on Mortgage Situation. 

‘Ever since the real estate market 
collapsed: in 1907 the: money. market as 
regards mortgagés. has not réally been 
easy. Conditions-became-even more ag- 
gtavated every time the tax rate went 
up, every time new obnoxious real es- 
| tate laws ‘were passed, every time a par- 
eel of real’ estate was ‘sold at auctio 
for less than the incumbrances. 
‘ “Jt is not surprising, therefore, that 
lenders became ‘cautious, although if 
they-had been far-sighted enough in the 
first place they would have realized that 
it was their own extreme caution which 
was tending, te make matters worse. - 

** You are all familiar with the present 
situation. The tax rate has jumped 30 
points, the cost of operating and main- 
tafming property has gone up. all the 
way from 50 to 100 per cent., mortgage 
money is. unusually difficult to obtain, 
every item entering into management 
jas. advanced: in cost. When, in the 
face of these tindeniable factors in the 
situation, owners suggest: that rents go 
up, so that the: burden be shared by the 
tenants, the cry of profiteering is raised, 
and the landiord, who pays 95 per cent, 
of the cost of city government and 75 
per cent. of the cost of the State gov- 
ernment, is held up to public scorn-and 
ridicule. . 

-Committee Appointed. 

“This. is the aituation which con- 
fronted the Mayor's Committee when it 
was..appointed.. last February. The 
Mayor instructed us to inquire into the 
cause of the inequitable distribution of 
‘the tax burden and especially to see to 
it: that justice was meted ovt to the 
amall property owner who represents 
probably the best element.in our com- 
munity. 

“The Committee, after a preliminary 
study of | the situation along the - lines 


“The inequitable assessments placed’ 





}of this ‘kind. -Weafe~ not discouraged 
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that I have outlined te you, decided to 
approach the problem from three angles, 
first, the ascertaining of new sources 
of revenug-in an effort to keep down 
the tax rate—second, to aid wherever 
possible in clarifying the mortgage sit- 
uation and preventing undue and unwar- 
ranted calling of loans, and ‘third, at- 
tempt to equalize assessed valuations 
and make the value placed upon real 
estate by the city a standard value. 

“The committee has been at work for 
two. months, It consists of business 
men with large and varied interests, 
who have made real sacrifices to engage 
in the fulfilment of their duties. 

“It is not an easy matter to 
probléms of such tremendous we 
and of such intricate character on such 
short: notice, and wse-have not in the 
two months we have been at work .ac- 
complished: the . impossible .or brought 
about a real estate nilttennium. 

“For that matter, we began entirely 
too late to hope for any great measures 
of relief during the present session of 
the State Legislature. - Our efforts have 
been directed toward research, and* I 
am in a position to state that already 
we have become familiar enough with 
the illness to. begin the re of 
the remedy. 


Aim to Reduee Tax Rate. 


“The first great reform which . we 
hope to inaugurate is a- reduction, “and 
@ permanent reduction; of the tax’ rate 
below the $2 mark, and eventually pos- 
sibly to ‘the $1.50 mark: “It is:a fact 
that never before hag there been more 
attention giver.to this matter, and to 
the general, subject of ‘new sources of 
revenue in both the public press, in real

That is why I urged you-to be. hopeful. 

“As far as preventing indiscriminate 
calling of loans is concerned, I-am glad 
to aay that we have also made consider- 
able progress. Negotiations ofthis kind 
are naturally delicate, and especially so 
because in the great majority of cases 
the lender has lega} justification to call 
for his money that. I am constrained 
to dwell a& briefly as possible on this 
subject.

of the Army and Navy Nurse Corps. 
Chiéfly through volunteers, and with 
little effort, beyond the steady regular 
meéasures for enrollment, has this large 
number been built up. As yet there has 
been no tremendous effort, no wide- 
spread or comprehensive scheme of re- 
crulting carried out, though I believe 
the Red Cross purposes launching some 
such plan soon. Two nurses from an- 
other part of the State, who came into 
one of the New York Red Cross offices 
recently, said they had not heard that 
there was any special need for nurses. 
They were very glad to know about it. 

‘Dr. Goldwater says that there is no 
justification for believing, in the light 
of the last year’s experiencé, that the 
new drive for 1,000 graduate nurses 
monthly will bring an actual énroliment 
of any such number. But the Director 
of the Nursing Departmént of the Red 
Cross says that the enrollment has been 
about a thousand a month for the last 
year, and last month it is stated to 
have reached 1,200. If'so large a num- 
ber has contiriued to flow in each month 
without active and systematic general 
recruiting, there is some reason for 
believing that the enrollments will be 
a good deal larger when an energetic 
and country-wide recruiting scheme gets 
under way. 

‘““Next comes Dr. Goldwater’s state- 
ment, which he has thought important 
enough to put in italics, that the coun- 
try cannot spare the number the army 
requires: If we accept, as I think we 
must, the Surgeon General's last esti- 
mate of 24,000 nurses for army require- 
ments, let us sée what resources we 
have to draw upon to provide them. 

“There are slightly over 98,000 regis- 
tered nurses in this country; allowing 
the libéral estimiate of 10 per tent. de- 
preciation for ineligibles for various 
causes, and déducting 20,000 for those 
already enrolled; jxe have 68,000 nurses 
to draw upon. N.*9 the great majority 
of these nurses, at least 85 per cent., 
are engaged in private nursing, and it 
is to this field that we must now turn. 
Not only is the supply of superintend- 
ents, essistants, and instructors in hos- 
pitals and training schools quite inade- 
quate for their need, but these institu- 
tions have already contributed largely 
to the number of nurses now in active 
service. It is a grave question whether 
we can afford to allow them to be much 
further depleted. The actual work of 
nursing in hospitals is largely taken 
caré of by the 48,000 students now re- 
corded in their training schools. 


“In the newiy developing public 
health field there: are only about 6,000 
nurses, and here, too, the néed is urgent. 
Inasmuch as hospital. and training 
school and public health work all re- 
quire nurses of special training and 
experiénee, thelr places cannot be filled, 
but we can call out our private nurses 
because we have reserves avallable: for 
work in: that field. First, there are 
17,000 graduate nurses trained in small 
or special schools, not eligible fcr regis- 
tration nor conséquently for the Red 
Cross, Nursing Service, and back of 


‘these a large army of trained attend- 


ants and practical or experienced nurses: 
There were over 126,000 of these in the 
census of 1910. Of course the number 
fs gteatly increased now. Both the 
actual supply and the reserves in this 
field are good. “We Should look to it 
to rélease for the needs of the nation 
& substantial body of nurses. In this 





the number of them occupied in fami- 
lies where their services as nursés are 
now necessary is very great indeed. 

‘*In this tirhe of crisis it is essential 
that those who can afford the luxury of 
private nurses should be as scrupulous 
in the use of this precious asset of our 
national resources as they are in the 
use of wheat and of fuel. Every person 
should be as uncomfortable in employ- 
ing a nurse whose time is not fully 
needed as that person would be in 
hoarding wheat or coal. In this critical 
hour it. is unthinkable that our people 
will not exercise the self-denial which 
will release such nurses from private 
individual service to public duty. The 
needs of our fighting men come first. 

** But this forms only the beginning of 
our resources. There will be over 18,000 
nurses graduating from our 1,579 regis- 
tered training schools for nurses during 
the year 1918. They -are pouring out, 
as I write, in hundreds—young, vigor- 
ous, Competent, and eager for service. 
From some schools over 50 per. cent. 
have enrolled immediately. 

‘“ And, finally, if these sources do ‘not 
fully supply the need, there is yet an- 
other reserve, and there should be no 
hesitation in drawing upon it. This lies 
in the senior classes of our schools of 
nursing. These nurses’ ‘have already 
had two full years of training. They 
are valuable, skilled workers, as every 
hospital can testify... Their transfer’ to 
military hospitals would not meéan that 
their training would cease, but that it 
would be continued, and their diplomas 
given on the satisfactory completion of 
the required term. This precedent has 
already been established in the case of 
certain groups of medical students, 

“Its extension is both deésitable and 
practicable, and through it a large po- 
tential source of supply will be opened 
up. The Government might ask for as 
many as 50 per cent. of all senior stu- 
dents. With this possibility in mind 
and with the certainty that the need for 
trained nurses, both in the army and at 
home, would increase as war progresséd, 
the Committee on Nursing of the Gen- 
eral Medical Board, Council of National 
Defense, took energetic steps “at the 
very outset of the war to increase 
greatly the number of students entering 
our hospital training schools. The result, 
of these efforts has exceeded all ex- 
pectations. Not 2,700 new students, as 
Dr. Goldwater states in his first article, 
have entered. That number is of last 
October, but somewhat over 7,000 have 
now been admitted as an increment 
beyond the usual number annually en- 
tering such schools. This increase in 
the student body, which is still going on, 
is a fact of large significance. So long 
as we maintain this policy in qur schools 
the future’ is safeguarded, and any 
measures which threaten to diminish 
the supply of regular students, as would 
the widespread inauguration of short 
courses, is seen to be an unstatesman- 
like attempt to provide for the moment 
at any expenge to the future. We do 
not handle our other great problems in 
any such hand-to-mouth fashion. 

‘‘A comprehensive and carefully 
worked out plan for an army school of 
nursing is now before the war depart- 
ment. If established, as we believe it 
will be, it will provide a large and 
steady increase in the actual nursing 
forces. It will afford an excellent op- 
portunity for génuine training for all 
‘women who.are really serious in their 
wish to serve their country, and ‘who are 
fitted for. this branch of the service, | 





of affiliations with civil hospitals, and 
provides for the sick soldier, who is 
primarily a sick man, the benefits of a 
nursing: system which gives the most 


‘satisfactory nursing service the world 


has ever seen—that maintained in our 
civil hospitals through our student 
nursing service. This has a stability, a 
purpose, a life and vigor entirely its 
own, and stands out among educational 
systems of the day. We who have lived 
and worked in it know its excellence, 
know its results, and have no question 
whatever as to the wisdom and good 
sense of installing it in our mulitety: 
hospitals. 

‘““The system that will give the sick: 
men the best nursing care is what we 
want, and the student nursing service 
has stood the test of time on that 
point. It is nbt only the most efficient, 
but the most economical, and is better 
and safer from every point of view. 
The young woman entering this service 
as a student becomes your true volun- 
teer aid. She becomes a genuine asset 
to her country.” . 

“The plan has had the approval of 
the Surgeon General, of the heads of 
the Army Nurse Corps, and of the Nurs- 
ing Department of the American Red 
Cross, of the Committee on Nursing, 
Council of National Defense, and of 
all three national nurses’ associations. 
It further has the strong support of wo- 
men outsidé of the profession who might 
perhaps, if théy choose, be termed mem- 
bers. of what Dr. Goldwater calls the 
‘leisure class.’ In this cherished de- 
mocracy of ours I confess to a distinct 
dislike for the term, and especially in 
wartime. Incidentally, this plan; when 
set in operation, “will releasé for serv- 
ice elsewhere many regular army nurses 
now stationed in our home military hos- 
pitals. 


‘* Dr. Goldwater fears that the enroll- | 


ing of a large number of student nurses 
in the army schools would divert a con- 
siderable proportion of the normal sup- 
ply from civil hospitals. But the systém 
of affiliations, providing for a constant 
interchange of students, would be like- 
ly to increase rather than diminish the 
supply of applicants to training schools 
of ¢ivil hospitals. This danger, how- 
ever, is real in so far as short courses 
are concerned, and they could hardly 
fail to have an injurfous effect upon the 
flow of candidates into training schoois. 
It would take a young woman of heroic 
mental proportions to decide to enter a 

training school for the regular training 
when she could, through a few weeks 
of training, satisfy her heart's desire to 
‘nurse the wounded.’ It dées not re- 
quire any great amount of acumen to 
foresee that the widespread establish- 
meént of short coursés would almost in- 
eévitably greatly reduce the number of 
students for the regular courses, and we 
should find ourselves two or three yéars 
hence facing a real shortage of nurées. 

‘Dr. Goldwater is anxious, again, as 

to the possible sudden cessation of hos- 
tilities, and its effect upon army schools. 
No matter when hostilities cease, there 
will be a long period, many months 
Probably, before our military hospitals 
will be emptied and ¢losed and their 
| patients restored to civil life.

“There are two important branches 
of nursing in which a healthy competi- 
tion might be helpful. We néed about 
5,000 nurses of substantial attainments, 
educationally, professionally and per 
sonally, to guide and develop the vitally 
important work of our great hospital 
training schools and maintain them on & 
satisfactory educational basis. Also in 
the great field of public health, which, 
however rapidly it may have developed 
in the past, must expand in the future 
tin matry directions, the country needs 
not 6,000 public, health iurses, “but 
thrice that number. 

“Jt was estimated a few years ago 
that the public schools of the country 
alone could profitably occupy 10,000 
more trained nurses in. safeguarding the 
health of our children. It is said that 
there is a great shortage in the nursing 
field, -in hospitals, registries, &c., and it 
is, of course, to be expected that there 
would. be some shortage, but nothing 
has been more surprising than the com- 
parative ease with which this country 
has so far met the demand for nurses. 
The cty of shortage is not new. It was 
presse@ upon us from many quarters 
ffom Jilly to the end of December of 
last year, and yet during that period 
our investigators found registries over 
flowing with nurses for whom there 
were not calls. In some cities as many 
as twenty or thirty nurses were idle 
upon the registries. Not ‘until the be 
ginning of this year was there any évi- 
dence of a general nature that we were 
beginning to feel the withdrawal of 
nurses from the general service of the 
country. 

“Dr. Goldwater speaks of certain 


hospital training echools in this coun- . 


try lacking applicants, but this situa- 
tion is not new, and the number of 
hospitals finding difficulty in attract- 
ing applicants is probably smaller now 
than usual... As an opposing picture we 
ean show @ Very much larger number 
of hospital training» schools receiving 
moré applicants today than they can 
admit, The Mount Sinai Hospital, of 
which Dr. Goldwater is the very able 
Director, has many applicants to its 
excellent school of nursing,-and is able 
to direct many of them to less fortu- 
nate hospitals. It is ‘well’ known today 
that most hospitals offering geod op- 
portunities for training from a clinical 
standpoint, good Jiving conditions, a 
gatisfactory system of instructon and 
@ modern system of hours, have a con- 
stant flow of applicants far beyond 
their capacity to receive. A shortage of 
applicants is not @ situation due to the 
war, but it is a situation which may be 
remedied by the war in a large.measuré, 
if only a statesmanlike view of the 
whole problem is taken and adequate 
and far measures éstablished to 
meet the problem squarely and fully. 
“In this great crisis in our nation’s 
history thé nurses of this country wish 
to bé equal to the demands madé upon

‘BUSINESS STATUS OF COLLEGE WOMEN 





HE’ Association of 
Alumnae, in co-operation with 
several women’s colleges, haa 
made an investigation into cer- 
tain phases of the economic and personal 
atatus of the alumnae of these colleges 
which presents many interesting facts. 

As the statistics include the graduates of 
1915, the census is of special value .be- 
cause it establishes the status of a large 
group of women graduates practically 
up to the time. of the éntrance of* the 
United States into the war. 

Conditions caused by the war are 
Mkely to make a difference in the eco- 
nomic status of women, so that’ the 
census will offer valuable material for 
comparison with conditions and results 
after the changes due to the war have 
produced their effects. 

Bight colleges for women, Barnard, 
Bryn Mawr, Mount Holyoke, Radcliffe, 
Gmith, Vassar, Wellesley, and Wells, 
and one co-educational university, Cor- 
nell, are included in the survey. In the 
journal of the association for May, Mary 
‘Van Kleeck makes a digest of the sta- 
tistics. 

The chief purpose of the inquiry,. she 
gays, was. to obtain Information about 
the occupations of college women, and 
therefore the greater part of the infor- 
mation it gives is concerned with their 
economic status. Reports were obtained 
from 16,739 graduates, and of these 11,- 
@68 (69.7 per cent.) had been gainfully 
‘employed.’ More than half’ of these have 
been employed in teaching, -or . have 


“united teaching with some other gainful 
employment.

centage is 22.8 of all graduates, have

Therefore, since 
many of them are still young and un- 
married, they overweight .the percent- 
ages and make them not wholly repre- 
sentative. She thinks that “‘ three dec- 
ades' or. five decades hence it will be 
possible to study the statistics of col- 
lege women as facts of a history which 
is closed for a sufficiently large number 
sto make final statements.”’ 

Of 16,789 graduates of all ages in- 
cludéd in the census, 6,544, or 89.1 per 
cent., were married. The distribution 
of percentages among the nine colleges 
shows that the higher percentage of 
marriages is found among the alumnae 
of the older institutions.

But this disintegration is ‘not. iMkely 


to come at once; im the opinion of ob-| 


servers most familiar with Austro-Hun- 
garian conditions, it will not come until 
the German armies in France receive a 
severe: defeat. The reasons for which 
conclusion may be seen by a study of 
the career of the Parliament which has 
just closed. 


The Parliament. which the Bmperor 


summoned to meet in Vienna on May 
81 consisted of 517 members. Of these, 
-288 were Germans, 108 C 92 Poles, 
42 Jugosiavs; 38 Ruth 8, and 19 
Italians. This is the first thing to re- 
member about an Austrian Parliament: 
that primarily it splits not according to. 
parties, but according to nationalities; 
and in times past, as well as to some 
extent in this session, the German 
minority has been able to rule over the 
deputies of the subject races by an 
alliance with the Poles, who have beef 
given special privileges over their 
Ukrainian neighbors in Ruthenia, which’ 
have made them steady supporters—until 
the last year or so—of the Hapsburgs. 

But each of these national groups is 
split Into ‘parties; and one of the out- 
standing developmetits -in. the. session 
just closed has been the solidification 
of all the parties, even the’ Socialists, 
of the minority nationalities around a« 
program which demanded national unity 
and independence first, and settlement 
of internal questions aftérward. 
_Among the Germans, on the other hand; 
the parties" have drawn more widely 
apart. The hundred ‘or so Deputies of 
the German National Alliance, the Pan 
German element, are the most. extreme 
reactionaries; they are supported. for 
the most part by the other German 
bourgeois -parties; but the German So- 
clalists have steadily become more and 
more Bolshevist, and for practical pur- 
poses they have often co-operated with 
the unified. parties of the" mERS 
nationalities. 

It was evident at the opening of Par- 
liament that the great internal question 
was the giving of autonomy to the na- 
tionalities, which are at present split up- 
into seventeen’ provinces (Kronlinder) 
whose boundaries are feudal survivals 
and in no case correspond with those 
of a nationality, In Bohemia there is 
@ German minority; in the Adriatic 
Provinces German and Italian minor- 
‘ities among a Slovene majority; and sa 
on.. And the realization of this problem 
was evidently in the. Emperor’s mind on 
the occasion of his speech from the 
throne at the opening of Parliament, 
when he said:

But the text of. the resolutions 
demanded only self-determination and 
autonomy; if the Emperogs, the Ger- 
mans, and the Magyars had met them 
half way, it is ble, though not cer- 
tain, that a federalized Austria might 
have resulted. Today it is.certain: that. 
whatever happens Austria and Hungary 

will not. be federalized. If the Allies 
win a sweeping victory the nationali-

In that month the Seidler 
Government announced that there 
would. be no alteration of the. seven- 
teen provinces, which was a’ practical 
denial. of any national autonomy to the 
Czechosiovaks, the Jugosiavs, the 
Ruthenians, and the Italians; and on 
Dec. 5 the Emperor told a delegation of 
(Austrian) Germans that “ we shall re- 
/main masters iti our own house.”’. Since 
‘this frank declaration it has been evi- 
dent that the Austrian nationalities can 
only be held down by. force of arms. . 
For the moment thé' actual course of 
events was ‘again determined by Rus- 
sia. The Bolsheviki were suing for 
peace, and the  Czechoslovaks and 
Jugosiavs, who had since the beginning 
of Parliament been practically in alli- 
ance, issued formal declarations that 
Count.

THE GOVERNMENTPRESENTS 


ITH the Government taking over 
the operation of railroads, the 
building of steamships, and many 

other activities hitherto in the hands of 
private interests, the announcement that 
the authorities at Washington had gone 
into the moving-picture business caused 
ittle surprise and was generally re- 
ceived with fayor. And now that the 
Government's first film, ‘‘ Pershing’s 
Crusaders,’’ has been jseen here, the pop- 
ular verdict seems to be that, as pro- 
ducer and exhibitor, the United States 
has leaped up among the leaders. Of 
course, the Government enjoyed exclu: 
sive advantages in making and exhibit. 
ing its film, but, even so, it would have 
failed if skill in photography, judgment 
in choice of subjects, and intelligent de- 
sign in general arrangement of pictures 
had not been employed to a high degree. 

As was pointed out in the review of 
‘*Pershing’s Crusaders,’’ printed last 
Wednesday morning, following the first 
showing of the film at the Lyric Thea- 
tre, the chief achievement of the 
picture is the presentation of the war 
as a whole by showing glimpses of 
the nation’s war-making from’ various 
important angles. Those who think 
that war is simply a matter of soldiery, 
for example, and conceive of sending 
soldiers against Germany as merely a 
matter of putting men into uniforms,; 
giving them guns and ordering them 
overseas, will learn from the pictures 
that before there can be soldiers there 
must be millions of yards of cloth made 
into uniforms, thousands of acres of 
land turned into cantonments, tons and 
tons of food provided, and arrange- 
ments made for the selecting of the 
men best fitted to be soldiers, and for 
their long training after selection. 
They will grasp sqme idea of the mag- 
nitude of the shipping Problem and 
what has been done to solve it; they 
will begin to appreciate what the Man- 
ufacture of munitions means; they will 
see a dozen and one different branches 
of the preliminary work necessary be- 
fore the nation can really go to war; 
and finally they will see American 
soldiers: in France ready and fit to 
fight. 

“* Pershing’s Crusaders” shows little 
of the actual fighting. Presumably that 
will come in the next chapter of “ Fol- 
lowing the Flag to France.” The serial 
was conceived as a pictorial history of 
the country’s participation in the War, 
and the first installment very properly 
begins at the beginning and takes spec- 
tators to the end of the first episode, 
which might be entitled ‘‘ Getting Into 
the Struggle.’’ 

So those who want to appreciate the 
war, those who care to understand the 
business of. America’s ‘war-making, 
should go to the Lyric Theatre for more 
information and instruction than they 
can.get from newspaper dispatches and 
books unless they.possess unusual pow- 
ers of imagination and extraordinary 
facilities for reading. 

Incidentally, those who like to lick 
the Kaiser by calling him hard names 
will also enjoy “‘ Pershing’s Crusaders.” 
All of. the well-known epithets, so fre- 
quently and so vigorously used by al- 
most every one except the mén doing 
the fighting and the best of the corre- 
spondents at the front; are employed ex-

America is really in the war to fight, 
not to talk, and appreciates what her 
allies have. done, are doing, and could 
do without, the assistance which she is 
earnestly Striving to give. Unfortunate- 
ly; a number of the quotations and cut- 
ins used in. “ Pershing’s Crusaders”. 
seem to have‘been composed by some one 
whose conception of his country suggests 
the, school bully strutting among his 
fellow-pupils, who are too small or too 
much occupied with important matters 
to interfere with him: Visitors, ‘of 
course,’ will smife at this new mani- 
fegtation of American egotism, but one 
hopes that they will pardon it. 

And may one find something of fault 
with the title and introduction of 
‘‘ Pershing’s Crusaders’’? Opinion as to 
the ethics of the early Crusaders may dif- 
fer, ‘but surely they grew out of and 
‘tended’ to o_ perpetuate a system of mili- 
tarism entirely: out of harmony with the 
expressed ideals ‘of America; and the 
explicit linking of the cause of the Allies 
to the spirit of crusades, in the minds 
of many, shows a sadly deficient ap- 
preciation of \the purpose of the war as 
set forth by President Wilson. 

A distinguishing feature of the ex- 
hibition at the Lyric is the decoration 
of the theatre with old. French flags 
loaned from his private collection by 
Rodman Wanamaker. 





News from Washington is to the ef- 
fect that the Michigan War Prepared- 
ness Board and certain’ groups in Cali- 
fornia have registered’ protests in Con- 
gress against the Committee on Public 
Information’s .method of distributing 
‘* Pershing’s. Crusaders ’’ through regu- 
lar commercial and other channels with- 
out enlisting the co-operation of local 
bodies. The Michigan board. maintains 
that the committee promised it the 
rights for all Govérnment war films in 
the State, but ignored it in exhibiting 
the film in Detroit. According to re- 
port, exhibitors in the trouble centres 


in opposition to their interests and they 
blame New York men for attempting to 
control it. The matter, which is some- 
what complicated, will probably be ad- 
justed in Washington. 


RELEASES AND RELAYS. 


AURICE TOURNEUR, who recent- 
M ly called attention to the fortieth 
anniversary of moving pictures 
and suggested that‘something be done 
to commemorate the services of Ead- 
weard Muybridge, the inventor, now 
makes.the definite proposal that a pop- 
ular fund be collected for the erection 
of a Temple of the Screen in honor of 
Muybridge, in which the notable pic- 
tures and scenarios of each yefr, to- 
gether with other material evidences of 
the development of moving pictures, 
may be kept. Mr. .Tourneur suggests 
that the temple be built at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, which is credited 
with financing Muybridge’s experi- 
ments to the extent of $40,000. The 
necessary money could be most appro- 
priately raised, Mr. Tourneur thinks, if 
the 17,000 picture theatres in the coun- 
try, to which an estimated 15,000,000 
people go every day, would ask each 
purchaser of a ticket to pay 1 cent 
extra for the fund during a t period of 
three ‘days. 








. Concerning the .summary of the in- 
vention and development of moving 
pictures printed in THe Timms last Sun- 
day, Joseph Thwaites of West Fort Lee 
writes that Mr. Tourneur, who was 
quoted in the article in connection with 
Mr. Muybridge’s work, was mistaken in 
one or two unessential points. Mr. 
Thwaites, who says that he was a close 
friend. of Mr.-Muybridge, places the 
taking of the first pictures of a moving 
horse on Governor Leland Stanford’s 
ranch at Palo Alto, Cal,, and not at 
Oakland. He adds that Governor Stan- 
ford, who, it will be remembered, was 
the founder of Leland Stgnford Junior 
University and a United States Senator, 
paid all of the expenses of the work 
and subsequently teok Mr. Muybridge 
to Paris; London, and Berlin, where 
the exhibition of his pictures attracted 
wide attention. Mr. Thwaites also cor- 
rects Mr. Tourneur’s description of the 
manner in which the first pictures were 
taken; but makes no change in Mr. 
Tourneur’s account that would be im- 
portant to a nontechnical mind.

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is Need of Restricting Their War 
Service—Teachers Could Help 


By. SAMUEL A. BROWN, M. D., 
Dean of New York University and Bellevue 
Were. Hospital Medical College. 

MERICA has @ ‘much larger pro- 
portion of physicians than any 

. other country in the. world. The 

total number of registered 

in the United States is 126,000, but not 
all of these are practicing. If this num- 


.ber were engaged in practice, there 


would be a doctor: for about. every 800 
inhabitants. : 

France. has. one doctor for every 14,000 
persons. In England the numbér is pro- 
portionately small compared’ with that 
in. the United States, ,In \Hastern | Bu- 
rope the number per capita.is very 
small. Possibly, the chief reason why 
the United States has miore doctors than 
any other country in the world is be- 
cause the door is open more widely here 
than in foreign countries to all aspiring 
young men who. seek to enter one of the 
three traditional learned professions— 
the church, medicine, and law. 

No less for the United States than for 
countries which. are not so amply pro- 
vided with medical service, the war need 
of physicians is a grave problem. We 
have here two avenues of anticipated 
deficiency—the shortage for war and. the 
shortage, after the ‘war. Information 
from the Surgeon General’s Department 
is that there are but 76,000 doctors in 
this country available as to age, adapta- 
bility, and proteasiones experience for 
war service. 

At present about 17,000 physicians are 
attached to the American military 
forces. A few days ago it was an- 
nounced from Washington that .12,000 
more medical men were needed at once. 
Although twice the number of doctors 


will not be: ‘necessary for an army twice 
as largé as the .present » force, yet the 
increase must be at, and if the United 
States intends to add to the size of its 
overseas army in the manner now con- 
templated, we shall soon draw upon our 
last available medical reserve for the 
war. 

This will obviously create a great dis- 

location in the medical service at home, 
and a reul deficiency which will be felt 
by the population. 
’ The American medical profession must 
find an answer to the problem. Numer- 
ous as are the medical schools of the 
country, the number of men graduated 
from them at the presént rate will make 
up only. for the wastage from illness, 
strain, exhaustion and other causes. If 
the army should be raised to 5,000,000 
men the deficiency would bé serious. 


and keep up our medical. schools. . Al- 
ready there is danger of a breakdown 
of our educational facilities for train- 
ing physicians. Close to fifty members 
of the New York University and Belle- 
vue Hospital Medical College Faculty 
have gone into the service. There are 
other members of the. Faculty, who. tell 
me that they feel it their duty to go, 
but I do not think so. I have felt that I 
ought to go myself, but have been per- 
suaded that the work which we are 
doing here is of such great importance 
to the country that this wish must be 
deferred for the time being., 

Naturally, the patriotic feeling is ‘as 
strong among the medical profession -as 
among other classes of men, and 4t is 
difficult for doctors to escape the view- 
point that it is their duty to be actually 
ministering to soldiers in the field. -Bal-

When the actor is asked to consent to a 
Gut in salary, he, too, is entitled to ‘feel 
* @opvinced.» Probably in no line of busi- 
hess except the theatre is the actor ex- 








pected to share the losses of his em-| 


ployer while not sharing in the profits. 
The reasons for this condition, of course, 
are obvious. A marked falling off in 
business frequently makes it’ necessary 
for a manager either to close his show 
er to reduce expenses, and in these cir- 
cumstances the actor is generally will- 
ing to accept a lower emolument for the 
sake of the additional weeks’ work. An 
actor turned loose in May has no place 
to go until August or September, (un- 
leas he is particularly fortunate,). and 
‘#t is a long-recognized principle that 
‘something, even in the theatre, is better 
than nothing. 

A cut in salary, of course, is accepted 
with the unwritten understanding that 
it shall not serve as a precedent when 
the Fall comes around again. An actor 
is jealous of nothing quite so much as 
of his salary, and a performer has fre- 
quently been known to remain idle for 
months rather than labor for a wage a 
few dollars below the figure which he 
Tegards as his salary. There is.a com- 
radeship among managers which makes 
an ector’s salary more or less the 
‘knowledge of all, from which it will be 
seen that the actor’s reluctance to accept 
a cut is frequently based upon sound 
Common sense.’. Each recession, of 
course, makes an advance so much the 
more difficult to ‘obtain. the next time. 


Several shows now running havé al- 
feady .put salary_cuts .into effect. <A 
young actor in one play, when’ ep- 
proached on the subject about ten days 
ago, refused to accept a cut, but said 
that he would accommodate the man- 
@gement by leaving the show the follow- 
ing Saturday, thereby giving them the 
opportunity to replace him immediately 
with a less expensive performer. The 
effer, verbally made, was accepted with 
thanks, for two weeks’ notice is cus- 
tomary when an actor withdraws from 
@ company.. Immediately before the 
matinée on Saturday, however, the 
getor astonished the management by 
@eclaring that he had thought the 
matter over, and had decided that he 
wanted two weeks notice. i 

While not denying that he had of- 
fered to leave immediately, the actor 
was. obdurate, but it happened that one 
of‘ those concerned in the: mana ent 
é6f the play was the author, a fellow of 
infinite invention. He informed the 
actor that he was entitled to his two 
weeks’ notice, and that he could have 
them. He also informed him that he 
must transfer himself and his belong- 
ings immediately to a dressing room on 
the top floor, (the fourth or fifth,) and 
that. he was to report for rehearsal at 
® o'clock the following morning. Both 
of these orders the actor was obliged 
under the terms of his contract to obey. 

In vain he protested that it was im- 
possible to move at that moment, as the 
hour for the matineé was at hand; the 
management: at once offered to hold the 
curtain indéfinitely, The actor ex- 
plained that his belongings were scat- 
\ tered indiscriminately over the dressing 
room; the author expressed a willing- 
ness to assist in gathering them up. 
Thus cornered, and with the 9 o’clock 
rehearsal staring him in the face, the 
actor suffered another change of heart, 
and reinformed the management that 
he was Willing to walk out that night. 
And go it happened. 


It is when the slip covers go over the 
theatre chairs, also, that the leading 
players of the big hits are replaced by 
lesser lights, and betake themselves. to 
the country for well-earned vacations. 
Barney Bernard and Alexander Carr 
stepped out of the cast of ‘‘ Business 
Before Pleasure ’’ after last night’s per- 
formance, and will not be seen again in 
the piece until it begins its Chicago run 
in August. Meanwhile, they will be re- 
placed tomorrow night by the Messrs. 
Yorke and Leonard, who played the 
parts during the long runs of the first 
two Potash entertainments in London.

out with it. Plans now under way call 
for Miss Rambeau to co-star with Will- 
iam Courtenay next year in the Roi 
Cooper .Megrue’ war drama, “..A Night 
at the Front’’—a piece which will be 
renamed, incidentally. Miss Rambeau, 
like Laurette Taylor, is a player who 
has won ‘her’ greatest’ success in New 


York; the road,-—éxcept -for a. portion, 


of the Far ‘West which used to know 
her during her barnstormirg days, has 
seen her not at all. 


News of Leo Ditrichstein is to the 
effect that he is about to retire to his 
Stamford home for the Summer, there 
to finish a’play for use. next season. 
Some time ago the Rialto gossipers had 
it that Mr. Ditrichstein believed that 
his popularity warranted him in ven- 
turing forth on his own—i. e., sans man- 
agement. Lou Tellegen blazed the way 
this season with “Blind Youth,” a 
piece which uas been enjoying a sea- 
son of pleasant prosperity on the road 
after failing in New York. If Mr. Tel- 
legen can do it, Mr. Ditrichstein is said 
to have opined, why not others who 
stand even higher with the populace? 
One of the prime reasons for Mr. Dit- 
richstein’s desire for a change is said 
to be concerned with the curtailment 
of the New York run of “ The King”’ 
by Cohan and Harris at a time when 
the star. believed that its popularity 
warranted a further stay. 


Speaking more directly of Lou Tel- 
legen, he is the latest actor who seems 
likely to have a theatre’ named after 
him. The story is that negotiations are 
under way for.‘one of the new Forty- 
eighth Street houses, the Vanderbilt or 
the Belmont, and that the beginning of 
the new season may find Mr. Tellegen 
playing in his own theatre, the Tellegen. 


Despite the theatrical activities of 
George M. Cohan, two seasons have 
passed without a play from his pen— 
his recent revue not included—being 
produced in New York. Fully a year 





Cohan was dramatizing Gelett Burgess’s 
story, ‘‘ Mrs. Hope’s Husband,’ a Sat- 
urday Evening Post tale of a couple of 
years ago. Nothing more has been 
heard of it all season, but it is now said 
that it is not dead, but sleeping. In 
other words, it will be tried out in the 
Fall, if not earlier; so that Broadway 
may. not have to suffer another Cohan- 
less season. 

Maugre the absence of Cohan’s name 
from the programs, however, it is prob- 
able that.a good deal of his work has 
been seen and heard here recently. It 
is an open secret that George M. tinkers 
a trifle with such of the Cohan & Harris 
offerings as require tinkering, and the 
touch of his hand is frequently recog- 
nized in the finished product. It is in- 
teresting to note, in this connection, 
that Cohan never has set himself up as 
a great dramatic fixer—certainly not 
nearly to the degree to which a few 
other playwrights, men who wrote one 
big success, have done. Cohan does no 
work. on a play unless the author spe- 
cifically ‘requests it,, and accordingly 
numbers all the’ Cohan & Harris: play~ 
wrights: among his friends. 


Jeanne Eagels's leading man in ‘‘ Dad- 
dies,"’ the comedy in which David Be- 
lasco is about to present her, will be 
Bruce McRae, who has just finished a 
two years’ engagement in Miss Chat- 
terton’s “‘Come Out of the Kitchen.’’ 
‘* Daddies,’’ by the way, will be launched 
in Washington in two weeks. 


The season is slowing down, but the 
war of the midnight roofs continues. 
The entrepreneurs of the Century Grove 
confidently expected that the Dolly Sis- 
ters and Johnny -Dooley would add 
themselves to their entertainment on 
Wednesday night, but when the time 
came only the Dollys obliged, while 
Florenz Ziegfeld was caught wearing a 
smile.

Baby ” was also owned jointly by the 
Selwyns and Mr. Brady, and that at the 
dress rehearsal Mr. Brady was not en- 
thusiastic. The parallel. circumstances 
so impressed: Archibald Selwyn.hat he 
promptly . invested - $10,000 on the 
strength of them, again buying out Mr. 
Brady. While there is no inclination to 
maintain that ‘‘ Rock-a-Bye Baby ”’ will 
compare with ‘‘ Within the Law” as a 
money maker, it is not improbable that 
the Selwyns will eventually come out at 
the long end of the transaction. And 
even though the profits be inconsidera- 
ble, the accompanying sense of satisfac- 
tion is bound to be stupendous. 


Some interesting statistics on ‘‘ Turn 
to the Right! ’’ came out of the Smith 
& Golden office during the week. The 
New York playgoer, naturally, does not 
bother his head greatly about last 
year’s hit, but as a _ continuous 
source of revenue ‘‘Turn to the 
Right!’’ ranks with the first half 
dozen plays of the past decade. The 
original company, which stayed a year 
at the Gaiety, will have played twenty- 
three months without a break when it 
finishes a week in a local neighborhood 
house on Saturday night. The Chicago 
company ended its nineteenth. consecu- 
tive month when it closed last night in 
Wheeling. The Australian company, 
which has played fifteen months, is still 
at work, and another company will fin- 


ish a sixteen-swing around the canton-' 


ments next month. ‘Two companies will 
be sent out again next season. 


Several hitherto unheard of musical 
plays are beginning to be talked about. 
Edward Childs Carpenter, it is said, has 
turned Hbrettist long enough to write 
a book for Victor Herbert, and the re- 
sult is known as ‘‘ The House That Jack 
Built.” Fred. Jackson’s hilarious farce 
of several seasons ago, ‘*‘ A Full House,”’ 
has been set to music, and will be pro- 
duced under the name of ‘Go Slow,” 
with May Vokes in her original réle. 
Mitzi Hajos’s new one, lately tried out, 
bears the name .“‘ Head Over Heels,” 
and in it the star is said to indulge in 
several acrobatic stunts of a fredstone 
character. And George Broadhurst has 
one called ‘‘ He Didn't Want to Do It,” 
which seems to be slated for August 
production. 


Not even yet, it appears, is "‘ The 
Melting of Molly ’’ destined to reach 
New York.. This piece, first as a 
straight play and later as a musical 
show, has been one of the most persist- 
ently paragraphed pieces ever produced, 
but so far only. the road has seen it. 
A fourth production of the play, star- 
ring Florence Nash, came to grief out 
of town a week ago, and .repairs are 
once more ‘the order of the day. 


It looks as though another Barry- 
more—John this time—is about to come 
under the management.of .John D., 
Williams. The latter has made a star 
out of Lionel Barrymore,- and John, 
too, will be a star next year. Mr. 
Williams, also, is one of the numerous 
managers who are not unwilling to be 
caught enticing Ethel Barrymore from 
the Frohman control, so there is at 
least’ ah outside chance that he will 
have the entire family under his man- 
agement in another year. 


Nora Bayés will not be among the 
first contingent of players to go to 
France, as had been expected, but will 
make a trip around the cantonments in- 


stead. The change of plans, according 


to the announcement, was made “at 
the request of President Wilson,” which

IN THE MAILBAG. 


To the Dramatic Editor: 

In“your article ‘‘'The One-act Play "’ 
in Tis ‘Trmes, Sunday, May 19, you give 
the Washington Square Players credit 
for seven plays by four dramatists. Five 
of these plays are Susan Glaspell’s 
‘‘Trifles’’- and ‘ Suppressed Desires,’’ 
Eugene O’Neill’s ‘‘ Bound Hast for Car- 
diff,” “In the Zone,” and “’Ile.” Four 
of these were first produced by the 
Players. Miss Glaspell 
and Mr. O’Neill are Provincetown Play- 
ers. They are not Washington Square 
Players. ‘‘ Trifles’ was accepted by 
the Provincetown Players the night it 
was finished, Miss Glaspell; being late 
to the- meeting in order to finish the 
play. “Bound Hast for Cardiff,’’ first 
played by the Provincetown Players, has 
never been played by the Washington 
Square Players... ‘‘ ’Ile,’’ first played by 
the Provincetown Players, has never 
been played by the Washington Square 
Players, ‘“‘ Suppressed Desires,’’ written 
by Susan Glaspell and myself, was pro- 
duced four times by the Provincetown 
Players and perhaps a hundred times by 
little theatres throughout the country 
before it was put on by thé Washington 
Square Players. 

I have no desire to minimize the work 
of the Washington Square Players, and 
I am quite sure that they do not care to 
rest four-sevenths of -their claim to 
recognition upon.the achievements of 
another and-friendly group of play- 
wrights. 

I trust that for the sake of these cor- 
rections as to facts you will give this 
note publicity.

. Cook’s statement is of interest 
as a summary of work achieved by the 
Provincetown Players, but as a com- 
ment on the article in question it is 
misleading. That was concerned with 
“the new artistic personglities”’ 
which the Washington Square Players 
“have introduced to us.” The per- 
formances ‘in Macdougal Street are 
private. To the general public the 
primary means of making the ac- 
quaintance of the work ‘of .Miss Glas- 
pell and Mr. O'Neill lay in the produc- 
tions of the ‘Washington Square Play- 
ers. Many of us havé been glad to 
extend that acquaintance by reading 
the published texts of other plays. ~ 

The assumption that the Washing- 
ton Square Players’ “ claim to recog- 
nition.” rests in the few plays I.named 
is even more misleading. In addition 
to many other plays of great interest 
from American playwrights, they have 
produced leading works by Ibsen, 
‘Shaw, Maeterlinck, and Andrieff—an 
achievement unapproached by any of 
our other little theatres. 

In one respect the article was inac- 
curate. Owing to a temporary lapse 
of memory I thought that Mr. O’Neill’s 
“Tle” had been produced by the 
Washington Square Players and 
dropped from their bill together with 
“ Salome.” ‘When I realized the error 
it: was too late to correct the proof. 
There is fortunately no xseason for 
saying that it “seems to have found 
less favor with the public” than its 
author’s other plays. It is still in the 
bill at the Greenwich Village Theatre.

Nightly Assistance in Aiding the Tired Theatregoer to Stay Up a Little Longer. 


WHO IS SUSAN GLASPELL ? 





F all the playwrights connected 
with the little theatre movement 
in this city, probably none of 
them is more closely affiliated 

therewith than Susan Glaspell, (pro- 
nounced, incidentally, with the stress 
not upon the penult, but the ultimate.) 
There are four major little theatres in 
New York, and Susan Glaspell is, speak- 
ing off-hand, the only playwright ‘who 


‘lias had plays produced in’ all four of 


them. “She began’ with® the’ Province- 
town Players, but, although she fs still 
a Provincetowner, they could not hold 
her entirely for themselves. The Wash- 
ington Square Players have done her 
plays at the Comedy, the Greenwich 
Village Players have done them at the 
Greenwich Village, (the most recent of 
them, ‘‘ Woman’s Honor,” was pro- 
duced at the Greenwich last Monday,) 
and the Neighbortiood Players have 
done them at the Neighborhood. 


Miss Glaspell is generally regarded :as 
one of the two or three foremost ..and 
most promising contemporaneous writers 
of the one-act play, It is only a matter 
of two years since she first turned her 
attention to plays; prior to that sfie 
had already become widely known as a 
writer of short stories and novels. Be- 
fore even that she was a newspaper wo- 
man.. She worked first on a newspaper 
in Des Moines, (owa was her birth- 
place,) and while on this job she began 
her magazine work, writing a number 
of short stories of: Iowa political lHfe. 
Later she studied at the University of 
Chicago, and then spent a year or. so 
in Paris with Lucy Huffaker, sending 
back articles to American newspaper 
syndicates. 

Miss Glaspell first became known in 
the writing world eight years ago 
through her novel, ‘‘ The Glory of the 
Conquered ’’—a best seller, by the way. 





This volume. was followed by two books 
which were generally regarded as finer 
and deeper, but which were not so suc- 
cessful—"‘ The Visioning"’ and ‘ Fi- 
delity.””, Whatever the fate of her nov- 
els, however, it is certain that at least 
two of her short stories will live, for 
this number—“‘ Poor Ed” and ‘“ The 
Hearing Ear ’’—are’ included in. “ Best 
Short Stories of 1917.” 

. As. for her turning playwright, a few 
lines in a recent letter of Miss Glas- 
Ppell’s from Provincetown explain it. 
‘“‘I am a novelist and short-story writ- 
er,’ she declared, “ who wouldn’t have 
thought of writing a play if it hadn't 
been for the Provincetown Players. I 
wrote ‘ Trifles" because we had rented 
the Wharf Theatre in Provincetown, 
and I found it was:such good fun that 
I went on.’’ Prior to doing “ Trifles,’’ 
however, Miss Glaspell had written 
e Suppressed. Desires ’’ in. collaboration 
‘with her husband, orge ra Cooke 
This piece, a satire.on. psycho-analysis, 
now threatens to become a comedy 
classic, but the experimental theatres 
of the day. rejected it one at a time. 
The rejection proved a fortunate cir- 
cumstance, for it was the turning down 
of this piece which led Miss Glaspell, 
Mr. Cook, Eugene O'Neill, and a num- 
ber of other writers to found a theatre 
experimental enough to try anything 
once—viz., the Provincetown Players, 
and had it not been for the Province- 
towners Miss Glaspell would have writ- 
ten no more plays. 

It was for the Wharf Theatre in 
Provincetown that Miss Glaspell sub- 
sequently wrote not only ‘ Trifles,” but 
“The People,” “ Close the Book,” “‘ The 
Outside,’’ and ‘*‘ Woman’s Honor.” All 
but one of these—the last—had its first 
performance at the hands of the 
Provincetowners, and generally~ with 
Susan Glaspell as a member of the cast. 





THE “OUT THERE” FIGURES. 


The three weeks’ swing around the 
country which the all-star ‘‘ Out There ”’ 
aggregation is undertaking under Red 
Crogs auspices is resulting in box-office 
receipts which bid fair to stand for all 
time. Strangely enough, New York, 
with its great population, did something 
less than was expected of it in a finan- 
cial way, although the receipts for the 
three performances here; inclusive of the 
results of a general appeal on the open- 
ing night, were in the neighborhood of 
$70,000. It has been the other cities, 
however, which have put the tour over 
the top. Boston, for example, paid $65,-. 
000 to see a single performance last 
Tuesday night, the autographed pro- 
gram bringing nearly $13,000. 

On Monday night Providence, George M. 
Cohan’s town, paid $22,000; on Wednes- 
day New-Haven gave $82,000; on Thurs- 
day Buffalo gave $38,000. These figures, 
with Boston’s $65,000, brought the fig- 
ures for the week to about $159,000, in- 
clusive of some odd dollars at each per- 
formance.* The last three shows of the 
week were given in Chicago, and indi- 
cations on Friday afternoon were that 
the receipts of the two days would reach 
$100,000. Adding this to the aforesaid 
$159,000, one reached the stupendous 
total of $259,000 in a week, a figure 
which not even“Mr. Ziegfeld’s celebrated 
** Follies "* seems likely to touch. The 
first week, including the New York per- 
formances, brought in $176,000; the total 
for the two weeks, accordingly, is about 
$435,000. ‘ 

There remain eight performances in 
other cities, and as the auction sale in 
each place runs in the neighborhood of 
$20,000, with Pittsburgh paying over 
$100,000, it is reasonable to expect an- 
other $250,000. In which event the three 
weeks will profit the Red Cross to the 
extent of nearly $700,000, a sum not 
to be ignored even in these days of 
billions. 

A peculiar tale of the ways of the pub- 
lic filtered back to New York during the 
week from Boston. On the day of the 
“Out There ” performance in that city 
a woman approached the box office and 
inquired rather timidly if there were 
any $2 seats to be had. The box office 
man replied in the negative. 

** Well, what are the cheapest seats? "’ 
was the next question. 

“The house is sold out completely, 
with the exception of oné box,” was the 
answer. ‘‘ That was sold for $500 and 
returned, and we're trying to get a 

thousand for it now.”’ 

*“*T'll take it,” she said.

It is not true, declare Cohan and 
Harris, that “‘A Tailor-Made Man” is 
about to be moved out of the Cohan 
and Harris Theatre to make room for 
“Going Up,’’ which: piece, in turn, is 
not to be moved out of the Liberty 
Theatre to make room for ‘‘ The Rain- 
bow Girl.” It is certain, however, 
that ‘‘The Rainbow Girl’’ must be 
moved out of the New Amsterdam 
Theatre to make room for the “ Fol- 
lies,’ which’ brings up the question of 
where *‘ The Rainbow Girl’’ is to go. 
All of the Klaw and Erlanger thea- 
tres are now occupied, except one or 
two which are not suitable for musical 
productions. On the other hand, “ The 
Rainbow Girl’ is doing too well not to 
be. housed somewhere, and it is axio- 
matic, or almost that, that it cannot 
remain in the New Amsterdam Thea- 
tre with the ‘‘ Follies.’’

Tell How. British 


Prisoners Are Mistreated— Times. 
Man Talks With Survivors... 


practiced by German custodians 
upon British prisoners has been 
: ‘obtained by a correspondent of 
Tun fNew York Times at Mastricht, Hol- 
land. He talked with officers and men 
among a contingent of 250 on their ar- 
rival from Germany in a Red Cross 
train. .As tothe cruelties they and 
others suffered, however, he relied upon 
sworn statements, prepared for official 
British consideration. 

German newspapers boast that there 
are: 8,000,000 prisoners of war in the 
country. They are British, Russian, 
Serbian, Italian, Rumanian, Czech, and 
American; but the British are the most 
* heartily hated, according to the accounts 
the réporter obtained. English prisoners 
must be put under armed guard in pass- 
ing through villages to protect them 
from mob wrath in the streets. Toward 
French prisoners the attitude is kindly, 
and fifty or more are said to escape 
sometimes in a single day. 

The accounts of suffering’ and ill- 
treatment in German prison camps pre- 
sented here are from the sworn state- 
ments made for the United States and 
British Ministers at The Hague. One af- 
fidayit concerns the death of Private 
Barry of the Scots Guards at Senne- 
lager. Sergeant Harvey James Jeffery 
ig the witnéss, His statement tells how 
he was sent to Block 2 of that com- 
pound, where sixty-two men were held, 
and continues: 

“At about 5 o’clock, on the morning of

7 Jan. 18, 1918, a German soldier entered 


‘the room and ordered eight men té draw 
the coffee from the camp, which is about 
500 yards away from the receiving com- 
pound. Seven prisoners of war complied 
with the order, but as the English can- 
net drink the German coffee, no Eng- 
Ughman went forward to draw the 
coffee for the twelve Englishmen there. 
, “The German soldier ordered Private 
Barry, Scots Guards, to fetch the cof- 
fee. Private Barry said that they could 
mot drink the coffee. He ordered him a 
second time and Private Barry again 
refused, . 

“fhe sentry then attempted to strike 
Private Barry with the butt of his rifle. 
Priyate Barry pushed the rifle down 
with his two hands; the sentry then or- 
dered the remainder of the prisoners to 
the other side of the room, then,, turn- 
fing about, he walked to the door, a dis- 
tance of about ten paces. 

**On turning about again there were 
two Frenchmen stariding in front of Pri- 

“wate Barry in the line of fire. He or- 
’ fered these two Frenchmen to get over 
the left. He threw open his overcoat 

d came to the aim. As the aim was 
not comfortable he cleared his shoulder 
of the overcoat. He then came to the 
aim a second time and fired, hitting 
Private, Barry in the left side; he died 
in about four minutes, 

“The twelve British witnesses, whose 
names and regiments are in my posses- 
sion, are prepared to swear that this 
action did not take place in the heat of 
the moment, but was absolutely de- 
liberate on the part of the German sol- 
dier. At about 4:15 P. M., I myself went 
to this room to take a bath, and I saw 
Private Barry’s body lying on the floor 

‘az it had fallen, with the exception that 
it was then covered with a greatcoat. 

* One eyewitness reconstructed the 
whole action for me. I, ‘myself, paced 
the distance from where Private Barry 


. * fell to the doorway from where the Ger- 


man soldier had fired; the distance was 
ten paces.’’ ; 

Sergeant Robert Johnson, Company 
No. 2, ist Coldstream Guards, testi- 
fied as to the death of another man in 
his unit, and his statement is corrob- 
erated by Richard Sturges, another wit- 
mess. Sergeant Johnson says. 
< “ At Snéidermuhl, (Prussia,) on Nov. 
4, 1914, @ was standing on parade next 
te Private Bolam, No. 2 Company, Ist 
Coldstream Guards, close by the gate of 
No. 1 lager, opposite No. 1 cookhouse. 
We were supposed to be receiving our 
bread. In point of fact, we did not re- 
ceive our bread on that day. 

**a German sentry, armed. with rifle 
and fixed bayonet, said something, 
which neither myself nor Private Bolam 
understood, and rushed at Private 
-Bolam and struck him. Private Bolam 
then ran away. The lager was searched, 
and eventually Private Bolam was found 
in a hole in the ground. 

wz like to explain here that at 
that time Wwe were only quartered’ in 
holes dug in the ground, for we had no 
huts fn our lager, and we had to make 
ourselves as comfortable as we could in 
the open and in holes which we our- 
selyes scooped out in the ground. 

‘A barrel was fetched in the lager 
by order of the German Adjutant, 

(whese mame I never knew, but his 
name is well known to the representa- 
tive of the wmerican Embassy at Ber- 
lin,) Private Bolam was then stripped 
te the waist and placed across the bar- 
rel by about German soldiers, among 
whom were some Feldwebels. Each of 
them had a wooden post in his hand: 
they were evidently posts which were 
being used to place barbed wire round 
the camp. They struck Private Bolam 
over the head, bare back, ‘and the body 
with these posts.. He cried for mercy, 
but ,this punishment went on fer at 
le ten minutes. 


*"* Private Bolam was practically un- 
conscious and had to be carried to a 
hut outside the lager, where the Rus- 
sien cooks stopped. I did not see him 
agein for about three days, when I was 
erdered to attend his court-martial. as 
evidence, accompanied by Drill Sergeant 
Fiegan, Grenadier Guards, who was also 
@ witness for Private Bolam’s defense. 
The result of the court-martial was that 
Private Bolam was acquitted. Mr. Jack- 
gon, the American representative, sub- 
‘sequently told me that their embassy 
had particulars of this court-martial. 

“After the court-mertial Private 
Bolam returned to our lager, where he 
remained until he was suddenly taken 
gick about a month later, but during the 
whole of this time his head and face 
were swollen from the brutal treatment 
ef Nov, 4, 1914, and he was suffering 
| yery severely all the time. I saw or 
feard ‘nothing more of him for about 
three weeks, when I was informed by a 
German, (Lieutenant Bond,) who was 
‘Lager Adjutant, that Private Bolam was 

dead \

the result of his prufal treatment and 
not from any. disease. 

‘‘I would further add that efter 
Private Bolam had been carried out of 
the lager he was tied to a post, abyut 
twenty yards from the gate, with wire 
round his chest, middle, and ankles. He 
was ina fainting condition. A German 
officer (barrack inspector) came up to 
Private Bolam and struck him with his 
sword, which was in its scabbard, on his 
legs and chest, afterward he spat at 
Private Bolam and called him ‘ Eng- 
lische schweine.’ "' 

Richard Sturges, who witnessed that 
incider®, also swears to the following: 

‘* About Nov. 7, 1914, I stood on count- 
ing parade next to Private Stimpson, No, 
2 Company, ist Coldstream Guards. We 
were formed up in a narrow alleyway 
between the outer and inner wires of 
the lager. At about 8 A. M. the Ger- 
man Camp Adjutant (his name I have 
never been able to ascertain, but it is 
well known to the American Embassy) 
came down tife ranks, When this 
officer had passed the Russians he 
came to the British prisoners of war and 
the left-hand man of the leading section 
of fours and nearest to the officer was 
Priyate Stimpson. I was the left-hand 
man of the second section of fours and 
was stood immediately behind Private 
Stimpson. The German Camp Adjutant 
drew his sword, said ‘ Englische 
schweine’ and thrust his sword into 
Private Stimpson’s left buttock, It pene- 
trated at least five inches. He bled pro- 
fusely, but we managed to support him. 

** At this time there was no medical 
attendance of any sort in the camp, but 
we bandaged him as best we could and 
looked after him for about a fortnight. 
He suffered severely during this time 
and could barely hobble about. We were 
then moved to No, 2 Lager and quar- 
tered in huts. Private Stimpson lay on a 
mattress in my hut for about another 
fortnight, when he became paralyzed 
from his hips down. He was carried to 
hospital by Corporal Guy, (now ‘in Eng- 
land,) Private Kirkham, and other Cold- 
streamers. 

= I never saw Private Stimpson again. 
Soon after this I fell ill of typhus my- 
self, and on recovery made inquiries of 
Private Stimpson. A German. (Lieu- 
tenant Bond) told me about April, i015, 
that Private Stimpson had been moved 
to a hospital at Berlin, but, after fur- 
ther inquiries, from England (through 
the American Embassy) we were in- 
formed that he had died on or about 
Jan. 6, 1915, from typhus. As Private 
Stimpson was only carried to hospital 
by our men about Dec, 29, 1914, para- 
lyzed, I have no hesitatjon whatever in 
swearing that this statement is abso- 
lutely untrue and that Private Stimpson 
died from the result of the wound in- 
flicted.by the German Camp Adjutant.”’ 

Corporal Richard Groombridge, . 1st 

Life Guards, in the course of an affi- 
davit dealing with various happenings 
in Langensalza Camp, (Prussian Sax- 
ony,) throws this light on hospital con- 
ditions; 
“There were about forty deaths in 
Langensalza between May and October, 
1917, all from neglected wounds; two- 
thirds were from gangrene. For over 
eighteen months Corporal Dibben, Ist 
Hants, was the ‘only Englishman al- 
lowed in the Lazarett,' so he has a very 
intimate knowledge of all that went on 
in it. The Germans would allow no 
other British soldier in to act as hos- 
pital orderly: they said there were suf- 
ficient Russians and French. 

‘* Private Howe, Australian Imperial 
Forces, and Sergeant Huitson, 19th Bat- 
talion Northumberland Fusiliers, both 
wounded in the spine and bedridden 
cases, went to Aachen, at the end of 
1916, for exchange. They were returned 
to Langensalga in April, 1917, for the 
Same reason. They both died in Octo- 
ber, 1917." 

(Evidence on this point: Sergeant D. 
A. Kirk, ist West Yorks Regiment. 
Corporal Dibben adds: ‘‘ They died 
from neglect: they were hardly ever 
washed, and had filthy beds.’’) 

‘* Private Sheriff, Australian Imperial 
Forces, died in the barrack room in 
Langensalza in October, 1917, after be- 
ing returned a few days from working 
close behind the lines in France, with 
& running wound in his thigh. This 
was carrying grenades into the support 
trenches. The deceased made this state- 
ment to Corporal Dibben just before he 
of the post-mortem, which s ed cause 
of death as gangrene. 

‘* Private Metthews, lst Bedfords, ar- 
rived from the front on May 22, 
1917, with shrapnel wound in the left 
ankle, otherwise in good heajth. After 
being in hospital a few days it was 
found necessary to operate, as the ankJe 
was getting very bed. The operation 
was performed by Dr. 1 Dahle, but was 
not a success, The patient got very 
weak, the attention of the doctor was 
repeatedly called to him, but no noyrish- 
ment was provided. Amputation was 
ordered, but this was postponed for a 
week, during which time the patient 
had only been dressed once, The atten- 
tion of the doctor was again called, as 
the man was gradually getting weaker. 
The doctor paid his visit, but nothing 
was done: About four hours after the 
doctor's visit Private Matthews died.’’ 
(Witness: Corporal Dibben, 1st Hants 
Regiment.) 

Several other similar cases are de- 
scribed in Corporal Groombridge’s state- 
ment. ; 

Sergeant D, A. Kirk, 1st West York- 
shire Regiment, on March 11, 1918, also 
gave a statement about Lengensalza 
Camp, in which he said: 

“The sanitary arrangements, in par- 
ticular, are very bad. The barrack 
rooms in the Winter and during wet 
weather are deep in mud, and it is prac- 
tically impossible to keep them clean. 

‘“* Wounded me¢n are placed in separate 
wards, which are badly built, and dur- 
ing wet weather the rain-pours through, 
and in some cases,on te the beds of the 
patients. The ordinary wick eases are 
in wards which are merely tents with 
boarded sides and are very damp and 
cold. During the first fortnight in Feb- 
ruary, 1918, forty-one badly wounded 
men arrived at Merxiebem Station, (the 
siding for the camp.) They arrived in 
cattle trucks. Among thie lot were four 
officers. 1 watehed these trucks being 
cleared of wounded myself from inside 
of the wire of the camp.”’ 

Sergeant C. T,. Jackson, 1st Lincoln- 
shire Regiment, testified as follows: 

“TI was transferred from Erfurt to 
Langensalza (Sachsen) on 
1916. About July, A

I was given to understand that. the 
work on this Kommando wes the build- 
ing of houses. He was refused admis- 
sion to the hospitel and remained two 
days in my barrack room, He was 
eventually admitted owing te my re- 
peated applications, and 
eight days: afterward without recog- 
nizing any one. Thé Russian medical 
gfficer, who was a Captain, told me that 
this man beeame gradually paralyzed 
from his feet upward until he died, 
tI was in charge of his funeral party 
and his coffin wag handed over to 
me to be buried by the German unter- 
offizier in charge of the mortuary. Aft- 
er proceeding about 200 yards toward 
the cemetery we. discovered that the 
lid of. the coffin was not nailed down 
and on raising it we further discovered 
that it did not contain e corpse of 
Private Penny, but that ,of a Russian, 
I reported this immediately to the 
German doctor, who ordered us, under 
escort; to continue. Private Penny 
had been buried previously in place of 
a Russian. I reported this case to the 
American representative about a month 


later. 

“ After the battle of Arras, about 300 
wounded British prisoners arrived at 
Langensalza during the night and were 
sleoed on the floor of an empty barrack, 
with ne blankets. At about 8 A. M. the 
following morning they were taken to 
the bathhouse, where they remained 
until 2. P. M, The worst cases were 
gone out and taken to the hospital. 
By 6 M. five of eng had died. The 
ihesiog morning the remainder. were 
pa and more selected for admis- 
sion to the hospital. After sitting in 
the sun for three hours seven more men 
died, and of this y more than fifty 
men died altogether, Nearly all these 
cases were amputations. The Rus- 
sian doctor told. me that had they re- 
ceived proper treatment not one of 
them would have died.” 

Corporal Harold’ Brown, 24 Royal 
Dublin voouers, t testified: 

“On AGril 11, 1915, I was, with about 
ninety men, ee from iinster_ II. 
(Rennbahn) to Zechesibenblaten, (Lan- 
gendreer,) which is a coal mine. A 
number of men were put to work in the 
mine, some in the cokery, and the re- 
mainder in the briquette factory. The 
master ef the briquette rpg Msi told me 
that the work we were then doing was 
done in peace time by Polish labor, 
owing to the fact tha (ereen labor 
could not be obtained for 

‘* During August, 1915, ‘en twenty-four 
men who worked in the briquette fac- 
tory refused te work, owing to the fact 
that the work was causing them to go 
blind. For refusing to work they were 
tried by a Feldwebel (Rosenbaum) and 
each sentenced to fayee asye confine- 
ment in a chemical house, (known as 
the Spirits of Salts House.) One of these 
men, (Private Powell, Cheshire Fyen)- 
ment,) who is still in Germany, tol 
that the temperature of*this room was 
30 degrees Centigrade, as registered by 
the thermometer. The fumes fram am- 
monia affected their lungs, and, owing 
to the haat, they: were obliged te strip 
and remain nak 

‘* During. the three days they were 
confined in this room eir diet con- 
sisted of bread and w od in the morn- 
ing and thin soup at ni 

“ The orning after ter they 
leased these men 
were treated > RS oy drops put into 
their eyes. is treatment was re- 
peated on subsequent occasions, Three. 
were returned to Miinster II. Lager as 
medically unfit about a month after- 
ward, seven were given change of 

work.” 

Of those who remained, the statement 
says: ‘‘ The condition of chase men’s 
eyes when I left them was ry bad. 
They are in great danger of ssatnx their 
sig ‘. ” 

The foregoing statements are repre- 
sentative of a great number obtained. 
Some are unprintable. The selections 
were made with a view to summarizing 
the whole.

a shortage and demoralization of labor, 
from which even the United States will! 
probably not wholly escape. 

All the means, by which immediate 
and complete !rehabilitation has been 
accomplished, in’ the few instances of 
devastation with which American busi- 
hess men in our generation have had to 
deal in this country, will probably be 
very sorely handicapped in the case of 
devastated Europe. 

These factors, together with the 
greater conservatism which Huropeans 
have as compared with Americans, in 
embarking upon large capital ex- 
penditunes that can be financed only by 
extraordinary amounts and terms of 
credit, seem likely ‘to. prevent. the re- 
construction of Europe after the war 
from becoming any such industrial 
*“‘boom’”’ as the total losses in the 
devastated area might seem to suggest 
to one trained only in American ideas 
and American analogies. 

Close-range study by the American 
Industrial Commission to France. has 
revealed these and many other per- 
plexing factors in the problem. 

Instead of promptly reconstructing 
Permanent and fully equipped industrial 
buildings, Europeans are much more 
likely than Americans to erect’ tempo- 
rary structures, costing perhaps one- 
third of those which were destroyed, 
and to postpone to the future all re- 
construction except that of the most 
immediate and pressing importance. 

In France and England, as in Amer- 
ica, the war has raised the chemical 
industry from a relatively humble posi- 
tion to one of prime importance and 
size. No one can now tell with which 
of these three nations will ultimately 
rest the superior advantage in the man- 
ufacture of chemicals. Disappoint- 
ments’ and displacements on a large 
seale, in this and in many other indus- 
tries which the war has expanded in 
each of these three countries, are bound 
to. be suffered in one or another of 
these countries after.the war. Which of 
these three countries, in these and in 
many similar industries, will eventually 
carry off the prize -of superior effi- 
ciency no-one can now prophesy. 

Standardization of product, with the 
resulting low costs that accompany 
large scale production, has hitherto 
been the prime advantage of America 
over France and England. Hydraulic 
forging plants, drop hammers, flang- 
ing presses and similar labor saving 
machinery have heretofore accomplished 
their best results in America, 
here* only have. been the large-scale 
consumption and the large-scale produc- 
tion which have permitted labor to pro- 
duce its greatest amount of. product at 
the lowest cost per unit. The war, how- 
ever, has accustomed England and 
France to the highest degree of large- 
scale production in the manufacture of 
munitions; with the result that after 
the war, when these English and 
French munition factories are con- 
verted to other lines of manufacturing, 
they probably will be able to approx- 
imate, in many lines of manufacture, 
those advantages of large-scale pro- 
duction in which America far surpassed 
them before the war. 

Nevertheless, the re-establishment of 
manufacturing in devastated Europe 
can hardly fail to give a remarkable 
opportunity to American business. 

English and French manufacturers of 
machinery have throughout the war 
been making munitions, and immediate- 
ly after the war will hardly be in posi- 
tion to resume prompt. deliveries of or- 
ders for machinery. 

Reconstruction in devastated Europe 
will probably be financed, in large 
measure, through Government guarantee 
of obligations issued by the financial 
interests -undertaking the work of re- 
ek a 

Already much has been done along 
this line in connection with the textile 
industry in ‘Northern France. Out of 
the purchases of textile ‘machinery 
made in this country for French ac- 
count since 1914, it has been estimated 
that more than half of the textile ma- 
chinery needed for the rehabilitation 
of the industry in Northern France has 
already been assembled and put to 
work in: temporary’ establishments 
scattered throughout other parts of 
France. 

Similar acclimatization of American 
machinery can undoubtedly be accom- 
plished in other industries, and in other 
regions, throughout devastated Hurope, 
by enterprising American manifactur- 
ers after the war. For no matter how 
long the war lasts, it may safely be 
assumed that the manufacture of mu- 
nitions in America wilk never crowd out 
the manufacturers of machinery to the 
degree that the manufacture of muni- 
tions has superseded the manufacture

manufacturers of machinery for most 
of their requirements in that line, all 
point to the conclusion that devastated 
Burope must look chiefly to America to 
supply her most pressing needs for her 
essential industrial. machinery immedi- 

ately: after the war. 

With proper representation in Europe, 
American*manufacturers of machinery 
ought readily to be able to train the 
staple manufacturing industries in the 
chief industrial centres of Western 
Europe to the use of American ma- 
chinery, and thus to establish for 
American machinery'a permanent and 
enormously increased foreign market. 

Even more alluring is the outlook for 
agricultural machinery. 

While manufacturing may be resumed 
gradually; agriculture will have to be 
resumed promptly, and on the largest 
possible scale. 

Probably half the agricultural build- 
ings and practically all agricultural ma- 
chinery in the devastated: regions a 
be replaced at once. 

These two items, for France and Bel- 
gium alone, were estimated by the Na- 
tional Foreign, Trade Council in Jan- 
uary, 1917, to Amount to $260,000,000. 

Electrical machinery and equipment 
must also be replaced. 

In the territory occupied by the Ger- 
mans this kind of industrial property, 
through spoliation and py natural proc- 
esses of deterioration, has probably 
suffered more than any other. 
¥ Most of the electrical machinery and 
equipment that will be required imme- 
diatély after the war must -undoubtedly 
be supplied by American manufacturers. 
This item, according. to the National 
Foreign Trade Council, amounted to 
$180,000,000 for France and Belgium 
alone up to 1917. 

Tariff duties, and: provisions that 
patents and trade-farks shall be for- 
feited unless worked within the country 
granting them, can hardly count for 
some time after the war, in the face of 
all these pressing needs. When im- 
mediate needs have been satisfied, such 
statutory barriers, will undoubtedly have 
their influence. But it must also be 
remembered that -Great Britain and 
many other European countries have, 
for years, had these working provisions 
in their patent laws, and that practical- 
ly the only result has been that leading 
American machinery manufacturers 
have established, under American con- 
trol, branch. factories in each of these 
countries, and that leading German 
chemical manufacturers have estab- 
lished, in England, branch chemical 
works under German control. 

Counting the loss of textile machinery, 
agricultural: machinery, and machinery 
in, the electrical industry, the mining in- 
-aubtry, the iron and metal industry, the 
food: industries,’ the “chemical:industry, 
the ‘woodworking’ and furniture indus- 
try, and the‘paper-makihg industry, the 
National Foreign..Trade:Council com- 
puted the requirements, for France and 
Belgium, up to 1917, to be $2,410,000,000. 
Adding the requirements for railroad 
equipment and road bed material, for 
these two countries alone, up to 1917, 
brought the total up to the colossal fig- 
ure of $2,885,000,000. 

Though some of these requirements 
can probably be deferred, the greater 
part of them wil] have to be supplied 
immediately after the war. 

These figures—all of which are now 
out of date, @nd all of which, by the 
time the war ends, will probably be 
enormously. increased—dimly suggest 
the task of rehabilitating Europe after 
the war. 

To mobilize American industry, so that 
America can promptly supply Kurope 
with the means of industrial reconstruc. 
tion—just as American agriculture, un- 
der Mr. Hoover and the Food Admin- 
istration, now supplies the Allies with 
the means of physical sustenance—will 
be the greatest humanitarian and busi- 
ness task that has ever confronted the 
American export trade. 

With all proper safeguards against 
abuse, the Webb-Pomerene bill permits, 
in foreign markets, a degree of free ac- 
tion to which the American export trade 
heretofore has been a stranger. 

Under conditions, and with formali- 
ties, that are not excessive—considering 
the rigor of our national policy toward 
combinations and single concerns of 
dominant size, and considering the par- 
tiality of our national attitude toward 
competition and independent concerns of 
small size—the Webb-Pomerene bill per- 
mits any American exporter to act in 
combination with any other American 
exporter, and with as many, or as few, 
as he dGesires, under any arrangement 
that he and they may agree upon, for 
any purpose whatever that relates to 
American export trade, or to trade in 
any foreign market, so long as such ar- 
rangement does not affect trade within 
the United States or does not include 
unfair methods of competition against 
someoutside American competitor who 
is also engaged in the American export 
trade. 

Such arrangements may he effected 
through the creation of a corporation, a 
partnership, a common selling agency, 
a common sales branch, an exclusive 
agency, a non-exclusive agency, an in- 
dividual sales branch, or any kind of 
contract or understanding whatsoever. 

Such arrangements may include an en- 
tire industry, or only afew. concerns, or 
only a single concern; and the fact that 
‘the parties Yo such. arrangements have 











losses, wd eid territory, or for 
agreem regarding prices, in foreign 
markets, upon any basis whatsoever. 

Such arrangements may be shaped, 
and fashioned, and changed, and molded, 


} conformably to the varying requirements 


of widely differing ‘exports, in widely 


differing markets, and under widely’ 


differing competitive conditions. 

So long only as such arrangements do 
not affect trade within the United 
States, and do not include unfair meth- 
ods of competition against some outside 
American competitor who is also en- 
gaged in the American’ export trade, 
such arrangements are permitted by the 
Webb-Pomerene Dill. 

Only the most effective mobilization of 
available American manufacturing ca- 
pacity can begin to supply the most im- 
mediate and pressing needs of Hurope 
as soon as the war ends. Even the most 
éssential requirements will promptly 
swamp the industrial facilities of the 
whole world, and raise questions of 
priority that must be determined upon 
humanitarian rather than business 
grounds. 

While Europe will pay for all she re- 
celves, ‘the: delivery to her of her re- 
quirements will be. essentially a hu- 
manitarian service.. For it will Involve 
diverting to her, and away from other 
possible customers, products for which 
others would willingly pay as much, if 
not more, and which will be denied’ to 
others, and furnished to Europe, only 
for humanity’s sake.

The best solution, in some particular 
situation, may be a corporation, or a 
partnership, of a common selling agency, 
or a common sales branch, or an ex- 
clusive agency, or a non-exclusive 
agency, or an individual sales agency, 
or a simple contract or: understanding. 
It may be an arrangement that includes 
an entire: industry, or one that sncludes 
only- a few concerns, or one that is 
limited to a single concern.

Our own first year of war has taught 
us that when troublesome questions of 
priority are raised by shortage of food, 
fuel, and .transportation facilities, all 
the savings of efficient co-operation and 
unified control must be practiced, and— 
in Mr. Hoover’s new classic phrase— 
‘all theories go by the board.” 

When shortage of everything con- 
fronts the whole world after the war 
and international questions of priority 
press for solution upon the clearest hu- 
manitarian grounds the world may then 
rejoice that in the American export 
trade a few ‘‘ theories” havé already 
gone ‘“‘ by the board,” and that the 
American export trade is then in posi- 
tion to serve humanity with a greater 
degree of efficient co-operation and uni- 
fied: control. ° es 

In the earliest stages of rehabilitation 
after the war business in large measure 
will necessarily have to yield to philan- 
thropy. But when all needs superior 
to. business are supplied, and when re- 
construction in: Europe has assumed its 
place alongside our own just claims 
upon thé legitimate avails of American 
commercial achievement, every resource

ILL bankruptcy end the war? 
' Has the German policy, ot 
raising funds for enormous 


expenditures brought the na- 
tion near.financial collapse? We see 
guch statements frequently in news- 
papers and popular magazines. , 

How much better off are France and 
Russia than Germany? Can any or all 
of them pay their inconceivably large 
debts after the war, or is repudiation 
inevitable?. How would all this affect 
America? 

These questions and related ones are 
eccupying the minds of many of us to- 
day. They are questions which no one 
can answer with any certainty, but 
this article is offered as suggesting 
gome of the facts we do know, ee 
indicate the future. 

The nation’s war debts and the pos- 
sible expedients of taxation are the 
things we think about when questions 
like the above are raised. The arrange- 
ments for raising money to pay for war 
neéds—loans and taxes—appear, at first 
glance, to be the only subjects we need 
to study, and they are, indeed, the first 
things to have in mind when you are 
qgnsidering the finances of nations. 


- They are like the banking operations of 


a business house. They register the 
prosperity ‘and solvency of the nations. 

But if you want to know how a busi- 
mess concern is going to work out 
financially in the course of time, you 
ask not only about its bank account, 
but also about the outlying sourcés of 
its prosperity—its markets, materials,/ 
labor supplies. And so with nations; 
behind their treasury operations ‘lies 
their national wealth, which depends 
upon materials, markets, and labor. 
The war changes in Germany will af- 


‘fect the United States and other coun- 


tries far more through readjustments in 
trade relationships after the war than 
through any holdings of her public debt, 
or her citizens’ property. I shall, there- 
fore, consider first the public finances 


.in the narrow sense of Germany,

GERMANY's VAST DEBT. 


.Germany’s plans for financing the 
war at its outbreak seem to have.been 
along two lines: To raise all the paper 
money she could, regardless:‘of infla- 
tion, through the Reichsbank; and to 
float loans through the loan banks to 
make up for the deficiencies of the 
first. In Germany the Government *.

The German method of financing the 
war differs from that of England in 


that very little of the expense as yet: 


has been met by taxation. One reason 
for this is that the Imperial Govern- 
ment is not allowed to levy direct taxes, 
this being reserved for the different 
States, somewhat as in America, and 
the empire has depended to a large ex- 
tent on indirect taxes, such as cus- 
toms. But the empire could levy direct 
taxes through enforcing’ contributions 
from the States if it desired, and so 
the policy of raising war funds entirely 
by loans and paper money is deliberate, 
based on the early expectation of pay- 
ing the war expenses out of an indem- 
nity imposed on the defeated oppo- 
nents. - 
The support of the banks in the loan 
policy was secured, according to Presi- 
dent G. Vissering of the Netherlands 
Bank, in the following manner: 


The private banks of Germany ‘were 
evidently not so sure what course to 
—— in the beginning of the crisis. 

appears that many of them hesi- 
is considerably and seemed in- 
clined to limit their credit facilities 
and even to withdraw them alto- 
gether. Such an attitude would have 
been especially fatal in Germany, 
where the banks are so deeply inter- 
ested in manufactures, building 
schemes, &c., investments which can- 
not be easily realized at a moment’s 
notice. The Reichsbank then came 
forward and made it clear to those 
banks that seemed uncertain what 
line to take—that business, as usual, 
not retrenchment, was to be the 
watchword of the moment, and that 
those who continued to carry on their 
business might count on the very lib- 
eral support of the Reichsbank. Al- 
though, therefore, the private banks 
at first showed hesitation and weak- 
ness, the firm support of the Reichs- 
bank soon enabled them to see their 
way clear. 


The national debt of Germany at the 
beginning of the war was fairly large. 
The Franco-Prussian war had cost the 
country four hundred and thirty-eight 
million, but she gained Alsace-Lorraine 

nd a billion indemnity, so that the new 
empire started life with $580,000,000 on 
hand. The building of the navy and 
other unremunerative national enter- 
prises brought up the. debt to a billion 
dollars-at the beginning of the present 
war. , 

The debt as it now stands of about 
$25,000,000,000 requires an annual in- 
terest charge of nearly $1,000,000,- 
000, compared with her total budget be- 
fore the war of about $2,500,000,000. An 
amount equal to the annual interest is 
required each year for war Pensions, 
and one-half that amount for the re- 
plenishment of war supplies. I am not 
informed how much the taxes in Ger- 
many have been increased since the be- 


ginning of the war, but reports are that. 


they are not taxing enough to pay the 
present interest on the national debt, 
but are borrowing to meet this charge. 
Such a policy, of course, makes the debt 
increase -faster. It rolls up like a 
snowball. : 

Before taking up the question of where 
Germany is coming out on her finances, 
let. us glance fora moment at the finan- 
cial policies of France and Russia.

ever to be repaid. In 1870 the interest 
charge on the outstanding debt was 
about eight million dollars, but in 1914 
it had risen to one hundred and twenty- 
seven millions. This charge, capitalized 
at 3% or 4 per cent., would make some- 
thing like three to three and one-half 
billion dollars ‘as what we would call 


the national debt at the outbreak of the 


war. According to other figures, how- 
ever, the interest charge at the out- 
treak of the: war was two hundred mill- 
ion ‘dollars a year, and the capitalized 
debt about six and one-half billions. 

The Franco-Prussian war had cost 
France $1,750,000,000, and the payment 
of the enormous indemnity forced upon 
her by Germany testified to her powers 
of recuperation. Nearly $950,000,000, in- 
cluding interest, was actualy paid to 
Germany inside of two years, due to 
the good management of the Bank of 
France and to the thrifty habits of the 
people. Her public credit has long been 
good. France is the land of the small 
investor. There are, at present, esti- 
mated to be 4, 500,000 individual owners 
of rentes. 

During the war the debt hasbeen in- 
creased by loans to something like 
$16,000,000,000 or $20,000,000,000.. At the 
present rate of expenditures it may 
amount, by. the first. of 1919, to $30,- 
000,000,000. The annual interest charge 
at the end of 1917 was estimated by M.: 
Flotz, Minister of Finance, at nearly 
$900,000,000. The expected addition of 
the 1918 expenditures will increase the 
interest charge by $579,000,000, making 
a total of almost $1,500,000,000 by the 
end of the war. The peace budget of 
the central Government was about 
$1,200,000,000 annually. The war, by 
the end of the present year, will have 
increased it to $38,000,000,000 or $4,000,- 
000,000 a year, about parse times what 
it was in 1914. 

The French, like the Germans, have 
not increased taxes -very much, ‘but 
have borrowed.on the rentes and special 
war loans. 
which ‘indicate that the country is meet- 
ing only about 14 per cent. of its present 
expenditures out of taxation.~ 


RUSSIAN SITUATION, 

Now let-us look at the situation in 
Russia. Russia was heavily in debt 
before the war.. Her economic develop- 
ment has been recent, a she has gone 
heavily into debt to. develop her rail- 
roads and her natural -resources. Pre- 
vious to 1810 she had no national debt, 
but the invasion of Napoleon caused her 
to borrow, up to 1820, sums amounting 
to $170,000,000, which were loaned by 
Dutch merchants, at rates as high as 
7% per cent. In 1815 an issue of paper 
money of $660,000,000 is said to have 
been made. At various times have been 
added bonds, until the total debt was 
$4,500,000,000 in 1914, a large part of 
which represents railroad construction. 

Russia has always met her external 
obligations. France is her main cred- 
itor. She has borrowed a great deal 
during the present war from Great 
Britain and her other allies, Great 
Britain alone having lent her $1,250,000,- 


|000.. Her total debt seems, at the pres- 


ent time, to be about as large in dol- 
lars as the other countries we are con- 
sidering, but, of course, the per capita 
debt is small, owing to her huge popu- 
lation. It is, in fact, smaller than was 
that of most nations before the war be- 
gan. 

Russia has experimented with taxa- 
tion rather more than the others, al- 


though the proportion of the war ex- ; 


penses so far raised in that manner is 
probably no larger. ‘The abolition of 
vodka was doubtless: a needed social 
reform, but it struck off per cent. of 
the revenue in one blow.’ During 1915 
and 1916 two new taxes were introduced ; 
an excess profits tax, and a general in- 
come tax. _The former, 
fect Jan. 1, 1916, is levied on all profits 
in excess of 8 per cent: on the capital 
employed in. the business, and in excess 
of the average profits in 1913-1914, ‘ 

When the war broke out, Russian 
bonds held in France declined sharply. 
They later rallied, and it was in Paris 
that most of the Russian financing of 
the war was done. 

About* two years ago Russian bonds 
of the issue of 1916 began to be bought 
up in Boston, and customers. appeared 
for large numbers,of them. When the 
bonds arrived and were translated,’ I 
am told it was found that the Govern- 
ment of. Russia nowhere bound itself 
expressly to pay, and gold payment 


was not specified. Then the doings of’ 


the revolutionists in Russia made the 
bond salesmen feel a little dubious, so 
they protected themselves by buying 
‘‘ gold: fours’’ issued in 1894, which 
were not intended to be sold abroad, 
and which spécified both the rate of ex- 
change and payment in gold. .The 1916 
issue was called ‘‘ Kerensky money,” 
and it has depreciated rapidly. 

To conclude the discussion of the 
course of the public debts up to the 
present time, I give a summary of the 
total. debts and annual debt charges of

Before the war, M. de 
Block, the Russian economist, calculated 
that all’ wars before the Crimean cost 
$6,500,000,000, and he declared that a 
new war would bankrupt the world. 
And yet, up to this time his $6,500,000,000 
has been spent sixteen times, and the

‘We' have seen that Géermany’s debt 
rolls up, perhaps, more rapidly than 
those of the ‘other countries, on account 
of her borrowing to pay the interest. 
H pyramiding of credit through the 
bank in raising loans—that is, allowing 
every one all along the line to buy bonds 
on credit—and her large-issues of unse- 
cured Treasury notes are bringing about 
larger and larger inflation of currency, 
and preparing a greater and greater 
shock “when international trade is re-| 
sumed and _ international. payments go | 
on.a specie basis: The ever increasing 
issues of loans fi Germany, as Well as 
in all countries, promise. a larger and 
larger proportion of the wealth of the 
future to descendants of the lenders of 
today. And all these considerations are 
serious in the eyes of the business men 
ef all nations. r 

But in spite of all this, I find it diffi- 





‘The pre-war debt was about $2,000,-

ing either side. 

It may even be that the Germans can 
stand more war expense than the other 
hations, because the people are more 
accustomed to coercion. We .cannot 
tell how much more they will stand 
before they will revolt. The German 
Government still will be able to float 
considerable quantities of paper money 
before the people get to the point where 
they will not buy sufficient bonds. 


QUESTION OF INDEMNITY. 
Turning now to the questions of how 
the debts will be taken care of after 
thd war, we meet suggestions of in- 
demnities and repudiation, as. well as 
various methods of meeting the obli- 
gations. : 5 
The issue of indemnities is still a live 
one,._ Germany doubtless hopes, by a 
smashing victory in the west this 
Spring, to get indemnities from _ the 
other countries large enough to pay an 
appreciable share of her war expenses. 
At.the beginning of the war she count- 
ed confidently on financing the whole of 
it by levies on France and England. 
When the United States. entered the 
war, it was the occasion for a number 
of German. papers to announce their 
intention,to wmake the United States 
foot the German ; war bills. 
Austria 9.0 caught the contagion. The

which has been made is that the Allies 
indemnify Germany for her colonies, the 
fund to be used in rehabilitating Bel- 
gium. They. will, of course, force Ger- 
many, by sgme means, to make this 
restoration they possibly can. 


ALIEN PROPERTY HERE. 


The-United. States is fortunate in hold- 
ing another. pledge from Germany ‘to 
barter with. in the p@ace conference, 
similar to the invested colonies,. and, 
perhaps, about as valuable; namely, 
alien property in American territory. 
This property is of the most. varied 
kinds, including ships, docks, and shares 
in American corporations, patents, and 
many, other forms of property previous- 
ly owned by German citizens.- It is now 
to be appropriated and sold, and the 
proceeds to be held in the Untted States 
Treasury. The amount of such prop- 
erty can only: be estimated,. but recent 
reports have put ba as high as $1,000,- 
000,000. 

No figures showing the amoynt: cf 
American investments: in Germany are 
available, but the indications are that 
they are relatively small, according to 
some estimates not one. one-hundredth 
as much as German-owned property in 
the United States. Germany is crowded 
and well exploited by her: own people, 
and thus has not generally been a 
fruitful field for foreign investment: 
Upon the outbreak of war in 1914 Amer- 
ican merchants-had great stores of mer- 
chandise—hardware, toys, &c.—in Ger- 
many, but much of this got “to us 
through Holland. A. number, of Amer- 
ican.firms had-set up branch offices and 
factories {n Germany, such as, the In- 
ternational Harvester .Conipany, the 
United Shoe Machinery Company, the 
National Cash Register Company, and

As not much relief from the debts is |- 


to be expected through indemnities, 
there reméins the question of whether 
there may. not be repudiation on the 
part of some or all nations, and if 
not, what new fiscal expedients may be 
expected. 


There are a few cases in the world’s 
history .where national debts have been 
repudiated. Some.of the American 
States 
crisis of 1887, but the effect of. this in- 
ternationally was lessened by the fact 
that their ‘sovereignty was merged in 
that of the Union. It is, however, «a 
very instructive example of the penalty 
of repudiation, for American credit has 
never survived the shock of that repudi- 
ation with many English investors. Re- 
pudiation through paper money is a 
more common experience and it has 
happened in most of the. great nations 
within the last 150 years, 


' But of late years no nation has dared 
to répudiate its foreign debts. The 
countries have become so much depend- 
ent upon each other for food, raw ma- 
terials, and other supplies that inter- 
national frade and: international credit 
The day 
of national self-sufficiency is gone, so 
that the nation which: should repudiate 
its national -debt would -find- its.-credit 
gone and its whole.national development 
blocked. .It. would.be-economic suicide. 

Germany; probably “would ve’ | de- 
barred. also from repudiation by the 
consideration that the war expenses 
would thereby be made to press un- 
equally on different classes of her peo- 
ple. The Government there has usually 
been precise and scientific in its actions, 
and so it will doubtless take measures 
to distribute the burdens: of the war 


more equally than. would be accom# 
plishéd by ‘simple: non-payment of the)’ 


bonds. There. will be considerable: in- 
ternal discontent about the payment of 
such.a large amount of: interest, but 
there would be more effective discontent 
over non-payment. ‘There would, more- 
over, be no opportunity to injure other 
nations, since the debt is practically all 
held within Germany. Repudiation 
would simply: destroy German credit 
abroad and choke off.a large portion of 
the country’s commerce. 


THREAT OF BOLSHEVIKI. 


There has been some talk in Russia 
about repudiation since the Bolshevist 
Government came into power, but so far 
nothing has been done. I believe one 
interest payment on the present loans 
has been made by the Bolshevik A 
more conservative Government is likely 
to come into power, before the end of 
the war, and their desire to attract for- 
eign capital for internal development, 
and the small proportion of the debt to 
the resources of the country will doubt- 
less prevent them from foreign repudia- 
tion. A comparatively small part of the 
Russian loans is held in the’ United 
States. Her chief creditors, as men- 
tioned, are France and England. The 
same considerations as mentioned about 
modern Governments in general apply 
to. France and the additional one that 
her loans are widely distributed, so 
that a larger number of people have an 
interest'in seeing that Government's ob- 


‘Jligations continue to’ be honored. 


But while total repudiation is entirely 
unlikely, part repudiation in the form 
of taxes on the interest from Government 
bonds seems inevitable in all countries. 
Such taxes will not bear exclusively on 
bonds, however, placing bondholders at 
a disadvantage compared with receivers 
of other forms of income, but will prob- 
ably be progressive taxes'on incomes of 
all kinds. We must recognize that cus- 
toms duties cannot be greatly increased 
without shutting off foreign trade, and 
the other normal revenues are going to 
be radically short of the requirements 
to meet the increased charges. There is 
some talk among radicals in England 
now of heroic measures, such as wiping 
off the principal of the debt immediate- 
ly after the.war by an assessment of 
property. One form of this proposal is 
to tax away all of the increase of every 
person’s property since the beginning} 
of the war. The difficulty about such 
** conscription of capital” is that every 
property owner can’t sell a quarter or 
& half of his property and pay taxes to 
the full.amount. There would be nobody 
to buy. It would simply amount to the 
State's assuming a miscellaneous and 
heterogeneous lot of property which it 
would begwholly unable to manage. 

However, the taxes favored by econo- 
mists in recent years, such as taxés on 
the rents-of the natural resources, like 
land, will probably be more employed 
after the war than they were before. 
One interesting method of accomplish- 
ing this which is, according to some re- 
ports, to be the Gernian Government's 
policy for raising extra funds, is as fo)-

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GERMAN TRADE. 


With Germany foreign trade is vital, 
one-fifth of the population subsisting 
‘upon overseas trade. The empire is poor 
agriculturally, (although it has produced

4 es high as 80 per cent. of its own subsist- 


ence,) and has been forced by this bar- 
renness, as well as encouraged by rich 
deposits of coal and iron, to take to for- 
eign trade. The United States has de- 
rived large profits from international 
trade because of the advantage our nat- 
ural resources give us; England relies 
‘upon colonial and sea power; and Ger- 

many upon thrift, science, and organ- 
igation. Manufacturing is the basis of 
her economic life, the whole system of 
banks, export houses, merchants, Gov- 
érnment-owned steamships, and State 
railways being welded into a unified and 
efficient organization, which has for 
its purpose the exploitation of trade and 
manufacturing. 

Unlikd Britain, Germany has no colo- 
nies to supply her with raw. materials. 
Cameroon, Togoland, King Wilhelm’s 
Land, Gefman Southeast, Africa, and 
German Southwest Africa are Mabili- 
ties rather than assets, in spite of the 
mother country’s frafitio, attempts to 
eonvert them into suppliers of raw ma- 
teridls and purchasers of finished goods. 
Germany must get practically all of her 
raw materials except coal and iron from 
abroad, a fact which places her more or 
leas at the advantage of 6ther nations., 
Her great wealth and progress have 
been largely the story of clever utiliza- 
tion. of other nations’ réesoureés, im- 
porting faW or semi-manufactured arti- 
cles, and. working them up. for re-ex- 
port. Foreign orders she procured by 
extension of long-time credits, ingen- 
fously managed by taking advantage 
of London banking facilities and the 
system of acceptances. Before the war 
she depended on the British Empire, 
not only for raw materials (from the 
British colonies) and much shipping, 
But als6 for credit machinery. The 
pound sterling remained the standard 
of value in spite of Gérmany’s attempts 
to oust it in favor of the mark, and 
Germany continued, until 1914, to be 
greatly dependent upon England phys- 
ically and financially. 

The British tradéf is individualistic, 
unhamperéd by his Gévernment, and 
eareléss of small orders. The German 
is & small déaler, is always ably sub- 
plemented By German banks, German 
Consuls, Government ships, special rates 
6n railroads, export synhdiéatés of 
eartela, &6. He goes after the sifall 
order, is diplomatic, makes friends with 
his GistéMers, imitates the superior 
g60ds of othér nations, afid wins cis- 
tomers by offering long credits. Thé 
Government backs him up in this, even 
Whéh he Ovéfreaches, as he did in 
China some years ago. (Overextension 
of long eredits led to the ruin, of many 
German traders in the Orient, and led to 
thé demand of the GéFiman Gévérnment 
that the Government of China sancti 
payment of these debts.) 

GERMAN INVESTMENTS. 

Thé Réichs-Mariné Amt, in a féport 
of December, 1905, on “ THE devélop< 
mént of German marine interests dur- 
ing the last decade,” gave an estimaté 
of German foreign irivestments, on the 
basis of Consular reports. Foreign 
securities in thé posses#ion of strictly 
Gérman holders they placed at $4,000,- 
000,000, and the amount of eapital in 
foréign industrial and eommercial en- 
terprisés as bétween $1,925,000,000 and 
$2,800,000,000. Thus, in 1905, thé totai rer- 
eign investments of Germans totalled 
about $6,000,000,000. (Américah esti- 
mates are above this figiré.) The nét

BANKS AS TRADE FAOTORS. 


It is ‘hardly possible to overestimate 
the importance of German banks in 
overseas . trade.

_Bince the war the foreign branches of 
German banks have. necessarily been 
duieseent, but Germany had prepared 
for war and had 80 arranged the man- 
agement of these banks that, although 
the. central power remained in Ger- 
many, they might in time of a crisis be- 
come autonomous and continue to func- 
tion without connections with Germany. 
Germhany has trained a host of men who 
go abroad expecting to stay there the 
rest. of their lives, and who are now 
taking care of German interests abroad, 
even though there be no intercourse with 
the mother country. 

So that German trade is progressing 
in foreign countries even now, and when 
after the war Germany seéks world 
markets again, she hopes and expects 
these branches will be able to connect 
with her again. 

It is beyond doubt that these many 
foreign ‘banks are preparing for peace 
orders,, sizing up. new prospects, and 
even taking orders in advance. No one 
need delude himself into thinking that 
German interests have been ‘ rooted 

out’ of foreign countries. Dxeeptiin the 
case of actual Gonquest, (as thé taking 
over of her colonies by the Allieés,) her 
economic’ and financial interests are 
genéfally intact. 

GERMAN MERCHANT MARINE. 


About thirty years ago Germany set 
about building up a stfong merchant ma- 
rite,  Shipbuilding- materials were al- 
lowed to come in free, and subsidies were 
granted until the lines got on their feet. 
The total net tonnage in December, 1800, 
Was 1,433,418, while on Dec. 81, 1912, it 
Was 8,153,724. There are sevén Gérman 
shipping companies which together have 
& total of 3,510,000 gross registered tons. 
Gérmany is the country of line traffic, 
hér’ Hambufg-American Liné ‘ pool” 
bélhg one 6f the most successful in the 
World. This company, at the beginning 
of 1913, embraced seventy-four regular 
steamship lines.. It owned 192 ships, 
with a registered gfdss tonnage of 
1,254,000. In 1911 the line carried 403,000 
passengers and 7,990,000 tons of fréight. 
In 1911 the North Gérman Lloyd moved 
614,000 passengers and 3,590,000 tone of 
freight. There is no paft of the world 
where they havé not connections. Ia it 
any wonder that their comméfce has at-_ 
tained to such immensé proportions? 

Next to banks and shippifig, Ger- 
many’s railroads are of intefést. For 
the express purpose of fostering over- 
béas trade, German staté-owned roads 
have grantéd import and export ratés 
far below the domestic rates. In ad- 
dition to the regular export ratés, 
through rates, joint rail and ocean, 
were granted for shipments from Geér- 
man eities to certain foreign markets 
which were even.lower than the ordi- 
nary reduced rates. In 1913 the United 
States Consul Genéral said on this sub- 
ject: 

“One of the most important factors 
in the development of Germany’s for- 
eign trade is the aid extended by thé 
railways belonging to the various Fed- 
eral Statés in giving reduced freight 
rates to the German shipping ports on 
goods coming from thé intérior and {ii- 
tended for éxport.”’

ENGLAND'S TRADE. 

Great Britali has ‘long Wed the 
greatest merchant marine in thé World, 
and while the Goverhimént is intenséiy 
intéfested; it has growh up, not &&@ the 
résult of subsidies, (which afe eéfifined 
to mail service,) but bedative 6f the 
Progress of thé individual British tradér. 
According to Lioyd’s Repister for 1915- 
1916, the merchant fleet of Great Britain 
éomprised nearly 9,000 steattiers Of rioré 
than 19,000,000 gross tons and moré than 
600 sailing véssels of about 800,000 gross 
tos. This does not include the shipping 
6f the colonies. 

The pound sterling feigns _ supremé 
in World commérce; Né other Ha- 
tion has such a compréhénsive tinaholai 
organization for foreign businéss as had. 
Gréat Britain. An enuinefation of é¥en 
the main branches would be tedious and 
confusing, hence I will éonfine myself 
to. mentioning the classes of banks as 
they existed before the war:

From this it willbe seen that the bal- 
ance of investments are mainly in the 
less developed’ countries. — Britain’s 
actual investments within the German 
Empire are relatively small. The same 
with. France.’ .This is for the reason 
that those countries are old, and. al- 
ready exploited. It is in such new lands 
as Russia and the Argentine that large 
investments are made. . Britain's re- 
lations with Germany are through com- 
mercial, not investing, mediums. 

FRANCE’S TRADE. 

France has fewer outstanding fea- 
tures. .Though she holds foreign secur- 
ities to. the value of $8,000,000,000, and 
has a considerable foreign trade, she is 
of rather secondary importance in in- 
ternational economic relations. She has 
no strings of foreign banks as havé 
England’ ‘and Germany) and she is rela- 
tively more ‘cautious about investments 
abroad. The Frenchman is. thrifty and 
careful, not at all the type which ven- 
tures often and makes money. J 

RUSSIAN TRADE. 

Russie has always been largely an 
agricultural nation with little manufac- 
turing and comparatively little foreign 
trade. She has exchanged foodstuffs 
and some other raw materials for agri- 
cultural implements and railway mate- 
rials from Germany; England, and the 
United .States. Her tariff has of late 
years. been high, and she has not, 
in general, encouraged commercial rela- 
tions with other nations. Southern~ 


Russia, thé Ukraine, is a large and rich |- 


agricuitufal region, exporting «great 
quantities of beet sugar and- wheat. It 
furnishes; in fact, one-third the grain 
of all Russia, five-sixths of the sugar, 
60 pér. cent. of the iron and steel, 75 
per cent. of the coal, and one-third of 


the cattle. Southern Siberia gives prom-| . 


ise of being a fertile agricultural region 
when an énterprising population is set- 
tled upon it. Germany had been accus- 
tomed to make seasonal importation of 
Russian laborers for working in the 
beet fields, and she had relied on food 
from Russia, as well as from other un- 
developed couritries, to sustain her 
crowding industrial population. 

Ruségsia’s importance after the war will 
not be as a manufacturing or as @ com- 
mercial nation. She will probably be 
limited. to furnishing faw materials, 
shipping out large quantities of staples 
and buying manufactured goods, both 
for consimption and development. She 
Will tena to° become exploited after the 
war rather than become an expioiter, 
and, of course, her Teutonic neighbors 
hope to éxploit her. 

BFFECTS OF THE WAR. 

The war has been a cataclysm dis- 
rupting all peaceful relations. Commer- 
cial treaties have been abrogated, sources 


formed. At the béginning of the war 
our cotton exports fell off, and our gold 
poured ifito Wurope: Then a revérsée 
flood of orders ‘came from Burope, -for 
provisions, équipmeéent, wart supplies, and 
gold.. The cutting off of our supply of 
mineral dyestuffs stimulated science and 
capital t6 new achievements ; meanwhile, 
vegetable dyes regained prominence. We 
are now getting antimony from China, 
spelter from. Austfalia, nitrate and iron 
prés from Chile, copper from Peru, and 
tin from Bolivia in previously unheard 
of quantities. 

Investments were demoralized. Be- 
fore thé War thé rate 6f foreign invest- 
ment if this country by the countries of 
Western Huropé was at least $1,500,000,- 
000 per annum. This stopped, for cap- 
ital Was needed in making War supplics. 
The United Statés experienced a with- 
drawal of foreign capital, but this was 
madé up to us by thé inéreased re- 
ceipts of abnormal war trade. 

RELATIONS AFTER THE WAR. 

The éofisideration of post-war rela- 
tions must haturally be prefaced with 
an account of the extent to which goods 
and propertiés of all kinds have been 
destroyed during the war. A complete 
survey is impossible, since most impor- 
taht terfitoriés are still under Ger- 
mafi oeétipation. Strict censorship has 
prévented ‘much fréliable information 
reaching this country, but by consulting 
thé files 6f The London Times, ‘Tax 
NeW YOr& Timms, and the Bertiner 

agéblatt, we can piete together some 

aceéunt of thé situation. Germany, ih 

Bastern Prussia, arid Austria in Poland 
and Galidia, havé already done much 
to repair the damage. The Central 
Powers, the indications are, will -havé 
to rebuild from ott of théir own re- 
sources; the assistance of the United 
States will be asked chiefly in hélping 
Belgium and Northeastern France, 
though it is expécted that Gefmahy will 
ibe made to pay the bill.

in Paris to estimate the labor demand 
and supply. Prefects in the invaded dis- 
tricts have been provided with funds to 
purchase agricultural machinery.”’ 

This is in’ accord with the’ report of 


‘the Industrial Commission, which stated 


‘that the relief work was being éarried 
on under Government supervision. Warly 


in the war France set aside three 


hundred..million -francs for immediate 
relief, and to carry out the plans Pre- 
fects are invited to co-operate, and are 
in turn promised a free- hand in relief 
Measures. 

The ravaged areas of Belgium cuits 
tute one of the most important indus- 
trial parts of the world. They contain 
large coal deposits, textile mills, smelt- 
ing furnaces, and steel mills, 

The Germans have made an official 
réport of the. destruction of property in 
Belgium and Northern France, but this 
report is not obtainable in this country, 
A report made by a French commission, 
eres. says, under date of Dec, 2, 
191 
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English picid gnatih the following 
damage: Lille suffered from bombard- 
ment, 882 buildings destroyed, 1,500 
damaged; Rheims bombarded, &c. Hun- 
dreds of bridges destroyed. In French 
Lorraine fifty villages have been de- 
stroyed. The wool-combing estadlish- 
ments.of Rheims are ‘wiped out. During 
February, 1915, the Central Committee 
for the Agricultural Restoration of Bel- 
gium and Northeastern France:in Lon- 
don estimated the total loss of agricul- 
tre in Belgium at $280,000,000. Lose to 
France about the same. In March, 1915, 
the French Government estimated the 
approximate destruction of farmhouse 
property at more than 100,000 houses, 
without giving a value. Billiard fn '' La 
Belgique inpaetcalie et Commercial de 
Demain "” of Deo. 15, 1914, states the loss 
of Belbiim @t $5,000,000,000 

A German economist, however, wives 
$1,000,000,000 as the probable loss to Bel- 
sium. 

To sum up, the total loss of agpicul- 
tural, Governmental, and city property 
in France was up to a year ago about 
$1,680,000,000; to Belgium about §2,065,- 
000,000. The loss ih machinery to France 
up to @ yéar agd was §$550,000,000; to 
Belgium $800,000,000. 


AN IMPOVERISHED WORLD. 


All this déstruction means that the 
World Will be impoverished when peace 
comes; there will be tremendous som- 
petition for capital and labor; markets 
will bé Gompetéd for, and every hation. 
on the face of the earth will be trying 
to redoup by déveloping economic Fe- 
sources of all kinds. Arthur Henderson 
of England, says: ‘‘ Trade policy after 
thé War must not be founded on the eco. 
homic 6ppression oF tommeréial isoia- 
tioh of the German people.’ Lord Rob- 
ért Cecil said ih the Howse of Cam- 
mone: “I am no advocate por dat 
believe that any member of the Gov- 
ernment is ah advocate of What ia 
éalléd ari econdémie wat after the war.’’ 
Last January Lioyd George added its 
this, “ OWing to the diversion of humai 
effort to Warlike pursuits there must 
follow a yet of materials * § 6 
but this should not lead..te seonemic 
war.”

A’ Parliamentary Committee 
dealing with the subject recognizes the 
necessity for better trade relations with 
neutrals and allies, and adds, ‘It is 
also essential that ‘home industries 
should be developed: and the empire 
made self-supporting.” It concludes 
that “it is premature, however, to 
formulate a definite scheme of tariffs.” 
- As for Germany, she will undoubtedly | 
make a ‘‘bee line’ for export trade! 
after the war, The Allies will be prej- 
udiced, but she must overcome that. 
Neutral countries will, however, be 
more ardently sought after because of 
this antipathy. At the present time 
‘German overseas commerce is reduced 
‘to practically nothing, but German ex- 
porters are trying to keep in touch with 
markets. .German writers are urging 
extension in the Hast, since China.and 
the Levant are practically undeveloped 
as yet. The German Levant banks are 
there, and will help after the 
war. The Kartel-movement, which be- 
gan about. 1875, and culminated in 88 
Kartels in 1004 will probably be further 
developed. But though some of our 
plate glass companies have stated that 
Germany is getting teady to ‘“‘ dump” 
large quantities of glass on us after the 
war, it is very unlikely that either oap- 
ital or labor will be so plentiful as to 
allow production te get to the point 
where “ dumping” would be likely.

ABCONSTALOTION ° 


Peace will bring a period of temporary 
unemployment in England, France, 
Russia, and Gérmany, unless the Gov- 
erhments assist industrial enterprises, 
and keep the soldiers at work in them. 
Industries, dependent 6n private capital 
will not be able to start up in full 
sWing immediately. 

The quick recovery of France after 
the Franco-Prussian war testified to thé 
reouperative power of the nation, but 
that war was far less exhausting than 
the present one. It lasted less than a 
year and the éfigines of matefial de- 
struction were nét nearly so well. dé- 
velopéd then as now. Pérhaps a better 
parallel ig the economic ruin of the 
South made by the civil war, from 
which the recovery was so slow. 

Francé and Belgium will havé to look 
to outside help. Slates, brick, and min- 
éral builders’ supplies may be supplied 
lecally, but three-quarters of the tim- 
ber’ used must be imported. The In- 
dustrial Commission to France states 
that *‘Athefica must become an’ im- 
portant factor in. Kufopean reconstruc- 
tion after thé war. The United States 
will bé the chief séuree from which the 
things néedéd can be suppiled.””

There were a number of problems to 
be solved. ‘The infantry and field 
artillery had outraced the heavy artil- 
lery.

The divisions which had 
been engaged in the attacks on Arras 
and in the fighting against _ Kemmel 
Hill and Messines Ridge, in fact 
against all of this northern section 
of the line, had been literally cut to 
pieces. Many vital and time-consum- 
ing changes were necessary. Divisions 
in some cases had to ‘be withdrawn 
completely and sent to some relative- 
ly quiet sections of the front. Others 
had to be refitted and reinforced, and 
the.gaps filled up from reserve depots. 
Others again had to be rested. Armies 
had to be regrouped. In fact, the prob- 
lems which confronted Germany were 
exactly those which she hed to con- 
tend with when she began her prepara- 
tions for the first great blow. This 
had to be done if the second was to 
be like the first and if an equal suc- 
cess was to be hoped for. 


TWO GERMAN THEORIES. : 


There are-probably other causes in 
as these alone would not 
seem to have involved the long wait 
which has ensued since the fighting 
has stopped. . There is: rumored dis- 
agreement with the German high 
command. It is not by any means a 
secret that there have been two schools 
in Germany, one devoted to a certain 
style. of fighting evolved from ex- 
perience on the eastern front, a school 
which from long association has be- 
come thoroughly imbued ‘with eastern 
ideas and which has advocated re- 
fraining from excessive activity in the 
west while the east was in a process of 





absorption. The . other school . has 


leaned entirely westward, has advo- 
cated ‘what it considers methods. ap- 
plicable peculiarly to western condi- 
tions, and has, from the beginning, 
urged a western ‘offensive. Between 
the two there has been no common 
ground, only endless discussion and 
failure to agree. Again, there is the 
question of the punishment the Ger- 
mans received in their first effort. 
This was undoubtedly severe. It may 
have been and probably was exag- 
gerated in a number of quarters. At 


the same time, it was bad enough with- 


out any exaggeration. Germany can- 
not fail to figure, as any other nation 
in arms must’ figure, that to reach a 
given point, to take a given objective, 
even to win a war itself,.is worth a 
certain number of men and no’ more. 
Every objective, great and small, has 
its’ price which is measured in casual- 
ties: | What would it profit any army, 
for example, to win a war if, in doing 
so, it destroyed the nation, if its vic- 
tory were a Pyrrhic victory? 

For Germany to reach the sea at 
Abbéville is worth a definite number 
of men and no more, and this num- 
ber can be definitely fixed by the 
number that must remain in order 
that advantage may be taken of the 
favorable situation in which the Ger- 
man Army would then find _ itself. 
There must be enough, supposing this 
unlikely contingency, for the Ger- 
mans to hold fast in check along the 
Somme either the French or the Brit- 
ish, and to turn their full force, ex- 
cept those needed in the defense, 
against one or the other foe and: de- 
feat him. Otherwise, to reach the 
sea would be a fruitless victory. Fol-

GERMAN SCHEDULE FAILED. - 
‘We know that this command had

We 
know, further, that this schedule was 
never kept. And, at the last. mo- 
the entire. offensive 
stopped in spite of the most deter- 
mined efforts. 

_It was not a question of endeavor- 
ing to save men. Men were thrown in 
until it seemed that there was no end 
to them. For days the slaughter was 
terrific while the Germans attempted 
to carry their schedule through. But, 

in spite of the rate. at which they 
used up their forces, they were com- 
pletely beaten. Under these .circum- 
stances, we may be sure beyond pos- 
sibility of doubt that the losses in- 
flicted were far in excess of those 
expected at the beginning of the at- 
tack, otherwise the attack would be 
going on yet. Here we have another 
reason for the delay, inasmuch as this 
condition necessitates greater changes 
and much more elaborate shifts of di- 
visions and parts of divisions in order 
to bring the new attacking forces up 
to the strength of the old. 

And it will not do for these attack- 
ing divisions to be either less in num- 
ber or numerically weaker than they 
were on March 21. The problem is not 
the same by any means. In every way 
the Germans will have more difficul- 
ties and greater opposition to contend 
with. : 


be but little doubt that a- certain 
amount of territory will be gained. 
This, is inevitable. 
be in tremendous strength ‘in both 
men and guns. The allied defense, by 
the very reason of its elasticity, will 
be forced to give. ground somewhere. 
It is unreasonable to expect otherwise.

| FRENCH~MOTOR ECONOMY. 


Gasoline Shortage—Truck * Drive- 
ways from Seaports to the Front. 


While the French army is ‘not ham- 
.|pered by shortage of gasoline, it is 
economising in many be oar writes W. F. 
Bradley of Paris to R. D. Chapin, Chair- 
man of the Highways ‘Transport Com- 
mittee’ of the” Council of National |: 
Defense. ' 

‘We have danparatively little gas,” 
he says, 
be so acute, even after the war, that 
We shall have to take up the question 
of production of bengol and alcohol on a 
very big scale as soon as possible. Be- 
cause of ‘this deficiency it has been 
necessary to study. économy. 

“ Since éarly in. 1015 we havé been 
having drtiveaways on & big scale from 
the Chantiel and Atlantic ports to Paris 
and from Paris to the front; also from 
the Italian factories to the French front. 
The park at Lyons receives trucks from 
the local and Italian factories. When 
truck trains are “being mudé up, an an- 
nouncéement 18 placed in the local papers 
and civilians can deliver loads at the 

park. These loads are carried by the 
army trucks and can be dropped at two 
or three towns en route of taken through 
to the park at Paris. This has proved 
a first-class scheme. 

“Anothér plan, pafticularly between 
Atlantic ports and the frofit, is to load 
& touring car aboard a truck. This is 
being done by the American forces. 
Economies are also being made by an 
extensive use of trailers, particularly 
two-whéelers. 

“It is a general rule that when empty 
trucks are to be moved short distances 
they shall not be tun undér their own 
power, but ofte truck shall tow two, 
three, and sometimes four others. At 
some parks, it is not uncommon for oxen 
to be used to haul trucks about when 
making up colunins. 

‘‘The Freeh authofities are alive to 
the fact that roads must be kept in 
repair. Traffic has increased enormously 
in many manufacturing and military 
éentres, but shoftagé of labor has made 
it impossible to give as much care to 
the roads as before the war. Toward 
the front there has been an important 
inetease of hew roads, and others have 
been wonderfully improved. 

“It is estimated that after the war 
the number of automobiles in France 
will incréase 100 per cent. This estimate 
appéars to be quité moderate.”’ 


Export Plan for Standard Tires. 

The Export Committee of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, of 
Which J. Waiter Drake is Chairman, 
approves the tire standardization plan, 
subject to a guarantee on the part of 
tire manufacturers that stocks of the 
new tires will be carried and available 
in all countries. 

The Export Committee will obtain 
from the priticipal Aautomovilé manufact- 
urers an estiniaté, of fhe number of 
machines likely to sold in foreign 
countries dufiivg thé wear beginning 
july 1, and the tire'matiufacturers will 
prépare a statement of foreign branches 
and dealers where the new standards 
will be carried. The tire manufacturers 
agreed that they will increase their for- 
eign stocks as may be necessary to in- 
sure a supply to car users, and also en- 
deavor to kéep up renewals of old sizés 
for cars now in use abroad.

The electrte trucks in New York City, 
according to an electrical engineer, are 
Going the work of 15,420 horses, which 
Would require 2,775,600 bushéls of oats 
and 84,810 tons of hay a year, the prod- 
uct of 77,000 acres, sufficient to supply 
food for more than 500,000 petsons. Af 
électric truck, by reason of its greatér 
speed and efficiency, frequently does the 
work of three two-horse teams,. thus 
releasing two dfivers and not ‘infre+ 
quently two helpers per truck. Thou- 
sands of electric trucks are successfull}, 
being used. Many of the largest trans- 
portation fleets are chiefly composéd ot 
elécttic vehicles. : 

In: ; after several years .of 
war, the rate of electric vehicle inérease 
is in excess of 600 pet cent., with pros- 
pects of greater gains. An extensive 
electric vehicle dévelopment is pjanned 
in France, where électric ¢urrent gén- 
erated by water power is available, 
thus lessefing démands for gasoline, the 
importation of which imposes demands 
on ship tonnage.

He also purchased large 
quantities of implements. Brazil usually 
imports from thé United Btates @ large 
numbér of garden hoes stitablé for use 
in cultivating mountain highlands. This 
year Dr. Moreira tried in vain to get 
them at the factories that had formerly 
madé them for Brazil. He had but one 
moré factory to. try to obtain thém from. 
“What will you do if you cannov geét 
them there?” he was asked. 

“*T will buy machinery to equip a 
factory to make them at hore,\’ he said. 
‘* Brazil must have everything necessary 
for every phase of her war program. 

* Agriéuiture in Brasil has quadrupled 
since 1914. There is as much -agriéul- 
tural land under cultivation now ih the

Sao Paulo as in all of Central Europe. 
In addition to ¢offeé, Brazil ia now 
raising wheat, cattle, ceréals, and many 
sorts of vegetables. Formérly one of 
her big imports was rice. She now ex- 
ports five times as much rice as she 
éver imported.’ Améfican meat packers 
have established great packing plants 
in Brazil to conserve the meat supply, 
whith Was formerly wasted. Brazil has 
shipped to thé Allies moré than thirty 
tiillion dollare’ worth of meéat, and this 
is nowhere near what she can supply.” 

Captain Alvaro Graca, héad of the 
Lioyd Brazileiro, the Brazilian Goverti- 
thent steatiship line, who is afi ati- 
thority on the shipping éituation of 
Brasil, said that shé has ehough ships 
to send all dupplies that may be needed 
and transport all the men that shé will 
havé ready fot service. 

“ Of the forty-three German steamers 
which wére takén over by the Brazilian 
Government, thirty were ehartered to 
France,’’ ‘ said he. ‘ Thirteen were 
takeh over by Brazil to be uséd for 
shipping to New York and for trans-

“* Saving by every one is as‘imperative

country during the. last few years," 
‘said John Slater of the firm. of J. 
& J. Slater of this city and President 
of the Retail Shoe Dealers’ Association 


1 of New York; ‘‘and at each increase in 


the range of prices we have been sub- 
fected to. fagsh outbursts of unfavorable 
comment; including accusations. of .. fla- 
gtant profiteering. From. time to time, 
vanjgus statements have been made by 
people who are not at all fafniliar with 
the facts which, while they are absurd 
to those of us in “the trade who know 
conditions, are, nevertheless, very mis- 
leading to the general public.” 
** For instance, when the prices on raw 
leather recently reacted about 10 to 20 
cents a pound, many people outside of 
the trade immediately jumped to the 
conclusion that the price of a pair of 
shoes would be substantially lower. Un- 
fortunately, this could not have been 
the case even ‘had the-10 to 20 cent re- 
duttion in raw. stock -not later béen 
wiped out by new advances. But changes 
of these proportions in the value cf‘ un- 
tanned leathers do not amount. to more 
than a few: cents in the’ cost of the 
finished” shoe: 
("While raw. leather is. ‘sold by the 
pound, tanned’ leather’ is sold ‘by the 
square foot. In one pound of’ leather 
there are anywhere from five :to ten 
square feét of stock;. depending on. the 
thickness. of the material sold. Fine 
leather is quoted today at from 75. cents 
to $1 a square foot. To cut a woman's 
shoe eight and one-half inches - high, 
about five square feet of leather are 
required. In a shoe which is made to 
retail for $12: the leather, at an average 
price of 87 cents a square foot,- will 
amount .to $4.35. The leather used in 
such a shoe is usually of light weight 
and-runs about ten square feet to the 
pound. Thus, onerhalf: pound of: leathér 
is required for this sort of a shoe. It is 
readily seen, therefore, that changes -of 
19 or »20-tehts: a pound in taw stock 
prices will ‘make but very little difference 
in the cost to the rétailer or to the ‘con- 
sumer who uses the finished product: 
“On the other hand, labor . costs, 
overhead arid mérchandising expenses, 
as well as prices. on all materials other 
than leather which are used in making 
shoés, ‘are mounting higher almost 
Gaily. We are all: familiar. with the 
scarcity of labor and the indg@penderice 
ef the workers that are left who know 
that they can get profitable employmient 
fn various war industries if they do not 
get what they want in their own trade. 


and merchandising costs, especially the 
latter, have risen anywhere from 7 to 
12 per cent. during the recent past. 

** Most of the retail dealers in shoes 
of the medium and better grades are 
now forced to figure their total cost ‘of 
doing business at between 30 and 35 per 





cent. of their turnover, and in some 
few cases it may run éven higher than 
this, When you figure that, out of-a 
lot of, say, 225 pairs of shoes, a merchant 
‘will in all probability not sell more than 
150 at the regular price, the halance at 
reductions 6f graduated amounts, ‘and 
the last few pairs perhaps even below 
cost, you cah readily see that, unléss he 
is.very carefil in his buying and unless 
he. figures very closely, his margin at 
the end of the year will ‘show a deficit 
instead of a profit. 

‘*The question of turnovers in any 
retail undertaking is a vital .one, and 
unless they are quick ‘and frequent the 
business. cannot be profitable, 
of the other branches:‘of the retail trade 
there are‘ from) four or five to ten turn- 
overs in the course’ of the year.* In the 
rétail shoe business any merchant. who 
succeeds in accomplishing four turnovers 
during the yéar is the exception, and he 
isvery lucky. Most of us must content 
ourselyes with three, and some with 
even less. Partly for this reason. there 
is no other line of retail business which 
shows such small ‘profits at the end of 
the year. The best. evidence of this is 
that there has never been any million- 
aire made by*the retail shoe ‘business 
alone. If a shoe merchant makes from 
5 to 10. per cent. on his gross sales, he 
considers himself very fortunate. Few 
make more and a great many make leas. 
Yet: we are accused of profiteering. 

“In other ,countries, and ‘especially 
Européan countries. both neutral and 
belligerent,’ “shoe prices ‘to’ consumers 
have undergone a vety -much greater 
profiortionate’.advance since’ the war 
started in 1914 than they. have in this 
eountry.

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THE WAR AND PROBLEMS OF A WORLD PEACE 





H. G. Wells, Professor Morris Jastrow, Jr., Walter E. Weyl, and W. H. Dawson 
Anticipate Questions That Will Be Discussed at the End of the Great Conflict

HESE four books are all concerned 
: I with a similar theme, the nature 

of the settlement to be made after 

the war, and certain phases of that 
peace settlement they envisage in a similar 
way. -All four of them agree upon certain 
desirable principles that must be funda- 
mentally fixed in the conclusions of that 
time and all four are anxious that the 
peoples of the world should begin to think 
already about these principles and to de- 
vise means that will insure their being 
made the basis of peace. But, notwith- 
standing these similar essentials, the books 
are so utterly different in material, in 
method, and in point of view that they 
merely supplement one another in their 
treatment of these questions and frequently 
are more or less at variance upon im- 
portant matters. Two of the authors, Mr. 
Weyl and Professor Jastrow, are Ameri- 
cans and the two others are Englishmen. 
One of them, Mr. Dawson, is moderate in 
his ideas and somewhat conservative in his 
viewpoint. Two others are radicals and, 
in more or less degree, internationalists. 
Mr. Weyl wants to see America play a 
leading part. Professor Jastrow, as a his- 
torian and moralist, is deeply concerned 
with the moral issue involved in both war 
and peace. -Mr. Dawson writes from the 
gtandpoint of an Englishman, and Mr. 
Wells is—as always—H. G. Wells. But 
they are all agreed upon the necessity that 
the peace shall be a democratic peace that 
will conserve and further democratic aims, 
the welfare of the peoples rather than of 
Governments, and international amnity. 

Mr. Wells’s book is chiefly concerned 
with the idea of a League of Free Nations 
.as the outcome of the war and the surety 
of continued peace after the war. He dis- 
cusses the nature, as to the representa- 
tives which would make it, of such a 
league, its powers, monarchy and imper- 
falism in their real relation to it and labor’s 
interests in connection with it, and urges 
the necessity of beginning to prepare for 
its formation and its program. He be- 
lieves that, aside from the winning of the 
‘war, the furtherance of this idea is the 
most important thing before the world to- 
day. “ Today,” he says, after noting how 
‘utopian the idea would have seemed in 
1913, “ the project has an air not only of 
being so practicable, but of being so urgent 
‘and necessary and so manifestly the sane 
thing before mankind that not to be busied 
upon it, not to be making it more widely 
known and better understood, not to be 
working out its problems and bringing it 
about, is to be living outside the contem- 
porary life of the world.” 

In discussing the nature of such a 
league Mr. Wells considers the formation 
of the United States and the relations be- 
_tween its States and its Federal. Govern- 
ment as offering a model which might be 
successfully copied more or less closely. 
He also thinks that in our electoral college 
—concerning whose present-day practical 
importance in our scheme of government 
he holds some innocent and surprising 
opinions—might be found a suggestion for 
the choosing of delegates to an Allied 
Council, to the Peace Congress, and later 
to the hoped-for Council of a League of 
Nations. His purpose in these suggestions 
is to start discussion upon the idea of 
electoral representation in these bodies. 
And he follows with some cutting gibes 
upon the interest which, he says, “ titled 
ladies,” “ dinner parties,’”’ and London so- 
ciety in general are taking in the ques- 
tion of “ Who is to go?”’ To such activi- 
-ties Mr. Wells responds with an emphatic 
“No! ” and declares that “the bulk of 
British opinion cannot go on being repre- 
sented by President Wilson.” 


Throughout the book Mr. Wells over

and over again voices his admiration for 
President Wilson, his confidence in his 
statesmanship, his democracy, and his 
leadership. He calls attention also to the 
fact that the political system which placed 
the President in this position of world 
leadership had previously produced other 
statesmen of a high order of ability. Presi- 
dent Wilson, he declares, “is one of a 
series of figures who tower over their 
European contemporaries.” And he says 
that “it is to the United States of Amer- 
ica that we must look now if a world is 
to be made ‘safe for democracy.’ It is 
to the method of selection, as distinguished 
from delegation, that we must look if 
democracy is to be saved from itself.” 
Mr. Wells draws especial attention to the 
danger which he thinks threatens. the 
character of the peace that will end the 
war and menaces the League of Nations 
idea in the tmperialistic ambitions of the 
European nations. He finds this danger 
lurking in thé prepossessions, the old ways 
of envisaging the world, and the old man- 
ner gf thought of those who assume to be 
the’ governing classes in Europe, and he 
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calls upon all who really believe in democ- 
racy to come forward and make it known 
that the democratic peoples will have no 
more of imperialism. He takes the British 
Government to task because it has not held 
out inducements to the German people to 
turn its face toward democracy and revo- 
lution and declares quite plainly that there 
is an anti-democratic wing of aristocratic 
opinion in England which has exerted it- 
self to prevent a revolutionary movement 
in Germany and has prevented adequate 
recognition of the revolution in Russia. 
And throughout he pleads the cause of the 
League of Nations idea with all his well- 
known vigor, daring, forcefulmess, and un- 
conventionality. Several chapters are de- 
voted to a discussion of the idea of de- 
mocracy, with the purpose of defining the 
term and calling attention to the necessi- 
ty of propaganda in its favor. But it is as 
a forceful argument for the establishment 
of a League of Free Nations and for’ see- 
ing to it at once that such a league shall 
be under democratic control rather than 
under that of men of the old-style diplo- 
matic school, and as a vigorous setting 





forth of the alternative, that Mr. Wells 
new book challenges and merits attentions, 

Mr. Weyl’s book suffers much from its 
preface—“ Postscript,” the author calls 
it, as. if it was written after the rest of 
the volume and apparently only about twe 
months ago. “ Indiscretion” is too mild @ 
word to apply to it, and the publishers 
would do well to remove it from subse- 
quent editions. The ordinary reader, pos- 
sessing average knowledge and average in- 
terest in his country, is likely to be so in- 
censed by its unwarranted assumptions 
stated as facts and its perverted viewpoint 
that he will throw the book down, at once 
deciding that the author is utterly un- 
trustworthy. And that would be, after all, 
unfortunate, because Mr. Weyl, when he 
finally gets down to the heart of the mat- 
ter, has some sobering -and important 
things to say concerning the war and the 
results of the war and the necessity that 
we in America fix our determination upon 
definite things to be won by our partici- 
pation in it. A single sentence from the 
second page of Vuiis preface will give an 
idea of its spirit: “‘ During the six months 
from April 1 until Oct. 1, 1917, and even 
afterward, the war might have been con- 
cluded on the basis of internationalism and 
democracy.” If Mr. Weyl has ever had 
any information that would show that at 
any time since the beginning of the war 
the ruling dynasty and military lords of 
Germany were ready to turn over their 
powers to the people, or that the people 
were willing to try to-make them do so, it 
was his duty to hand it over to the Presi- 
dent of the United States and the Premiers 
of Englané and France, who would have 
been delighted beyond words to receive it. 
It has been very thoughtless and incon- 
siderate of him to keep such important 
knowledge hidden away for promulgation 
in the preface of a book. If he will leave 
his isolated study, make the round of the 
cantonments of the American.Army and 
talk with the men who are setting forth to 
help do that very job and with their rela- 
tives who are being left behind, he will 
find that nothing less than such a result, 
the only result upon which the war ean be 
concluded on “ the basis of international- 
ism and democracy,” will be accepted by 
the American people, 

Not only the preface but a large part of 
the book itself is marred by similar per- 
versions of fact and spirit. It would be 
interesting, for instance, to know where 
Mr. Weyl found the “ many Americans” 
whom he alleges to hold fantastic opinions 
concerning the war and its purpose. They 
sound as if they might have come from a 
Morris Hillquit meeting on the east side 
of New York, before that region: had be- 
gun to see daylight through the eyes of its 


.@rafted sons, returning on furlough from 


the. democratizing influences of Camp 
Upton. ‘ 

Throughout the book Mr. Weyl, because, 
doubtless, of his training as an economist, 
is Inclined to the material viewpoint and 
does not take sufficient account of factors 
that have to-do chiefly with the spirit and 
aspirations of mankind. But that is the 


fault of the school of thought to which he™ - 


belongs and must be accepted as one of 
the things for which due allowance must 
be made by the reader.- It leads him in 
his account of the influences that have 
made Germany what she was when slite 
plunged the world into war to ignore the 
influence of German philosophy by which 
generation after generation has been 
trained to believe in material force. Nor 
does he accord its due importance to the 
methods of the German Government, in use 
for a quarter-century or more, in the pour- 
ing out upon the German people through 
printing presses, pulpits, and schools, of 
the propaganda that has had an enormous 
power in the molding of the nation to the 
purposes of its overlords. Too many of 
Mr. Wey!l’s pages are taken up with. dis- 
cussions of -possibilities that the rush of 
events have already rendered impossible 
or unlikely, and with suppositions that, 
thus far, have been refused serious con-

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WHE PRETTY LADY. By Arnold ee 
George H. Doran Company. $1.50 

F the revelations concerning human 
nature, its heights and its depths, 

which the war has made, very many 

‘writers have written. To some the 
revelation has seemed one of splendora 
heretofore undreamed of, a revelation of 
courage, generosity, self-sacrifice, high 
heroism, of the triumph of the spirit over 
the flesh. Others, on the contrary, have 
geen it as a revelation of the persistence 
of the brute in man, a triumph of the 
animal wants and needs of Ife. Mr. 
Arnold ‘Bennett, judging from his latest 
movel, “The Pretty Lady,” belongs to 
meither of these two classes. He declares

“the reveiation of what human nature 
actually was” to be “ the supreme lesson 
of the war,” and that the solace of the 
- lesson “ lay in the fact that human nature 
must be substantially the same throughout 
the world.” To those of us who remember 
what happened in Louvain and in Northern 
France, who have not forgotten the Lusi- 
tania and have heard somethimg about the 
kina of treatment Germans give their pris- 

oners, the “lesson” that Americans, for 
’ Instance, are “ substantially the same” as 
the Huns, will scarcely seem one of any 
especial solace. 

The book opens in London during the 
early days of the war, and is principally 
concerned with an “affaire"” between a 
French courtesan, Christine, and an elder- 
ly English bachelor, G. J. Hoape, called 
by his friends G. J., who had “ casually 
known hundreds of courtesans.” He was 
well off, an idler, useless,- but apparently 
frresistibly—and to the reader, quite inex- 
plicably—fascinating to women. There 
are two besides Christine who play im- 
portant parts in the novel—Lady Queenie 
Paulle and her friend Concepcion, “ the 
celebrated Concepcion Iquist.” All three 
are in love with G. J.; he is the central 
character, the one through whoseeyes the 
reader sees most of the incidents which 
eccur—incidents of a somewhat detached 
kind, related with considerably less of de- 
tail than one is accustomed to expect from 
Mr. Bennett. The best described and most 
interesting of these are the onés which are 
gmore or less apart from the book’s char- 
acters, incidents with which they chanced 
fo be concerned, but which could have ex- 
Beted quite as well without them. Lord 
RRoberts’s funeral at St. Paul’s is an im- 
pressive picture; the Zeppelin raid, though 
ft serves in great measure as a background 
for Lady Queenie’s white-clad, ecstatically 
fefiant figure, is thoroughly convincing, 
prhile the rough narrative of Nurse Smaith, 
peho was in the Serbian retreat, is an 
Brtistic bit of work. 

The nove) has in it, indeed, much that 
fs well done. Especially good are the 
pharacters of Christine and of Concepcion, 
the courtesan and the leader of London's 
pemi-intellectual “smart set,” both of 

hom are carefully drawn and analyzed. 

the two portraits, Christine’s is the 
more detailed. Her “ temperament,” her 
parrowness of outlook, her clinging to self- 
fustification and to a certain queer kind 
ef semi-respectability, her touches of child- 
Qshness, her view of her “ profession” 
nd the strong vein of superstition which 
fontrols so much of her life and finally 
gobs her of the joy and conteyiment of 
feing “among her own furniture,” make 
fher an interesting and real figure. She 
fad been “ quite fairly successful in her 
fondon career. Hundreds of men had 
paressed her, and paid her with compli- 
feents and sweets and money”; but that 
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streak of half-mystical superstition which 
served her in leu of a conscience proved 
her undoing. Contrasted with, yet in some 
Ways not altogether unlike her, is Con- 
cepcion, who had “a masculine mind,” a 
quick wit, and more tham a touch of phi- 
losophy. Alone among the characters of 
the book, Concepcion-had what may fairly 
be called ideals, and it was her tragedy 
that she could not live up to them. Both 
in love and in work, she falled; she could 
not, as she had sworn she would, “ see 
the thing through,” and despite her sensa- 
tionalism and love of the theatrical, that 
failure wins her the reader’s_ pity. Pity, 
not liking; there is not a likable character 
tm the book. Still, ome feels that Con- 
cepcion deserved a rather better fate than 
the one to which the author assigns her. 

The novel presents a picture of London 
in wartime which is not exactly inspiring. 
Possibly because Mr. Bennett’s very un- 
heoric hero, G. J. Hoape, is himself a 
self-satisfied, small-souled, vain, and sel- 
fish man, and it is through his eyes that 
we look, the other people all seem small. 
The members of the Hospital Committee, 
the crowd that gathers at the picture ex- 
hibition and at the Coroner’s inquest, are 
either stolid poseurs or sensation seekers. 
And, from beginning to end, the novel is 
literally steeped in “ sex.” Three officers, 
returned from the front on leave, appear 
in the course of the marrative. Of these 
three, one is a drunkard and a “ client” 
of Christine’s, and the other two spend 
the last night of their leave, the last night 
before they return.“ out there,” in a par- 
ticularly notorious night-club with two dis- 
reputable women. Christine, with her 
professional allures and her numerous 
“clients,” is scarcely more sensual than 
Concepcion or Lady Queenie ef the “ lax 
mouth and cynical eyes” and crude imita- 
tion ef a famous dancer's performance as 
Salome, while of G. J. one of the characters 
says, “I never saw a man develop as you 
have. Marriage isn’t for you. You ought 
to roam in “the primeval forest and take 
and kill”—a description which greatly 
flatters G. J..s abundant vanity. The 
members of the committee are bored and 
indifferent, taking small interest in the 
business before them, until a question 
comes up about the relations of nurses and 
doctors in their hours of relaxation, which 
admits of a es seandalous interpre- 
tation. 

“The Pretty de " is written in a 
style unlike Mr. Bennett’s accustomed one, 
a style less given to minutiae, more in- 
clined to the tmpré€ssionistic. The slight 
story, which serves principally as a thread 
upon which to hang the descriptions and 
the character analysis is related in a num- 
ber of chapters, most of them very brief 
and in a manner not quite so leisurely as 
is usual with Mr. Bennett. There is, of 
course, more than a little clever phrasing, 
as when G. J., in éne of his decent mo- 
ments, becomes aware of his own futility: 
“It was as if he had been training him- 
self for twenty years in order to be futile 
in a crisis requiring crude action.” This 
early in the book; but though we are 
later told that on the Hospital Committee 
G. J. found “a task which suited him and 
which was genuinely useful,” this impres- 
sion of him as a futile person is the one 
which remains smapreneet upon the reader’s 
mind.

UR old friend, Craig Kennedy, betakes 
himself to South America, and there, 
as was to be expected, has many adven- 
tures. Later, however, he decides that the 
United States is in need of his services, and 
back he comes, to confound German spies 
and spread terror in the ranks ef evildoers 
generally. The first of the exploits re- 
lated in this volume is “The Panama 
Plot,” and has to do with certain serious 
and inexplicable slides in the famous Cu- 
lebra Cut.

though not, of course, for Craig Kennedy. 
Another tale has te do with a German plot 
to bring about a South American revolu- 
tion, while others merely involve murder. 
Once back in the United States, however, 
it is German plots and German spies which 
demand most, ff not all, ef Craig Ken- 
nedy’s attention. <A plot te destroy the 
crops, a series of explosions in a shipyard, 
and the affair of the “ Black Cross,” in 
ebject as in color the very antithesis of 
the Red Cross—these are one and all en- 
countered and disposed of, ene after the 
ether, with the scientific detective’s inva- 
riable success.

’ One of the stories in the present book 
that is challenging as well as interestingly 
“awful” is Thomas Hardy’s “ The With- 
ered Arm,” wherein a woman unconscious- 
ly brings evil upon the girl who has, as 
unconsciously, wronged her. “ The Open 
Door,” by Mrs. Oliphant, is a pathetic and 
very human variation on the haunted 
house theme, a theme which is very dif- 
ferently treated by Bulwer-Lytton in “ The 
House and the Brain.” In “The Mys- 
terious Sketch,” by Erckmann-Chatrian, 
and “The Deserted House,” by Ernest 
Theodor Woffmann, young men are chosen

” teresting story by Amelia B, Edwards, the 
casual acquaintance of a murdered man 
becomes amazingly the agent by which the 
crime is run to earth.

CHARMING little story of a con- 
vent-hospital and what happened 
therein is this new novel by Lee Holt. It 
is also a story of the present time and of 
certain phases of the war; for this lespi- 
tal, supported and directed by Madame 
la Marquise de Sarigny and attached to a 
convent of nursing sisters, received 
‘wounded soldiers. It is with the coming 
of a fresh company of these wounded that 
the story opens, one of the new arrivals 
being a young maa whose head had been 
terribly hurt. At first they thought he 
would die, but he recovered—to a certain 
extent; the injury left him dumb and 
with his memory so impaired that he did 
not know either his name or his nation- 
ality, and had to be taught to read and 
write.

French, and though every one, or nearly 
every one, liked him, the fact remained 
that when found he had been wearing a 
German coat, while thé heavy bionde 
beard which won him the nickname of 
“ Barbe Blonde,” by which he is known 
until the very end of the book, gave added 
color to the suggestion that he might 
after all be a boche.

THE HAPPY GARRET 


THE HAPPY GARRET: The Recollections 
of Hebe Hill. Edited by V. Goldie. E. 
P. Dutton & Co. - $1.50 net. 
ERE this supposed autobiography a 
real one, its revelations would be- 
long to the class of the impudently frank, 
which tacitly assumes that the reader, no 
more than the writer, is possessed of a 
conscience or of a sense of the fitness of 
things. Miss Hebe Hill, a young student 
of medicine, whose chiidhood had been 
cursed by a cruel and drunken mother, is 
trtroduced by a male acquaintance into 
an ultra-Bohemian club in London known 
as “ The Happy Garret.” She admits that 
she had at first 
an almost uncontrollable te 
escape from this horrible attic, where 
people quarreled and drank and shout- 
ed, where girls lay openly and un 
ashamedly in the 


geated by them, and . their 
mouths to be kissed, where men masg- 
queraded as women, and little school 
girle danced frantically ox amorously 








with loose, rowdy students and men 

about town. 

“ Curiosity,” however, she declares, 
saved her ffom making a fool of herself, 
and in time she discovered the garret 
to be “a mere abode of harmless mirth 
and culture,” and she thereupon became 
a regular “ garret girl.” How she lived 
openly with one man as a “ spree,” and 
lured another to the desertion of his wife 
and family, and his own ultimate undo- 
ing, she tells with an unashamed cool- 
ness which reminds the reader of cer 
tain passages in the autobiography of 
Benvenuto Cellini. Old theologians were 
given to grave speculation on the sub- 
ject of the so-called “ unpardonable sin,” 
some contending with much plausibility 
that it consists in sinking te such a moral 
depth that the soul can no longer dis- 
tinguish between good and evil. To just 
this condition Hebe Hill seems to have 
errived in her earty youth. Her devo- 
tion to her father ts the one beautiful 
thing in her character. With his death 
the angel, which we are told may be 
found in all of us, seems to have taken 
wing and te have left her an absolutely 
unmoral person. 

The story is clever. The supposed editor 
gives no asides, no comments. Hebe Hill, 
unabashed, tells her own tale. The style 
is a delight: each picture stands out, clear 
and vivid. Not altogether without Car- 
lyle’s feeling after reading Mirabeau’s one 
novel, we ourselves are made free of the 
Happy Garret, and are sure that we should 
recognize any of its habitués, should we 
meet them. Naturally, such a’ meeting 
would hardly be “to edification,” for the 
book holds not one admirable, nor even 
respectable, character, save a few of minor 
importance, who are promptly dismissed 
with a sneer, the moribund father being 
the least reprehensible of the protagonists. 
The heroine is as sensitive to niceties of 
diction as she is dense to corresponding 
niceties of behavior.. We note “ averse 
from,” and other evidences of her care for 
“le mot juste.” ,

E principa] defect of J. Storer Clous- 

ton’s very entertaining and ingenious 
story, “ The Spy in Black,” lies tn the fact 
that he has endowed the German Lieuten- 
ant who is one of its principal charac- 
ters h too much of what we used to 
call decency for him te be at all 
a convincing person to the reader. That 
the Ligutenant of a German submarine, 
who must necessarily have been accus- 
tomed not merely to sinking merchant 
ships, but also to firing on lifeboats and 
stealing from their crews food, water, and 
such poor Lttle personal possessions as 
they had managed to take with them, 
would have felt the slightest qualm over 
such’a trifle as the treacherous murder of 
one English clerygman is far from credi- 
ble. 

The book opens at the moment when a 
German submarine lands him on this 
shore, and the narrative is related partly 
by Lieutenant von Belke himself, partly 
by an anonymous “ editor.” Having suc- 
ceeded in reaching this island, equipped 
with a motor bicycle and a perfect know!l- 
edge of the English language, it was nec- 
essary for the Lieutenant to journey some 
thirty miles to the place where he was to 
meet a certain person of high rank in the 
German spy system, which person he would 
find in the garb of a clergyman. But of 
how they met, of the strange incident of 
the vanishing governess, of that equally 
peculiar one of the Captain of an English 
vessel, and of how the astuteness of a 
quick-witted and charming giri first nearly 
destroyed and then saved the entire situa- 
tion, we do not intend to give even the 
faintest kind of a hint.

ERE are some books with authentic 
information upon how the soldiers 
at the front are being influenced 
in their religious faith by their ex- 

periences and upon the effect that the war 
is having upon the church and the feeling 
toward it of the people at home. Dr. 
Maclean and Dr. Sclatter were both work- 
ers at the front, one with the Y. M. C. A. 
and the other with the Scottish Churches, 
and so they were in closest touch with the 
men of the British Army and knew how 
they were facing the test which war con- 
ditions give to their souls. In one of the 
largest of these camps weekly meetings 
were held by the chaplains at which the 
problems that confront both soldier and 
Church were discussed with great earnest- 
ness and entire freedom. These two au- 
thors took a prominent part in the dis- 
cussions and the addresses which they de- 
livered form this bOok. It is evident that 
both had been profoundly stirred in mind 
and soul by their contact with war on a 
colossal scale and their addresses show 
how deeply they had probed their own 
hearts and how they had felt to the bot- 
toms of their souls the searching questions 
of the men in the ranks. The result is a 
curious freshness in the point of view, a 
new and unconventional realization.of the 
significance of their convictions, that make 
the book, with its many illustrations of the 
tendency of religious thinking among the 
soldiers, one of unusual interest. 


Sir W. Robertson Nicoll, editor of the 
British Weekly, has long been an im- 
portant influence in English life.. A leader 
of the Nonconformist Church, a goodly 
Proportion of the religious public of Great 
Britain ever.finds its convictions, desires, 
and aspirations voiced by him. In this 
book, composed of articles published in 
the British Weekly during the first two 
years of the war, he takés up various 
Phases of religious needs in wartime, with

especial reference to the part which prayer. 


can play in the life of suffering individuals 
and nations. It is interesting and sug- 
gestive to note the gradually changing 
tone of his thought and feeling as the war 
progresses, and to see his righteous 
indignation flaming more and more 
brightly as the foe’s iniquity becomes 
more and more apparent. But he does not 
ever, no matter how hot his indignation 
becomes, lose sight of the sins of England 
in the past or of the umrighteousness 
among her people. Toward the end he 
quotes with commendation from Dr. L. 
P. Jacks, who had said, “I can imagine 
nothing worse for my native land than 
ancther century of such a life as we were 
living before the war.” And the author 
asks the English people if they are worthy 
of the sacrifice that their soldiers at the 
front are making for them. 


Archdeacon Patersori-Smyth of Montreal, 
Canada, has collected in “God and the 
War ” fourteen of his own sermons dealing 
with religious aspects of war conditions 
and war experiences. His method ts to 
make clear the broad principles of right- 
eousness and then to study in their light 
whatever moral problem born of the war he 
has chosen for his subject. Four of the 
sermons dea] with “ The Men Who Died in 
Battle,” and offer the message of the 
Christian religion in answer to the charge 
of the sinful waste of so much human life. 

Gipsy Smith's little book is a breezy com- 
pound of stories from the front, of re- 
ligious experiences, of accounts of what 
the Y. M. C. A. is doing for the welfare 
of the soldiers, all told with an earnestness 
that sends them straight to the reader’s 
heart and an unusual ability to express 
thought and feeling with point and pun- 
gency. His admiration of the British 
soldiers is very great and after telling 
some of the things that they and the 
peoples of France and Belgium have suf- 
fered he says: “ And all that is for you 
and me! What sort of people ought we to 
be, do you suppose? Are we really worth 
—that?” It is the same idea insisted upon 
im Sir W. Robertson Nicoll’s book. ._ Gipsy 
Smith ends his little book with this. sen- 
tence, in italics: “ I thank God uyon every 
remembrance of your boys.”

among the last to leave, a witness of 
many scenes of cruelty and horror. The 
author says that his account is true, that 
he has invented nothing. He has told the 
whole story with the most delicate art, 
and has made Sister Clare, through all 
her adventures and miseries and all the 
awful tragedies which she witnessed, a 
very living and a very sweet and spiritual 
figure. The climax of the account comes 
at Rheims when, after having suffered’ 
peril of death and many dangers and 
indignities from the German soldiers and 
witnessed many atrocities, she listens to 
the voice in her heart, quells her repulsion 
and goes to nurse and minister to the 
wounded German prisoners.

THE A. E F.: With General Pershing and 
the American Forces. By Heywood 
ie New York: D. Applieton- % Co. 


CROSS the ocean just a little in front 
of the first ships of the American 
expeditionary. force went Heywood Broun. 
He saw the American soldiers-to-be land 
at the unnamed French port. He went 
with them to Paris when:on that July 
day last Summer the troops in khaki 
marched in a thin brown line through 
streaming, cheering French crowds of 
hundreds of thousands from the Invalides 
te the Tomb of Lafayette. He followed 
them to their camps in the Vosges Kills 
and watched their training, their daily 
life, their fraternization with their 
French neighbors. And finally he went 
with them to the front line trenches, where 
they had their first taste of real war and 
was with them when they returned, vet- 
erans now, to the rest camp. 

In his account of how both British and 
French officers trained the Americans he 
mentiong the special success of the British 
methods, in which there was the constant 
effort to arouse the competitive spirit, 
thus adding gnap to the work and develop- 
ing speed and efficiency. The British 
taught them also how to organize recrea- 
tion, and for this purpose utilized all man- 
ner of childish games and ludicrous play. 

Mr. Broun touches lightly upon a cer- 
tain jealousy of feeling that existed at the 
beginning between the officers of the reg- 
ular army and the reserve, but he says 
that it was well sweated.out of both of 
them in the hard work they did during the 
Summer. And there is a chapter about a 
regiment of railroad engineers in which 
one little story caps the climax of all the 
Many tales that have been told since the 
war started about the inability of the men 
of the new democratic armies to under- 
stand the necessity of certain formalities 
A private in this regiment 
was arguing with his Captain about the 


\ disposition of some material in a new 


camp, and he said, very earnestly: “You've 
got the wrong dope about that, Bill.” The 
officer glared at him and replied: “ I've 
told you before about this discipline busi- 
ness, Harry. Any time you want to kick 
about my orders you call me mister.” 

The American soldiers Mr. Broun thought 
to be lacking in fmagination, In the ability 
to visualize war conditions, to pretend in 
training and to feel that they were under- 
going the real thing, as compared with the 
French, and he believes that this lack is 
distinctly a handicap in their training. But 
he tells admiringly of the aptitude of the 
Americans in getting the hang of the 
mechanism of the machine guns and auto- 
matic rifles and in the quickness with 
which they learn to use them with accu- 
racy. There is a good deal about the part 
that music plays in the life of the soldier, 
and he makes it appear that the American 
Army needs a distinctive song to which it 
can march and with which it can cheer 
its life in camp.

No old laws and customs burden this 
America. Again and again M. Rodriguez 
emphasiges the fact that liberty in America 
amd im the countries of Europe is not the 
zame thing. ‘That there it means “a senti- 
ment of security rather than an element 
of ferce:” Theo European has known the 
heavy weight of the yoke and he seeks to 
be relieved of that weight, he wants the 
asyurance of peace and happiness so far 
as it may be secured through political 
rights.. The American threw off the yoke 
before it touched his neck. Liberty for him 
means self-assertion, the freedom to de- 
velop as he will, to fight as he will, to cre- 
ate for himself the life he wants—a life of 
action, of struggle. He wishes to be an 
individual in the sense that he mast not be 
hampered in the path he chooses, either 
by custom or law. At the same time he is 
less jealous of his personal liberty than the 
Frenchman. He will let himself be ruled 
as te his moral side, he will permit inter- 
ference in his personal conduct of Hfe to 
an extent impossible to the French people. 

This particular quality is dwelt on more 
strongly by Mr. Baldwin in his very inter- 
esting introduction than by the author of 
the book. The imposing upon the general 
mind of fanatical rules of right and wrong 
has survived Puritanism. An American 
subtiits to being told whether or not he 
may drink beer or wine, may play cards, 
may enjey outdoor sports on Sunday. Te 
the French mind there is something incon- 
eeiveble in such an attitude. Paternalism 
ta the law Goes not appeal to him. 

‘There are chapters on the American man 
and the American woman that will be read, 
as such chapters are, with the interest 
that outlanders’ judgments always arouse. 
And they are worth reading, for they put 
inte brief form portraits ef the two that 
are sympathetic without ceasing to be just, 
and that sum the salient characteristics 
which differentiate us, man and woman, 
from the European. 

The chapters dealing with the President, 
with the law, with ‘the internationalism of 
America, and with her army and the war 
are, of course, of a peculiar interest. They 
touch upon the very moment and reveal a 
conception of the highest duty to which we 
are gtving oursetves, and of our realiza- 
tion of this duty, that mrust inspire every 
American reader with fresh determination 
to fulfill the destiny ef this country as the 
individual will alone can fulfill it. 

A book like this will do more to make the 
French and American peoples understand 
and admire each other, realize what is 
govd in each, comprehend what is weak or 
bad, but not therefore incurable, and come 
closer together than even, it may be, the 
great fact that they are fighting side by 
side for the same future and the same 
ideals. Et is written with that clarity, that 
grace and distinction which are inherently 
French, and also with the justice that is a 
part of the cultivated French mind—its 
devotion to truth.

HE new edition of Miss Boardman’s 
book, which was first published in 
1915, is of pertinent and timety interest.

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GHOSTS OLD AND NEW 


GHOST story, to be effective, to 
come up to the essential require- 
ment of this kind of fiction, must 

be capable of exciting in the reader the 
feeling of horror—and the greater, the 
more haunting, the feeling of horror ex- 
cited, the more perfect the ghost story. 
But ghost stories, it appears, that en- 
joyed, when they were first written, a fine 
reputation for horror are apt to lose this 
quality with the course of time. Judging 
by the stories that they read and shivered 
over a century or so ago, our ancestors 
‘were much more easily moved by fear of 
the supernatural than their descendants of 
this generation. We doubt very much, for 
instance, whether any one today would 
be seriously moved, horrified, by ScoTtT’s 
“Tapestried Chamber,” the “ bloodcur- 
dling" romances of Mrs.- RADCLIFFE or 
CHARLES BROCKDEN BRowN, or the two or 
three stories dealing with the supernatural 
attempted by DicKENs. The fact is, popu- 
lar taste in ghosts—or, to put it. more 
broadly, in tales of horror—has changed. 
Twentieth-century flesh does not creep at 
nineteenth-century gruesomeness, an in- 
sensitiveness of contemporary nerves that 


seems abundantly proved by a perusal of* 


an excellent ghost anthology that has just 
been published by Dodd, Mead & Co. under 
the title “ Great. Ghost Stories’ and re- 


viewed elsewhere in this number of. THE | 


Book REVIEW. ~. The interesting point is 
that the stories comprised in this anthology 
“and they are admirably chosen, from 
considerations of historical and literary 
interest—no longer terrify. And the rea- 
son seems to be that their supernatural- 
ism is too crude, too antiquated to appeal 
to our present-day sophistication In such 
matters. The old-time ghosts, it seems, 
Do longer make us shudder. 


UT we have.not lost the power of shud- 
dering—and we still have tales of hor- 

ror capable of awakening this power. Only, 
the twentieth-century ghost story is a 
much more complex, subtle affair than its 
early Victorian prototype. This-is not to 
say that the element of horror has com- 
pletely disappeared from all ghost stories 
written more than thirty or forty years 
ago. EpGarR ALLAN Por is still a master in 
this art as he was in his own day—al- 
though his stories of horror are not quite 
so horrible as they once were. But they 
still appeal to us because their method is 
similar to the method employed in the best 
of the current tales of horror. They as- 
sume an air of realism, and are vigorously 
logical—or at least they appear to be so. 
An effective ghost story needs more than 
the conventional white-sheeted horror to 
hold our interest. This realism and ap- 
parent logic are vital factors, for ingtance, 
in Mrs. ATHERTON’s admirable collection of 
gruesome stories, “ The Bell in the Fog.” 
There are few tales of horror, indeed, more 
effective than “The Dead and the 
Countess ” and “ The Striding Place,” ap- 
pearing in_that collection, which was first 
published thirteen years ago. There is 
unabated horror, also, and of a kind that 
seems to carry the promise of a respectable 
longevity in fame, in Bram STOKER’s 
“ Dracula.” But the typical, completely 
developed twentieth-century ghost story is 
undoubtedly found in Mr. BLaCkKWwoop's 
.work. Such a tale as his “ The Man 
Whom the Trees Loved” is an unforget- 
able thing, a blending of beauty and 
subtle horror rare in fiction. And its vi- 
tality, impressiveness, is mainly due to 
the feeling aroused in the reader that, in 
@pite of its fantastic character, there may 


be truth in the tale after all. In his han- 
dling of the were-wolf theme, also, Mr. 
BLaCKwoop succeeds in conveying this im- 
pression of -possibility, if not of probabil- 
ity. He writes, indeed, out of a’ profound 
knowledge of mysticiam and. occultism— 
and whatever one may think of these cults 
as systems of philosophic belief, he at 
least proves that they furnish an ad- 
mirable equipment for the writer of ghost 
stories, an equipment that makes the old- 
time ghost story unconvincing and tenuous 
indeed. 
conceive and carry out successfully 
a literary hoax, and to listen for two 
years to “appreciative comment” from 
one critic after another, all of them im- 
pressed with your effusion written “ with 
tongue in cheek,” must make up, alto- 
gether, a very pleasing sort of experience. 
It is the sort of experience possible only 
for one gifted with cleverness, imagination, 
and audacity, and as the particular hoax 
that we have in mind has been pre- 
eminently successful, the man who perpe- 
trated it, Mr. WITTER BYNNER, must be 
congratulated on the possession of these 
qualities. And here is the way Mr. BYNNEB 
played his hoax. On Nov. 25, 1916, there 
was published, by MITCHELL KENNERLEY, & 
boek called “ Spectra: New Poems.” The 
authors of the book were given as 
“ Annie Knish ” and “ Emmanuel] Morgan.” 
The poems certainly were “new,” they 
launched, indeed, a “ new school ” of verse 
that was calculated to put Cubists, Futur- 
ists, Imagists, Vorticists quite to shame. 
And in this the new school of the “ Spec- 
trists " enjoyed an almost immediate suc- 
cess. Their book, “ Spectra: New Poems,” 
was not reviewed in THE NEw YorRK TIMEs 
Book REviEw, but elsewhere it was en- 
thusiastically greeted. Its new theory of 
verse was respectfully received as a note- 
worthy contribution to twentieth century 
metrical development. The philosophy of 
““ Spectrism ” was explained in the preface 
where we were told that “ the theme of a 
poem is to be regarded as a prism upon 
which the colorless white light of infinite 
existence falls and is broken into glowing, 
beautiful, and intelligible hues,” -that a 
poem is, as it were, an after-image of “ the 
poet’s initial vision,” that the “ overtones, 
adumbrations, or spectres, which for the 
poet haunt all objects both of the seen and 
the unseen world * * * should touch with 
a tremulous vibrancy of ultimate fact the 
reader’s sense of the immediate theme.” 
That is deliciously learned, of course, and one 
feels that it really must mean something. 
And now—to the great relief of everybody, 
it must be—the whole thing turns out to be 
a hoax, “ Spectrism,” is merely an inno- 
‘cent dig at Futurism, Cubism, and the 
rest. -‘“Emmanuel Morgan” is not 
“Emmanuel Morgan” but Mr. WITTER 
Bynwner, and “ Annie Knish ” is none other 
jthan Mr. ARTHUR Davison FICKE. Both 
} men are well known for verse that is as far 
from the Cubist or Spectric variety as pos- 
sible. 


N a Pittsburgh paper (Pittsbargh was 

chosen as the seat of “ Spectrism "’) 

Mr. BYNnNER tells why and how he launched 
the Spectric muse: ’ 


Imagists and Vorticists long had 
aroused my ire, and one day in Chicago 
I determined to form an ultra-modern 
school of poetry myself Just to show how 
easily it might be done. I was attend- 
ing a ormance of the Russian Bal- 
let in Chicago at the moment when the 
idea struck me. What should I call my 
new school? I looked down at my pro- 
gram and found it opened at “ Le Spec- 
tre de la Rose.”’ The word spectre 
struck me. Spectrists—that was a 

“ ve name. I adopted it 
forthwith. 


From Chicago I went to visit my 
friend Ficxe, and on the I for- 
mulated the principles upon which the 
new school was to be founded. FICKE 
received the idea with joy, and we went 
into “ Spectric” session. For three 
Weeks we did nothing but write “ Spec- 
tric’ poems and read them to each 
other, until Ficxe’s wife threatened to 
divorce him if he read her another. 

We even crea the careers of 
“Emmanuel Morgan” and “ Annie 
Knish.” “Mr. Morgan” was sup- 
posed to be an American painter who 
had studied in Paris but had not suc- 
ceeded. While in Paris he fell under 
the influence of REmMY~ DE GOURMONT, 
and turning from painting began writ- 
ing poetry. We made “ Miss Knish ” 
a Hungarian woman who had written 
a es for European journals and had 
published a volume of poems in Rus- 
sian under a Latin title. 

To add a little atmosphere to the two 
personalities, we detided to let it be 
known quietly that both were living in 
Pittsburgh. 

Mr. BYNNERB’s account of the immediate 
success of Spectrism is a delightful addi- 
tion to the story. More than once he was 
forced to review the work of “ Emmanuel 
Morgan,” and he found it anything but 
easy to keep up the two poetic personali- 
ties belonging to him. And now, he as- 
sures us, as a consequence of what he has 
done— 7

three years ago it was my privilege 
to review for these columns the 
excellent English translation of Dante’s 

“Commedia” madc by Henry Johnson. 

And now the anniversary, emphasized by 

the Pact of Rome of April 9, and an en- 

thusiastic desire on the part of the Amer- 
ican public to make memorable the 24th of 

May, has brought forth the first volume 

of another translation. 

One of the most interesting literary ex- 
pressions of the age is the continued vogue, 
if not popularity, of the poet Dante. An 
attempt to account for the phenomenon 
would leave us still unsatisfied; yet, it is 
a subject which persistently. hatnts lovers 
of Dante. Dante and his two best-known 
books seem to become more unfathomable 
with each successive generation of com- 
mentators. At the same time his theology 
and philosophy more and more are com- 
ing to~he recognized as universal and 
modern. Another element of sustained at- 
traction is his love story, whether regarded 
as platonic, sentimental, or merely a ro- 
mantic or philosophical creation. Possibly 
one element. of interest is due to the fact 
that alone, among great poets, Dante 
writes about himself—others have sought 
their most exalted themes among deeds and 
lives already famous. Moreover, his Tuscan 
opens a pleasant and rapid path to a 
knowledge of modefn Italian. Then there 
is the visual aspect—the fascination of that 
face “ painted on loneliness "—from Giotto 
to Gustave Doré—and the haunting appeal 
made by each successive reproduction of 
the Naples bust. Finally’ we have Dante 
im the movies. 

The material phases of Mr. Langdon’s 
work are worth mentioning. He presents 
his translation on pages facing the original 
text, and the whole is introduced by a run- 
ning comment, chiefly historical and bio- 
graphical, and rarely philological. This 
triune combination will certainly appeal to 
the beginner in Dante as well as to the 
beginner fn Italian. 

Let us take up the comment first. Its 
chief characteristics appear to be a con- 
ciseness of expression and the display of a 
comprehensive knowledge of what the best 
‘commentators have had to say on given 
points. The lack of argument, explana- 
tion, and excuse in arriving at conclusion 
or ultimate selection seems to me to be 
justified by a combination of sound scholar- 
ship and.common sense. Can Grande is 
tentatively identified as the Veltro, and 
Beatrice, whatever her symbolical signifi- 
cance, is, without question, identified as 
the Florentine _ girl; Beatrice Portinari. 
This is gratifying when it is remembered 
that Paget Toynbee and Edward Moore, 
to. mention only two of the more promi- 
ment, have discussed these themes through 
hundreds of pages. 

This said, however, we begin to part 
company with Mr. Langdon, first in re- 
gard to the Italian text employed, which 
is that of the Vandelli edition of 1914. A 
sounder one is that of Witte as revised by 
‘Toynbee. In seeking ‘to remedy the mis- 
takes of the early copyists, whose blunders 
found their way into the first printed edi- 
‘tions, the tendencies of modern etymolo- 
gists have been to make corrections in 
favor of modern Italian rather than to 
leave in the Tuscan what they did not un- 
derstand, particularly where the scribe’s 
error was not self-evident. This has led 
to some curious turns, particularly in punc- 
tuation; for, although in ‘either English or 
modern Italian one may modify a relative 
-~pronoun by-an- adjective phrase, Dante ab- 
solutely never did so.. Then, too, the dia- 
lect of the Florentine streets, in which 
Dante wrote, was prone to drop the final 
vowels of words, if not absolutely essen- 
tial to the meaning, so that a better 
euphony might be attained. These omis- 
sions are supplied with a neediess par- 
ticularity. in the case of the Vandelli edi- 
tion, to such an extent as even to destroy 
the harmony, if not the meter—as,-for ex- 
ample, where “tanto ” is substituted in the 
line, “ Tant’ era pien di sonno in su quel 
punto.” 

Now, as to Mr. Langdon’s translation. 
Sume of his ideas in regard to the trans- 
ference of thought from one language to 
qnother are sound; others can be.proved 
nut to be so. He writes in his preface:

Byron 
began _a brave effort in terza rima, which 
Dean Plumtre turned into a dismal failure 
eighty years later. Now, blank verse is 
just as indigenous to English letters as 
the terza rima is to Italian, as the Alex- 
andrine is to French. Lacking rhyme, it 
is less confining for the translator than 
is the couplet. 

The selection of blank verse, therefore, 
by. Mr. Langdon may be amply defended. 
Now, as to his words. Like Norton; he 
has. full faith in those of Anglo-Saxon 
rather than of Latin origin. He criti- 
cises Longfellow for having been led “ to 
draw too much upon the tempting: Latin 
element, which looks like Italian, and too 
little upon the stronger, homely Anglo- 
Saxon element.” One might as well make 
the same tion inst Shakespeare, 
‘who took what words suited hintowherever 
he found them, whether among cockneys 
or rustics, in various kinds of Latin, or in 
Norman French. One might just as well 
say that the “Song of the Old Sailor” 
would be an adequate substitute for the 
“ Rime of the Ancient Mariner.” 

And this faith in Anglo-Saxon and his 
patient effort to confine himself to it have 
evidently blunted our translator’s appre- 
ciation of the figures of speech, which are 
the life of poetry. His verses are literal; 
they leave nothing to the imagination. 
Take, for example, these six lines from 
the First Canto and compare them with 
Johnson’s: 

And even as he who, from the deep 

emerged 

with sorely troubled breath upon the 

shore, 

turns round, and gazes at the danger- 

ous water; 

evén so my mind, which still was flee- 

ing on, 

turned back to look again upon the pass 

which ne’er permitted any one_to live.

Besid the closing Hne in the Langdon 
example is certainly not the poet’s mean- 
ing: “Che non lascid giammai persona 
viva.” Again, when Dante, retreating 
from the three beasts, first encounters Vir- 
gil, it is as “the sight of one,” “who 
seemed, through long continued silence, 
weak.” 

The last word is “ fioco.” But what does 
the translator mean? Does he refer to 
Virgil’s appearance or to his voice? 
Silence does not necessarily produce the 
appearance of weakness, and Virgil has 
not yet shown whether his voice was weak 
or strong. Some translators overlooking 
the latter circumstance construe “ fico,” 
“ hoarse.” In either case, weak or hoarse, 
there is an apparent reference to the 
neglect of the Roman classic or the ‘Latin 
tongue by Dante’s contemporaries. 

On* the other hand, many instances 
might be quoted of a happy interpreta- 
tion on the part of the translator, or, at 
least, a happy selection from among form- 
er interpretations. Such an interpreta- 
tion is concerning the effect'on Dante of 
the words over the gate of Hell. “ Il senso 
lor m’é. duro,” he says to Virgil, which 
is rendered, “ their meaning troubles me.” 
This is correct, for although “duro” 
usually means “ hard,” here it obviously 
means “ disquieting.” Virgil proceeds not 
to explain, but to reassure. 

Mr. Langdon writes that his transla- 
tion-is the result of over twenty years’ 
work with large classes “ in Dante in Eng- 
lish ”: at Brown University. This proba- 
bly accounts for the excellence of his com- 
ment. He has now made ‘the way easy 
for these classes to reach Dante in Italian. 
‘Whether he has‘ achieved what he actually 
aimed at, to make his translation “in every 
possible way an improvement on its rivais 
old and new,” is another question. He 
hardly seems to have done so.

his ambition. His method of approach was 
mot what was expected of a Harvard man 
presumably armed with all the superiori- 
ties imputed to the training of that uni- 
versity. As a rule, the college recruit was 
‘fmpatient of restraint, and aimed at im- 
mediate recognition through a tour de 
ferce. As a consequence a vast amount of 
Blue pencil was consumed in breaking him 
in. But it was not so with Ripley Hitch- 
cock. Though his quiet manner was 
charged with confidence, he was not above 
seeking counsel of those who were familiar 
with the work, and he knew instinctively 
how to draw instructions from the sub- 
editors, as to length and treatment, with- 
out appearing helpless or being trouble- 
some. He was tireless in making sure of 
his facts, and attentive to relative values 
and terse statement; so that he at once 
achieved the knack of producing good 
“copy,” which is the first requisite in a 
newspaper office for advancement. 

That came to him with unusual prompt- 
ness, for he was favored both by his ef- 
fective style and by a sensational inci- 
dent. His first personal taste in subjects 
ran to art and the artistic nature. Wither 
he had quickly outgrown or had escaped 
altogether the usual subjection of yoang 
students to the external appeal of pictures, 
and already apprehended that it was spir- 
itual significance which set artistic values. 


So it was an agreeable step forward when. 


%e was asked to assist Clarence Cook, who 
had long been in charge of the art col- 
umns of the paper, and was as charming 
personally as he was brilliant and authori- 
tative as a critic. 

The two men got on famously, the 
younger, of course, having mostly to do 
with the news side of art. Though he was 
the gentlest of gentlemen, Cook’s pen 
could be racily sharp, and he was pleasura- 
bly at home in controversy. An art dis- 

te of high opportunity was brewing over 

meral di Cesnola and the “ collection ” 
he had dug, or assembled, while United 
States Consul in Cyprus.

and even disturbed the borders of religion. 
The Tribune had always been the exponent 
of free criticism, but this fight had un- 
pleasant features, and grew to be incon- 
venient to the editor, who concluded, final- 
ly, that as there was not an ounce of 
beauty in the whole archaic assortment, it 
‘was useless to wreck the peace of the town 
on such technical questions as whether, in 
assembling the statues, each head had been 
cemented to the right torso. On that de- 
cision Cook resigned as art editor and 
Hitchcock was advanced to fill the va- 
cancy. 

An immediate task requested of him was 
a two-column article on the Cesnola col- 
lection. As may easily be seen, the as- 
signment had its embarrassments, which 
he met in a way characteristic of his high 
sense of fairness and loyalty. Instead of 
beating about the bush, he went direct to 
Clarence Cook and sought his counsel, 
which was given in the friendliest spirit. 
Then he addressed ‘himself to the maze of 
facts, motives, and bruised feelings per- 
taining to the Cesnola gide.of the case, and 
out ef all the information produced an 
article which softened controversy and 
gave due value to the historic meaning to 
art of the rude refics that far antedated 
the glories of Greece. 

As a man with a full quiver of opinions, 
and a ready vein of expression, he was 
singularly free of the captious spirit. Near- 
ly forty years of intercourse gives me no 
recollection ef hearing from him a wound- 
ing eriticism or a cynical personal reflec- 
tion. In a judicial way he could be gen- 
erous with praise; and though inclined to 
be reticent over faulta, he never withheld 
an adverse view when challenged. In 
matters of opinion he appeared to be 
guided by a conviction that things calling 
for much censure were not worth while. 
In a recent letter he remarked, apropos 
of the distractions of modern life, that, 
nevertheless, “there is always time for 
the important things.” 

After ten years of journalism he began 
his real life work as literary adviser with 
the old and highly respected house of Ap- 
pleton. No other position in a great pub- 
lishing business is so interesting as that 
of the literary guide and spiritual artificer, 
or calls for so much moral devotion and 
thankless drudgery. Most authors think 
they are grateful for the things they, 
themselves, have overlooked, and for the 
grooming so patiently bestowed; but as a 
matter of fact their thoughts oftener re- 
vert ruefully to the prunings that have 
heen cast into the fire. One reason why 
an author’s first book is frequently so 
much better than the last is that at first 
he accepts any and all advice in his eager- 
ness to get a footing; but as he gains repu- 
tation he grows more lenient to his faults, 
and ends by echoing Touchstone’s com- 
Pplacency: “ A poor thing, but mine own.” 

Hitchcock’s extraordinary success with 
“David Harum” occurred in the eighth year 
of his work at the Appletons. Westcott’s 
manuscript had been declined by eight pub- 
lishers, of course on the advice of their 
literary steersmen, who did not happen to 
see a gem in the rough diamond, or who, 
possibly, shrank from the task of so much 
revision; also, it may have been thought 
by the business manager that the im- 
proved beok could aot possibly repay the 
necessary labor and expénse. But Hitch- 
cock had the visien to realize its worth. A 
simple transfer of the famous horse-trad- 
ing incident to the opening chapter of the 
nevel would impart a humoreus tone to 
the whole story if the manuscript were 
revised. Besides other revisions he lifted 
out many consecutive chapters in the mid- 
dle of the book on that line. The author 
was ill and had the mizfortune to expire 
six months before the book was issued. It 
sprang instantly into faver, 400,000 copies 
being sold within a year. The total sales 
have reached over a million copies, placing 
the book next to “ Uncle Tom's Cabin” 
among the best sellers. After the novel 
had won great vogue the editor and his 
wife arranged the story in the form of a 
play which was popular for a long season, 
and recently the book has been made into 
motion pictures. 

A close second to this “ best seller” was 
Stephen Crane's “ The Red Badge of Cour- 
age,”’ and many were the authors he helped 
te recognition amd fame. He modestly 
never cared to refer to the “ David 
Harum ” success. 

For the tast sixteen years of his life he 
was the adviser and also a director of Har- 
per & Brothers. In that crucial duty he was 
alert, judicial, and unsparing of time and 
strength. During about thirty-five years 
of editorial work he found time to write 
twenty-two books ef distinct value to art 
and-to Americana histery. Among his last 
works at Harpers is a“ Documentary Edi- 
tion ” of “ A History of the American Peo- 

{" by Weodrow Wilson. He was con- 
- . 





tinually writing on current topica, and 
giving help to public interesta, his clubs, 
and such influential bodies as the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters and the 
American” Social Science Association, in 
both of which he was Vice President. 


Though always open-minded and lively 


in his social hours, he was reticent as to 
his personal life. Only his very inthnates 
knew of the depth of his family devotion 
and of the warmth of his heart. In the 
rearing of his boys he tried to be the fa- 
vored companion as well as the devoted 
father, and only those parents whe have 
essayed the role can know how difficult it is 


to hold to the mood and purpose that win | 


. parental success. It was his great joy to 


see his sons rally to the colors, the elder 
going to France to fly for Liberty, and the 
younger in the officers’ training camp. A 
notable quality of his later years was @ 
mellowing toward the question of religious 
beliefs. Naturally liberal, and responsive 
to the spiritual appeal, he came to look on 
dogma as of small consequence compared 
to living in the spirit. When he was fol- 
lowed to his rest the chapel was crowded 
beyond the doors with appreciative friends, 
and the flowers and the music and the 
wonderful words of the epistle inspired that 
hope which is the triumph of Christian 
faith.

ITHIN 840 compact pages, the first 
issue of a special “ Who's Who ” for 
the musica] profession presents nearly 
6,000 short biographies after the manner 
of convenient boeks of its kind. A geo- 
graphical index shows that 60 per cent. 
of those listed are American. The com- 
parison for particular localities gives 
roughly, as representing ‘Boston, 300 
names, and Chicago 400, as against Paris 
225 and Berlin 450. There are 500 for 
London and an even 1,000 for New York. 
In round numbers the great cities cdntain 
half the world’s musicians, as Mr. Search- 
inger surveys them. 

In his efforts to make a first edition at 
once comprehensive and authentic the 
editor admits he has been confronted by 
many difficulties. First and foremost, the 
war has almost entirely precluded direct 
communication with those of his “ sub- 
jects ” residing in Continental Europe. For 
these he has drawn on the recent eighth 
edition of Riemann, the latest British and 
American issues of Grove, some volumes 
of “ The Art of Music,” edited by himself; 
the French “ Annuare des Artistes” and 
“Qui Est-I1?” Italian “Chi E,” German 
“ Wer Ist’s,” and Hess’s “ Musiker-Kalen- 
der,” London “ Miygical Directory,” Eng- 
lish “ Who’s Who” and “ Who’s Who in 
Music.” 

It must, as he remarks, be barne in 
mind that little has been published on 
music in Europe since the war, and that 
therefore the changes wrought by the 
great conflict have hardly been taken into 
account, especially as regards Germany, 
France, Italy, and Russia. The addresses 


given are in every. case the latest known. | 


It is not unlikely that many persons have 
now left their former domiciles, as have 
Paderewski and Ysaye, and some have 
given their lives in defense of their vari- 
ous countries. Such deaths as have been 
recorded in the press of the allied coun- 
tries have been duly noted, among them 
Safonoff, Cesar Cul, 
and Debussy. 

The great number of foreign artists at 
présent in the United States has to some 
extent compensated for the difficulty of 
transatlantic communication. This diffi- 
culty accounts for the preponderance of 
American subjects in the present edition. 
It is the profound hope of the editor that 
international amity may have been re- 
established before the next biennial edition 
is prepared, so that this temporary lack of 
preportion may be righted by the compil- 
ing of material in the various countries 
themselves. He adds a fervent wish that 
this work may do its small share in re- 
establishing mutual esteem and good will 
among the nations, a task in which the 
artists of the world are privileged to be 
the pioneers. 


For the rest, it may be seen at a glance 
that the volume is not on the order of 
press agents’ puffs. It plays ne favorites, 
accepts no stars. Caruso gets the same 
space in the text as a New York organist, 
W. C. Carl, while Geraldine Farrar and 
Galli-Curci have haif as many lines, re- 
spectively, as are allotted in adjacent type 
to Arthur Farwell and Walter C. Gale. In 
the sixty pages devoted to a musical ga- 
zetteer there are added lists of music 
schools, conservatories, opera houses, and 
orchestras of the world, choral societies, 
professional associations, concert man- 
agers, and music publishers of the United 
States. A few blank leaves previde for

a taste for matchmaking, the Police Com- 
missioner, Herkomer, some millionaires, 
and several gunmen. 

Mr. Roche tells his story well. He has 
the gift of making a tale seem plausible 
while he is narrating it, and a feeling for 
character which renders his people more 
interesting than the conventional puppets 
usually found in this particular kind of 
fiction. Conybear is a likable person who 
takes his medicine gamely, and the reader 
sympathizes with the perplexities of the 
Police Commissioner who wasn’t a detective 


genius, but as he himself ruefully admit- . 


ted “ only a policeman,” and entirely agrees 
with him in his opinion of Mrs. Willy 
Sinsabaugh, who certainly was “a dear.” 
Kidnapping, theft, murder, and a Wall 
Street panic are some of the incidents in 
a plot which it would be manifestly unfair 
to delineate more closely. In short, “ Ran- 
som! ” is an entertaining yarn. 


IMPRISONED FREEMAN 


THE IMPRISONED FREEMAN. By Helen 
S.. Woodruff. George Sully & Co. $135 
At the present time when the word 
“atrocity ’ seems incomplete without the 
prefix “ German,” it is well to be re- 
minded that in our own land and under 
the. aegis of our laws atrocities are perpe- 
trated which cry to Heaven. In “ The 
Imprisoned Freeman” Mrs. Woodruff 
does not. hesitate to reveal the injustice 
and the torture often inflicted here and 
now, under the institutions of which we 
are so proud. She tells a dramatic and a 
tragic story, dedicating it to three friends 
whose work aided her in the presentation 
she has given, among them Honorable 
Thomas Mott Osborne, “the ‘man with a 
vision,’ who inspired it.” In spite of the 
gubject of the novel it has its optimistic 
gide. One cannot say that it ends in sun- 
ghine, but at least it holds a rainbow of 
hope. The plot is interesting, the story 
is told with graphic power, the charac- 
ters are very human and the thesis is set 
forth with equal sincerity and courage. 


BEAR CAT

As its name.indicates, “ When ‘ Bear 
Cat’ Went Dry” is a temperance novel. 
Its hero, Turner Stacy, familiarly known 
as “Bear Cat,” having become con- 
yinced that the manufacture of illicit 
whisky is a most nefarious occupation, 
proceeds to do away with it by the sim- 
ple if somewhat drastic method of smash- 
img every hidden still he can find. This 
Carrie Nation-like behavior wins for him 
a number of friends and of enemies; he 
is obliged to do quite a good bit of 
fighting, and has more than one narrow 
escape from a violent and untimely death. 
But, of course, he triumphs over all his 
enemies and becomes the uncrowned king 
of the mountains, whereupon the heroine, 
Blossom Fulkerson, discovers that she 
really loved him all the time, and the 
book concludes with a promise of much- 
needed schools as well as a railrvad.

In his new volume Mr. Bell returns to 
Scotland, giving us a rather amusing series 
of sketches of life in a little place called 
Kirkside, as seen by the grocer’s boy. The 
time is the present, and the war has made 
things difficult for the patriotic Mr. Clark, 
the owner of the grocery. Shop assistants, 
for instance, are almost as difficult to find 
as maid servants, and the gossip in Kirk- 
side declares that the ladies are in the habit 
of stealing out after dark with masks on 
their faces, trying to kidnap each other’s 
servants. One of the book’s most promi- 
nent characters is Jessic, a “ house table- 
general,’’ who holds the record in the way 
of changing places. 

Johnny Pryde is his own spokesman. He 
ig ap energetic young person, and the ac- 





count of how he saved the lives of a num- 
ber of kittens, and by so doing provided 
“a treat” for the wounded soldiers, is 
quite entertaining. For Johnny was .no 
shirker, and he wanted to do what he 
could, even though the opportunities open 
to a 16-year-old grocer’s boy were not 
many.

ON TWO FRONTIERS 


ON TWO FRONTIERS. By George T. Buf- 
fum.

There is a quaint charm about these 
stories by Mr. Buffum. They remind one 
of the tales told by wandering troubadours 
in olden times, often without plot—frag- 
ments revealing an illuminating portion 
of life. Half the book deals with the 
frontier of South Africa, the other half 
with our own West of fifty years ago. 

“The Low-Burned Candle” tells how 
the carelessness of a maid separates two 
lovers, and how the Boer war brought 
about a reconciliation. ‘“‘ Kaluwo’s Un- 
cut Diamond ” is a story of the diamond 
mines. ‘ The Coveted Labola” relates 
a native love story of the veldt. “ On the 
Kalahari” pictures the white man’s fight 
with the desert, and “ Khami,” the last 
of the African tales, is a sketch of the 
white missionary’s influence over a black 
man. 

The Western part of the book is more 
commonplace. It is the “ Wild and Woolly 
West " at its wildest and woolliest, and is 
likely to bring back recollections of that 
Play of sainted memory, “ Ten Nights in 
a Barroom.” The characters Mr. Buffum 
draws here are less interesting than those 
of the more distant land, and our author’s 
quaint charm is not so apparent.

THE WAR AND PROBLEMS 
OF A WORLD PEACE 


( Continued from Page 241 ) 
sideration by any of the allied spokesmen. 
But his survey of the difficulties that will 
have to be solved by the Peace Conference 
is weli worth reading, for it will bring to 
many people a clearer realization not only 
of those difficulties but of the fundamental 
necessity of keeping the spirit of impertal- 
ism out of that conference. On this point 
he feels as deeply as does Mr. Wells, and 
views the question with more of calmness, 
breadth, and philosophic spirit. 

One does not, indeed, get down to the 
core of Mr. Weyl’s book until these later 
chapters. Then his plea is strong and clear 
for America to begin already to establish 
her leadership of the democratic forces 
of the world in this country among the 
nations of the Entente Alliance, and even 
among the cowed subjects of the Kaiser, 
and by marshaling these together insure 
that the settlement of the war is made on 
lines that will provide international amity 
and democratic conditions everywhere. 
The final chapter deals with the danger of 
the development of an imperialistic sentj- 
ment in America, either financial or po- 
litical, or both combined, and studies the 
means by which this can be prevented. 
He thinks that the flow of financial profits 
should be so regulated as to deflect an 
undue amount from speeial groups and so 
prevent the formation of financial and 
social sections powerful enough to sway 
the country. It is a thoughtful and 
calmly phrased chapter, well worth the 
attention of every one who desires the 
welfare af the country. 

Throughout his treatise Professor Jas- 
trow emphasizes constantly the moral issue 
involved In the war and insists that the 





game moral issue must be observed in the 


peace settlement and that the problems of 
peace must be settled with strict regard 
to its demands. Thé greater part of his 
book is devoted to a consideration of the 
war as a moral issue, as “ a determination 
to strike at the root of the evil whith has 
produced the present calamitous condi- 
tion of the world.” The moral issue to 
be won is the complete crushing and de- 
stroying, not of a people, but of a system 
that represents an evil force, a system | 
that backs up its national policies and 
egregious ambitions with force and in- 
trigue. Thus the war, Professor Jastrow 
says, “has become a crusade for saving 
the world from the domination of force.” 

The author’s discussion of this thesis, 
the war as a moral issue in the develop- 
ment of civilization, is scholarly in the 
range of its historical scrutiny, which 
shows how all such attempts in the past 
have met, sooner or later, with disaster, 
calm and judicial in its spirit, and marked 
by a notable clarity and simplicity of 
statement. Underneath it all is the con- 
viction that moral law does finally govern 
mankind, and that the spirit of man is 
the greatest of all the forces which he 
has it in his power to exert. He describes 
the various factors in the evolution of 
modern Germany which have brought 
about the will to war in both Government 
and people, although he insists that the 
latter must be dissociated from the form- 
er in all consideration of peace terms, be- 
cause the people are susceptible of reform, 
while the Government is not. And he de- 
clares that they must be reformed before 
that most urgent moral issue can be won 
and the war made worth tie fighting. If 
such help cannot be given to the liberal 
element in Germany as will enable it to 
sweep the pernicious system of autocracy 
and militarism out of existence, then the 
presént ruling powers of Germany must 
be brought to their merited doom by de- 
cisive military defeat. 

There must be no inconclusive peace, he 
thinks, because to conclude such a peace 
would be to lose the moral issue, and un- 
til that issue is won the world can have 
no real peace. There must be a new po- 
litical education of the people of Ger- 
many that will align them with the demo- 
cratic nations, and these nations, meeting 
together in some sort of organization, can 
then provide tribunals of arbitration, dis- 
armament, and some kind of interna- 
tional league or parliament. Emphati- 
cally Professor Jastrow sets forth the con- 
clusion that military victories alone must 
not be considered a basis for peace, but 
that its sole foundation must be the win- 
ning of the moral issue involved. It is 
his conviction also that the terms of 
peace must be settled, not by diplomats 
representing Governments, but by repre- 
sentatives from all classes of the people. 

Mr. Dawson has been for many years @ 
student of German life, language, liter 
ature, and, especially, of the evolution of 
modern Germany, industrial and social. 
Upon the various phases of this last sub- 
ject he has written much, and therefore 
it is to be supposed that whatever he says 
about the German character and Govern- 
ment at the present time comes from inti- 
mate knowledge and long association. His 
book will be found to be a well-informed 
discussion of many of the various problems 
which will have to be met and solved be- 
fore the world can adjust itself to the con- 
ditions the end of the war will bring. 
Among these problems are those dealing 
with the Southern Slavs, the German col- 
onies, the people of Poland, Austria- 
Hungary, Alsace-Lorraine, and the princi- 
ple of reparations. It is quite possible 
that some at least of these problems will 
have settled themselves by the time the 
war ends, that indeed such self-settlement 
will hasten the end of the war, and it 
seems a waste of energy to devote so much 
attention to them when the rushing 
stream of events so changes ‘Conditions 
and outlook from day to day. In the face 
of the bewildering changes the war has 
already brought about and of those that 
any day may bring forth, the same thing 
seems true of Mr. Dawson's speculations 
upon how the people of Germany might 
consider the insistence of the “ Atlantic 
Allies "—as Mr. Wells happily, but not 
quite accurately, mames the enormous- 
aggregation that is opposed to Central 
Europe—upon a change of Government in 
that country. 

One finds cropping out repeatedly 
throughout the book convictions and un- 
conscious viewpoints reflecting a British 
conservatism of the kind that incites H. 

And some 
of these convictions are not of a sort to 
inspire confidence in his understanding of 
the present temper of the majority of the 
rest of the world. But it is to be noted 
that, conservative though he is, Mr. Daw- 
son also, in company with Mr. Wells, Mr. 
Weyl, and Professor Jastrow, insists that 
the organization of the nations for peace 
must be based on democratic foundations 
and made truly representative of the peo- 
ple instead of representative of rulers and 
ruling classes. He has a word to say also 
in favor of the democratizing ef Englands 
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constantly thinks, and to whem he wriles 
long, gay, tender letters very frequently, 
and his loyalty to his pilot, who, although 
he is hig “ boss” and his social superior, 
is called By no more respectful title than 
“Old Charlies.” He is vain, and sweet, 
and level-headed, and funny, irrepressible, 
and thoroughly lovable.

Uniting the Labor Army ona Single War Front 


Felix Frankfurter, New Generalissimo of Five Government Employing Divisions, Discusses 
Powers and Purposes of His Bureau in Ending Wasteful Disunion 


ISUNITY of command, in extreme 
degree, has thus far marked one 
important American battleline. 
There are five divisions in this 

line, and each has had a separate com- 
mander, with no superior officer to direct 
all the forces for the defeat of Germany; 
not only this, but one division has induced 
recruits to desert another and come to it, 
and often the division that lost the men 
was the one that needed them most. 

The battleline is that of labor in war 
industries, and the five divisions are the 
War Department, the Navy Department, 
the Shipping Board; the Railroad Admin- 
istration, and the Department of Agri- 
culture in their character of employers 
or directors of labor. 

England went through a similar ex- 
perience, until Lloyd George said there 
should be one labor front, just as there 
is now one battle front. The first condi- 
tiori of unification was the appointment 
of one commander over all, and the office 
of Labor Administrator was created. Now 
the United States has taken the same 
step, with the appointment of Felix 
Frankfurter of Harvard University as 
Adminictrator of War Labor Activities. 

Mr. Frankfurter, in his new office, will 
preside over the Policies Board of the 
War Labor Administration, in which 
will be represented the War Department, 
Navy Department, Shipping Board, War 
Industries Board, Railroad Administra- 


tion, Department of Agriculture, and the 
War Labor Board. No authority is con- 
ferred on the Labor Administrator by 
statute, and the sources of control illus- 
trate how, to meet imperative war needs, 
new ways are improvised to reach a de- 
sired end. There will be two main con- 
trols, and instead 
of being derived 
directly from alaw, 
they are derived 
from the authority 
resting in the mem- 
bers of the Policies 
Board. 

“ Our first step,” 


jsaid the new Labor 


Administrator in 
Washington the 
other day, “ will be 
to find out what 
the labor needs are. 
We will find out 
from each depart- 
ment what its labor 
requirements are.

redistribution of labor as may be re- 
quired to satisfy requirements which all 
of us recognize to be of the first im- 
portance. . 

“Nothing that will unnecessarily dis- 
turb the business of the country is con- 
templated, but the industries essential 
to the winning of 
the war are to have 
precedence. The 
great majority of 
the manufacturers 
will conform, out 
of patriotism, to 
any readjustments 
that must be made; 
the comparatively 
few persons who 
should attempt to 
employ \men_ ad- 
versely to the main 
object of winning 
the war may be 
dealt with through 
the War Industries 
Board. . 

“For instance, 
suppose a private 
industry, nonessen- 
tial to the conduct 
of the war, offers 
men higher wages 
than those paid by 
the war industries, 
then the War In- 
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dustries Board can intervene by shut- 
ting off the supply of materials to that 
manufacturer. 

“ Business is a delicate mechanism and 
the situation must be handled with a full 
sense of the complexity of the problem’ 
It is difficult to determine what are non- 
essential war industries, but the prime 
consideration to which everything else 
must yield is that industries essential to 
the production of war materials and those 
instruments necessary to carry it must 
be satisfied at all costs. 

“ Hitherto each of the Government de- 
partments represented has had an. in- 
dustrial service bureau independent of 
the other. That has created, out of pa- 
triotic purposes, a good deal of conflict, 
confusion, and waste. They bid against 
one another, inducing workmen to leave 
one job for another. Now on the. Poli- 
cies Board of our organization each in- 
terest is to be represented in a single 
body. 

- Hitherto each department has decided 
the wages governing on its contracts, but 
in a sense it decided for the ; that 
is, its decisions affected all the others. 
Now, through the Policies Board all will 
participate in determining a common 
factor. Before a wage change is made 
all the. Government departments inter- 
ested will share in the responsibility of

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ONE YEAR OF HOOVER’S CONTROL: 
FOOD ENOUGH FOR ALL ALLIES 


Taking a Chance on His Faith in Nation’¢ Loyalty, the Administrator Has Succeeded 
in Using Volunteer Spirit to Assure Supplies for Democracy’s Hosts 


Below is the record of a careful inquiry 
to determine just what has been accom- 
plished in one year of Food Control by 
the United States Government. 

The vital result is that the Allies in 
Burepa are assured of enough food to 

until the next harvest, 
while this country is equally sure of ade- 
quate supplies. But the American Nation 
must continue the same economies and 
sacrifices which it has undertaken suc- 
cessfully in the first year of war. 


LONG the. allied battlefront and 
throughout the allied nations 
American food is now being dis- 
tributed in greater quantities than 

ever before. But for the food this battle- 
front and these nations would not have 
the strength to stand up and fight. Fifty 
per cent. of the food for the Allies must 
now be sent from North America. 

In an office at Washington, as plain 
with its beaver board wall covering as 
that of the Superintendent of some third- 
class mining camp, there sits from 8:30 
A. M. to 7:30 P. M. daily the man who is 
chiefly responsible for this flow of food 
to the Allies. He has, in a true sense, 
become Food Administrator for the Allies 
‘as well as Food Administrator of the 
United States, though Herbert Hoover 
would be the first to disclaim that dis- 
tinction; but in support of it might be 
cited the fact that with him the needs of 
the Allies come first, as due them for 
what they have borne and are bearing; 
next come the food needs of the United 
States. Both must be satisfied. 

How have they been satisfied? What 
has been accomplished? Every American 
has contributed to the results, though 
what these are has been subordinated to 
the campaign for food saving. It is a 
fitting time to ask the question, for it is 
just a year since Mr. Hoover took charge 
of food conservation, though the law 
creating him Food Administrator was 
not passed until later. 

Take wheat: Owing to the shortage of 
last year’s crop we had searcely 20,000,- 
000 bushels above our normal consump- 
tion and seed requirements. Practically 
all this had been shipped by Christmas. 
Then, in January, came the British Food 
Commissioner’s urgent call for 75,000,- 
000 bushels before the new crop, if the 
Allies were to have food enough to carry 
on the war. In response to that call, the 
American people saved 50,000,000 bush- 
els out of their normal consumption; it 
was shipped to Europe, and the war 
goes on! 

For the last four weeks wheat con- 
sumption im this country has been 40 
per cent. below normal. Whole com- 
munities have “sworn off” from wheat, 
for the pressure of the Allies’ needs is 
now at its highest. In the list are many 
churches and lodges; at the top is an 
entire State, Texas. From July 1, 1917, 
to March 31, 1918, America has exported 
to her allies 80,000,000 bushels of wheat 
and flour, or 124 per cent. of the amount 
available for export on July 1, while a 
year ago, during the same period, we ex- 
porfed to the Allies only 51 per cent. of 
thr/ amount available for export. 

There is another side, in what has 
been accomplished in wheat price stabili- 
zation. In the face of the wheat short- 
age this is what has been brought about: 
In May of last year the difference be- 
tween what the farmer got for his wheat 
and the wholesale price of flour was 
equivalent to $5.68 a barrel; in early 
May of this year the difference amounted 
to 64 cents. In May, 1917, the wholesale 
price of flour at Minneapolis was $16.75; 
it was predicted that it would go to $20 
a barrel and higher; in early May of this 


_cent. larger, of - 


year the price of flour was $9.80 a bar- 
rel, a decrease of 41 per cent. 

Exports of rye and rye flour from the 
beginning of the fiscal year, July 1, 1917, 
through March, 1918, were 32 per cent. 
larger than last year; of barley 55 per 

oats and oatmeal 34 cents — 
larger. 

Before we entered the war we were 
exporting to the Allies 50,000,000 pounds 
of pork a month. There was even at 
that time the menace of a hog shortage. 
When we entered the war the high -prices 
offered by the Allies had increased our 
exports of pork to 125,000,000 pounds a 
month. A severe cut in our reserve sup- 
plies was the result. In 1917, a month 
before the .conservation program went 
into effect, the export of pork had fallen 
to 70,000,000 pounds .a month. In March 
of this year the amount of pork exported 
to the Allies amounted to 308,000,000 
pounds, more than 
six times the nor 
mal and 50 per 
cent. greater than 
any previous month 
in the last seven 
years. There is 
addition 1,100,000,- 

000 pounds of pork 
and pork products 
in storaze. This is 
what “porkless 
days” have done. 

Our average 
monthly production 
of hog products is 
750,000,600 pounds. 

Before the war 
our average month- 
ly experts of beef 
to the countries of 
the Allies were less 
than 1,000,000 | 
pounds. During the 
last two years we 
have averaged 
about 22,000,000 
pounds a month. 

In January the: 
Abies called on us 
for 


larger than any 
previous month in 
seven years and 
more than twice 
as great as the 
highest amount ex- 
ported in any 
month in the four . 
years before 1915. Our cattle have not 
inereased since the war, and these in- 
creased drafts to the Allies have been 
provided by reducing our own con- 
sumption. It is a result of meatless days. 

The production of beef in the United 
States is about 650,000,000 pounds a 
month. 

Our annual saving on sugar is expected 
to foot up 400,000 tons. A year ago the 
wholesale price of refined sugar was 8.33 
cents a pound; in April, 1918, with sugar 
much more scarce, it was 7.3 cents a 
pound, a decrease of 12 per cent. In the 
same period the margin between the price 
of raw and refined sugar was reduced 
from 2.12 cents a pound to 1.3 cents. A 
reduction of one cent a pound means a 
saving to the people of the United States 
of $16,000,000, measured by annual con- 
sumption. As to general price changes 
sinee the Food Administration has been 


in charge, the index number of producers’ 
prices for March, 1918, shows an increase 
of 27 per cent. over August, 1917, while 
the index number of consumers’ prices 
decreased 13 per cent. Wheat is the only 
commodity the price of which the Food 


other commodities the prices may be 
reached indirectly only through regula- 
tion of profits. By far the greater part 
of the reductions have been through 
volunteer agreements—about 90 per 
cent., it is estimated. 

That, briefly, shows what has been 
done in food conservation. How has it 
been done? 

Mr. Hoover can’t tell; neither can any 
of his aids, for there is something to be 
accounted for that does not get into rec- 
ords. A European Food Administrator 
could give full explanation, out of rec- 
ords, for he has a stringent system, 

through food cards, 
which reaches 
every consumer. It 
is. an explanation. 
that concerns disci- 
pline, but what dis- 
cipline has reached 
the millions here 
who have observed 
the wheatless days 
and the meatless 
days? 

One of Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s aids in try- 
ing to explain fell 
back on a story.

men of large wealth, but persons who 
have resigned their positions to come to 
Washington for work with the Food Ad- 
ministration; in the national organiza- 
tion there are more than 4,000 who work 
for nothing and pay their own expenses. 
Others, it is added, merely accept what it 
costs to live in Washington. They have 
forgotten about the connection of money 
with work. . 

These volunteers, deubeteig their inspi- 
ration from Mr. Hoover, who in- the be- 
ginning made the stipulation that he re- 
ceive no pay for his services, carry this 
spirit to Omaha and Memphis and other 
towns. Producers’ organizations receive 
them with frowns, and, in the end, ting- 
ling somehow with a new feeling about 
the war, wonder what has struck them. 
This is a sample, related by a Hoover aid 
in Washington: 

“One of our men went out to confer 
with a hog producers’ association in the 
Middle West. They were up in arms and 
had protested against any interference 
with the price. They wanted more 
money instead of less; the time had come 
for a clean-up, and they demanded the 
right to make the clean-up. That issue, 
soon after our representative began to 
state the situation as it actually was, 
dropped out of sight, and the really im- 
portant issue came to the fore. The 
meeting ended with a resolution in which 
the members of the hog association 
pledged themselves not to kill another 
hog for family use or eat another piece 
of pork until the Food Administration 
asked them to.” 

Other volunteers in other sections had 
experiences as remarkable. 

The third step was the preparation and 
distribution of written propaganda for 
food conservation. The volunteers believe 
wholly in their work; they consider it 
a rare privilege to b> a member of Mr. 
Hoover’s organization. Whatever they 
prepare, therefore, has the impulse, the 
emotional drive, of deep conviction. They 
are well posted on the restrictions which 
the Food Admin‘stration has through 
the license control of wholesalers, . but 
their purpose is to arouse ‘the volunteer 
spirit in the consumer ard to set it 
eagerly to work. So that even in prepar- 
ing a new placard they strive to evoke 
the ideal of democracy and of service 
without compulsion. 

Ore of them, a college professor, - 
pointed to a recent utterance of Mr. 
Hoover on “ The Motive of Service ”: 

“ Aside from the prime necessity of 
protecting our independence and our irsti- 
tutions, there is but one possible benefit 
from the war, and that is the stimulation 
ef self-sacrifice in the people, the lifting 


of its ideals, ard the diversion from its

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NEW YORK CLUBMEN IN WAR SERVICE 


Although Most Members Are Above Military Age, Rosters of Organizations Show How 
Loyally the Call to Military and Civilian Service Has Been Answered 


OST of the clubmen in New York 
M City are not obliged to enter the 
army or the navy or to serve 
their country otherwise in the 
war, because they are well over military 
age. Even in the clubs of the various 
universities, to which many young men 
belong, there are more men over 30 than 
under, while in some of the other clubs 
with long waiting lists, the number of 
men who would be subject to the draft 
is so small as to be practically neg- 
ligible. 

These older club members, who do not 
have to enter the service, are responding 
to their country’s call in numbers which 
offer a significant rebuke to the -false 
pronouncement of the soap-box pacifist 
that “ rich men make wars and poor men 
fight them.” That stock-in-trade “ argu- 
ment” of a certain type of anti-war 


erator was exposed in all its absurdity _ 


in England in 1914, when the young men 
of the British nobility enlisted by thou- 
sands before conscription was even seri- 
ously discussed. How ridiculous it is 
here a glance at the roster of the well- 
known New York clubs makes plain. 
Here are rich men, established in im- 
portant businesses, accustomed to luxury, 
most of them over the age of military 
service and therefore untouched by the 
conscription law. We have no nobility in 
this country, and we do not very often 
use the word “aristocratic”; but these 
men are members of social organizations 
which we call “ exclusive,” and which, it 
ix not too much to say, represent the 


nearest approach to the. aristocratic in - 


our society. And these men are answer- 
ing the call of the war. 

The Knickerbocker Club is probably 
the most “ exclusive ” ofall these organ- 
izations; that is, it is the club most per- 
sons think of first’ when that objective is 
used. It is a small club-and an old one. 
Parents have their sons’ names put on 
the waiting list at birth, and sometimes 
they are middle-aged men before va- 
vancies make it possible for them to 
veach the goal of membership. That is 
why the number of men of military age 
in the Knickerbocker Club is so small as 
searcely to be worth counting. The 
minimum age limit of membership is now 
23 years, but not many men become mem- 
bers, as a matter of fact, before they 
are 30. 

Of the votal membership of the Knick- 
erbecker Club more than 30 per cent. are 
in active service with the army or the 
navy and more than 10 per cent. more are 
working with organizations such as the 
Y. M. C. A. or the Red Cross abroad. 
With a membership of a little more than 
600, the service fiag of the club flies 
227 stars for men in active military serv- 
ice. - These are all volunteers. Every 
young man who was able to fight en- 
listed; older men are serving on Govern- 
ment boards, Liberty Loan committees, 
or in some other branches of war work. 

“ With the exception of a very few old 
men who are literally too old to do any- 
thing, practically the whole club is en- 
gaged in war work,” said a prominent 
member recently. “One banker, for ex- 
ample, worked for the Government from 
8 in the morning until 1 or 2 o’clock at 
night every-day during the last Liberty 
Lean campaign. That was the thing he 
could do best. That is the way our older 
members are serving their country.”. 

Men from the Knickerbocker Club are 
still joining the Red Cross and Y. M. C. 
A. for war work, so that the figure of 
“more than 40 per cent.” in active or 
noncombatant service is likely to be ap- 
preciably increased. Four members of 
the club have been killed in action. 

For membership in the St. Nicholas 
Club, one of the qualifications is descent 
from ancestors who lived in one of the 
“ thirteen original Colonies ” before 1776.

Of the Union Club, with 1,600 mem- 
bers, 285 are in active service in the 
Army, Navy, Aviation, or Marine Corps. 
All the younger members who are phys- 
ically fit for service are reported as 
being with the colors. Between fifty and 
seventy-five men who are over military 


- age are in noncombatant service, such as 


the Young Men’s Christian Association. 
Many men over thirty are also included 
in the active service list. The Union Club 
is the oldest in the city, having been 
founded in 1836. 

More than 25 per cent. of the members 
of the Racquet and Tennis Club are in 
active service. Of the club membership 
of approximately 1,500 men, over 400 
are with the army or. navy or other 
branch of the fighting service: of the 
United States or her allies; about three- 
fourths of this number are in the army.

The 
Yacht Club membership is about 2,300; 
the approximate proportion of members 
in the service is therefore 40 per cent. 
Of the membership that was civilian be- 
fore the war between 20 and 25 per cent. 
are now with the colors. Very few mem- 
bers of the Yacht Club are of military 
age, and the men in the service are vol- 
unteers.

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Work has also been done by the Prince- 
ton Club in connection with the War 
Work Council of the Y. M. C. A. In en- 
listing men over military age as athletic 
directors to work with the army over- 
seas, a college committee was organized, 
of which William H. Edwards—who is 
much better known as “Big Bill ”—is 
Secretary and Walter C. Booth, another 
old star on the Princeton football team, a 
member.

simple model of the owl itself in clay. 
The two are all the work which at the 
time of Stanford White’s death Mr. 
O’Connor had done toward a design for 
the tomb of James Gordon Bennett. 

Mr. Bennett had commissioned Stan- 
ford White to design his tomb, and had 
Mr. White 
had called in Mr. O’Connor, who was 
working with him at the time, to make 
the model for the owl, and the work had 
zot well under way. But when in June, 
1906, Stanford White was killed, Mr. 
Bennett let the whole project of the owl 
tomb drop. 

The enormous owl was to be not only 
James Gordon Bennett’s monument but 
literally his tomb. It was to stand on 
the Bennett land in Washington Heights, 
a gigantic statue 200 feet high, of which 
about seventy-five feet was to be the 
height of the pedestal. As Mr. Bennett 
explained his idea to Mr. White, the owl 
was to be hollow, and was to contain his 
sarcophagus. Two steel chains were to 
be hung from the top of the owl’s head, 
and midway in the monument Mr. Ben- 
nett’s coffin was to be suspended. 

Through the interior of the tomb a 
circular staircase was to ascend from 
the bottom of the pedestal, around the 
coffin and the great iron chains, up te 
the eyes of the owl, which were to be

City. ‘The monument was to be open to 
the public. The (material was to be 
giazed granite. The high ground\ on 
which it was to stand would have formed 
a suitable vantage point. 

It was only a short time before Mr. 
White’s death that Mr. Bennett gave him 
the commission. Like Sarah Bernhardt’s 
in Pére la Chaise, Mr. Bennett’s tomb 
was to be finished and set up at once, to 
be a monument to him and an arresting 
feature of the city’s “scene” while he 
was still living. 
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HE chaos which is Russia may be 
visualized by a glance at this map. 
The area to the left of the heavy 
black line represents the portions of the 
old Russian Empire occupied by the Ger- 
mans.

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Camouflage Now a Regimental Essential 


Men and Women Learning Art of Deception from Lieut. Towle, Who Tells Them 
How to Give Low Visibility to Telephone Poles and Other Things 


to the engineering department 

of the United States Army to stop 

enlisting men as camoufleurs in 
a special camodflage division ends a 
chapter in military camouflage in Amer- 
‘ica. A little more than a year ago it was 
doubtful whether or not the army yould 
have any great use for camoufleurs in 
the forces abroad. By the recent decree 
military camouflage is made an essential 
in every regiment, like engineering, 
trench digging; map making, road build- 
ing, and sharpshooting. There are now, 
according to military camoufleurs in New 
York City, about 500 expert camoufleurs 
abroad with the Pershing forces. The 
new order makes it necessary for each 
regiment in every training camp on this 
side to have at least sixteen camoufleurs 
to train other men in the new. art of 
camouflage. Whence will these new 
camoufleurs come? Who is to make them 
proficient, when even the best-trained 
“old” military and naval men admit 
ignorance? 

Until the airplane came in the cavalry 
was the scouting arm of the army. Now 
a large part of the cavalry of the United 
States Army has been dismounted and 
put to machine guns. The airman is the 
scout. This was the chief factor in rais-, 
ing camouflage te its present rank of im- 
portance. A mounted scout could scarce- 
ly be deceived by artificial camouflage. 
Now the scout passing at heights of 
about fifteen hundred feet cannot tell 
whether the camouflage, if clever, is ar- 
tificial. His kodak, however, is not so 
easy to fool. It will record many things 
which escape the eye. 

For that reason lights and shades, de- 
pressions and knolls in the terrain, and 
shadows have to be carefully studied by 
the military camoufleur. That makes it 
necessary for him to know shade and 
tone values as they register on the eye 
of the birdman and on the camera lens. 

Under the imstruction of Lieutenant H. 
Ledyard Towle of the 7ist Infantry is the 
New York Division of Military Camou- 
flage, in which the men belong to the 
new national army and wear the uniform 
and insignia of the engineers, and on the 
sléeve the’ letters, “M. C.”—Military 
Camoufleur. They include landscape gar- 
deners, artists, miniature painters, por- 
trait painters, photographers, woodwork- 
ers, mural decorators, draftsmen, and 
engineers. It is probable that these men 
will be used to instruct the various regi- 
ments in military camouflage. 

An observer need only follow these 
camoufleurs to the sixty-acre tract which 
the City of Yonkers donated to Lieuten- 
ant Towle for camouflage work, or into 
their great classroom in New York City, 
to get an idea of the chief methods of 
teaching the value of depressions, color 
‘values, lights and shades, and locations. 
There are adjustable wires that tilt the 
miniature terrain boards to just the de- 
sired slant, so that the soldier can view 
them from the angie of a sharpshooter, 
as if from an airplane, from the rear or 
from in front. Gauzy curtains create an 
iusion of various lights at different 
hours. Thus light bive curtains make 
the twilight just before dawn. Light rose 
and blue and yellows make dawn, noon- 
day, and dusky curtains the evening. 

Prom 1,500 feet telephone poles, cam- 
ouflaged, disappear. Dugouts with a 
path crossing over the roof are like the 
side of the hill. Even the gray, blue, and 
_ ted caisson wagon moving along the road 
is a blur of colors. Canvasses in trian- 
gular shapes tied to the foot of the tele- 
phone poles, outward and on both sides, 
conceal the road. To an observer on foot 
or in the air at a thousand feet the hill 
looks deserted—an almost treeless plain 
with no distinguishing feature save a 
neglected old path. Yet that hillside *

bers six dugouts, several observation and 
listening posts, men, cannon, machine 
guns, and a network of telephone wires. 
Beyond Yonkers there are trench sec- 
tions with “No Man’s Land” and its 
barbed wire entanglements and dugouts. 
The trenches are dug so deep that the 
heads of the men do not show above the 
surface, and the sod removed to dig 
them is replaced. The openings of the 
dugouts of the trenches are not, as is 
sometimes supposed, far behind the 
trenches. They are in the trenches with 
the entrance on the enemy side. Bombs 
may fall at the mouth of the dugout, but 
seldom inside. 

“The obvious is sometimes as good as 
the invisible,” Lieutenant Towle said re- 


it will appear as a blur caused by. heat 
rays, for it is mottled in the colors whose 
values constitute colors which the sun’s 
rays would make.” 

Of late naval officers have visited the 
military camoufleurs to learn more of 
the art. The marines also are studying 
the art. 

At first natural camouflage was used 
almost entirely. A clump of trees and 
brush hid a whole machine-gun com- 
pany, 2 group of rocks harbored a listen- 
ing post, and a deserted mill might hold 
a regiment. But the enemy has learned 
that even the “trees and stones hear,” 
and a natural camouflaged refuge is 
never wholly safe from air attack now. 
The-most innocent seeming object is nev-

cently. “For instance, the famous 
dummy fleet the British used. Another 
eamouflage to which the Germans were 
dupe was a red cannon, scantily camou- 
flaged, placed by the British at the sum- 
mit of a hill. The cannon was visible to 
every German scout flying over it, but it 
seemed so obviously a fake that not a 
single enemy bomb was dropped on it. 
Yet it held its position for a long time, 
and at night poured its stream of fire 
into the encmy. 

“The same idea is carried out by 
the American camoufieurs, who model 
dummy men and guns for decoys. The 
enemy air scout sees a partly camou- 
flaged cannon or machine gun with its 
men bending over it at work and the 
smoke pouring from its nozzle intermit- 
tently. He cannot see, completely hidden 
from view, a real cannon whose men are 
firing a deadly volley from under cover, 
and whose ammunition comes to them 
through tunnels. 

“ Such experiments are being made by 
the military camoufleurs at Yonkers. 
There are other tricks to be learned, for 
they also do their own painting of army 
equipment before using it. Although an 
ambulance or army truck may not be en- 
tirely invisible on account of the various 
backgrounds it must pass, it can be mot- 
tl_a into a vevy poor target. In motion 


ertheless an “object,” and therefore a 
target for the scout, whereas a per- 
fectly ‘smooth hillside, with no distin- 
guishing ‘marks, may be almost entirely 
undermined, and yet not arows suspicion. 
Lieutenant Towle’s men learn camou- 
flage from the defensive and offensive 
points of view—-how to advance under 
cover and how to defend themselves un- 
and camoufleurs’ and sharpshooters’ suits 
which, when worn by the soldier, make 
him appear like a bit of the landscape, 
as a boulder, a log, a stump, or a part 
of the foliage of a tree. 
According to military camoufleurs in 
New York City, there is an increasing 
need for workers im camouflage abroad. 
Not only camoufleurs on the lines and 
with the army in active service, but be- 
hind the lines to prepare military equip- 
ment. The Board of Education as its 
bit toward the war has furnished much 
material used by the various military vo- 
cational schools in New York City, thus 
relieving the army of the cost. Thecamou- 
flage division has received the’ ma- 
terials for their workroom experiments 
in this way and other equipment from the 
Government. They are the pioneers in 
American camouflage. The school be- 


fore being federalized was started by the 


American artists. It is composed of en- 


listed and drafted men. Their camou- 
flage work is but part of their training, 
for without knowledge of military tactics 
and training they would, according to 
Lieutenant Towle, be of small walue as 
camoufleurs. 

American women camoufleurs are be- 


. ing trained according to the same method 


as the men, under the Women’s League 
for National Service and under Lieuten- 
ant_ Towle. Discussing their work, he 
said: 

“There isn’t any reason why the wo- 
men shouldn’t do as well as the men as 
camoufleurs—that is, in making the ma- 
terials behind the lines. It isn’t heavy 
work, but it demands ingenious workers, 
skilled in details.” ° 

Tryon Hall, the old C. G. K. Billings 
place on Washington Heights, bought by 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., to be given, ulti- 
mately, to the city for a park, is the spot 
chosen for practical experimental work 
by the women. Hither they. go with 
Lieutenant Towle te try out their camou- 
flage suits and be photographed, wear- 
ing them; in different positions, to see 
that they blend with different colors of 
the landscape and would be invisible to 
the enemy not only on the firing line but 
on the plates of the enemy photographer. 
This-is the most serious work that has 
been undertaken under. the auspices of 
the National League for Woman’s Service. 
The members of the Camouflage Corps, 
of whom there are about forty, confi-

They will not be accepted by the Gov- 
ernment as regular workers and enlisted 
for the service until they have completed 
their training and shown that they have 
made good, but the fact that Lieutenant 
Towle is on leave in order to instruct 
them is ‘sufficient proof that their work 
will be considered.

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3,000 Planes a Month Now America’s- Output

and Flanders? And how can those re- 
quirements be met in this country? 


An airship must have a crew. The 


complement of some is only the pilot, of 
others the pilot and observer, while sev- 
eral persons make up the crew of a 
bombing plane. Therefore, our aircraft 
problem contains the two factors of men 
and machines. A conservative estimate 
is that the American Flying Corps should 
consist of not less than two thousand 
men, with ample reserves of both air- 
craft and men. Leon Cammenn, the emi- 
nent Russo-American aeronautical en- 
gineer, speaking of the size of our flying 
forces overseas, said: 

“If we had an American flying corps 
of five thousand men, we could bomb 
the Germans off the face of the earth.” 

But we could get along fairly comfort- 
. ably, thank you, if we had overseas fliers 
and machines to the number of 2,000 and 
the proper reserves for both. Authori- 
‘ties estimate that the reserve of fliers 
ought to be not far from 40 per cent. 
Therefore we ought to have 800 trained 
fliers im reserve for every 2,000 “ first- 
line ” fliers. The figures published from 
time to time regarding the size of the 
flying forces of the allies and the Cen- 
tral Powers are not regarded as being 
particularly reliable, but it is fairly safe 
to assert that had we a flying corps of 
2,000 men and reserves with the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary Forces, ours would be 
the largest on any fighting front. 

For some reason, good and sufficient 
to the United States Signal Corps, re- 
cruiting men for the aviation section was 
stopped several months ago. The halt- 
ing of recruiting may have been due to 
the fact that the training schools could 
accommodate no more recruits, or it may 
have been because there was not a suffi- 
cient quantity of training planes. At 
any rate, the understanding is that re- 
cruiting will soon be resumed, and young 
Americans with aspirations to .become 
warriors of the air will have no need to 
go up into Canada and enlist in the Royal 
Flying Corps. Any discussion of the 
human element in the aircraft situation 
may be dismissed, therefore, with the 
statement that there is practically no 
limit to our man power, there are plenty 
of training camp accommodations, .and, 
in a very short time, there will be a suf- 
ficient supply of training planes. 

The situation regarding the airplanes 
is somewhat different. It must be re- 
membered that all the warring nations 
had three years of advantage over the 
United States in bringing aircraft pro- 
duction to its highest efficiency, because 
they had been fighting three years when 
we began. Some of our aircraft pro- 
ducers. had foreign contracts, but not 
many; and the aircraft industry in the 
United States, on that day in early April 
when we threw Uncle Sam’s hat into the 
ring and decided to make the world safe 
for democracy, was at a low ebb. Al- 
though two young Americans invented 
the aircraft, people of the United States, 
generally speaking, took no very intense 
interest in doing their traveling by air, 
and it was extremely difficult. for air- 
craft manufacturers to keep going, even 
in a small way. 

But with our entrance into the war, 
the whole situation changed. Aircraft 


companies sprang up like mushrooms. 
Many of them existed only on paper. 
Those which could produce any machines 
at all were few, and with very limited 
capacity, except the Curtiss Aeroplane 
and Motor Company of Buffalo. That 
was the largest producing aircraft com- 
pany when we declared war on Germany, 
and it is the largest in this country to- 
day. Representatives of practically all 


the new companies and absolutely all the . 


old ones swooped down upon the War 
Department in the hope of obtaining air- 
craft contracts. They got-almost no im- 
mediate encouragement. Most of them 
say that they are not getting as much 
encouragement as they should today. 
Many of the American aircraft builders 
who have Government contracts have 
te give them contracts which will justify 


‘ them in doubling the size of their plants. 


Few of them have received any such 
encouragement, although the Wright- 
Martin Company of New Brunswick has 
begun work on a great new plant not far 
from New York. But even if the build- 
ers and would-be builders of American 
aircraft didn’t get as many contracts ten 
or fifteen minutes after we entered the

It would 
be strange if this were not true, because 
our allies have sent to us many German 
planes that have been captured, like the 
Albatross and the Taube, as well as sam- 
ples of the best types of all the allied ma- 
chines. ‘ 

The rather general opinion in this 












































































































country seems to be that of. all the 
world’s aircraft the French planes are 
the best. This, I find, is not the opinion 
of many airplane experts. Most of them 
are of the opinion that the Italian planes 
are the best in the world. They rate 
the French next, then the British, then 
the German, and, of course, reserve opin- 
jon about our own until more of their 
work has been seen. 

Furthermore, there are some airplane 
sharps who believe that this country 
should not attempt to build a single 
fighting plane. Their reasons for hold- 
ing this opinion are two. First, so they 
say, the life of a fighting plane is just 
about fifty hours, and the life of any 
particular type of airplane is from eight 
to ten weeks. Therefore, these aircraft 
experts sdy, we can serve our own cause 
and that of our allies best by-shipping to 
England and to France the materials for 
building fighting planes and let them be 
built almost on the spot where it has 
been seen that a type could be improved 
upon. To follow any other plan in the 
building of battle planes, those who urge 
this plan assert, would be just about like 
printing a New York newspaper in Den- 
ver, Col. 

There are plenty of other experts, 
however, who assert that such a plan is 
entirely impractical. They say that in 
both England and France all airplane 
labor that can possibly be obtained is 
already overworked, and that our British 
and French allies much prefer that we 
shall supply our own aircraft. To the 
layman this statement seems to be 
freighted with wisdom and with truth. 
But, whatever may be the varying opin- 
ion of experts on the subject, the fact re- 
mains that we are building battle planes 
in this country, a very considerable num- 
ber of them every month, and shipping 
them overseas.

Lorraine Will 


EAR the village of Bathelémont, in 
Lorraine, close to the spot where 
the first American soldiers were 

killed in France, a monument to their 
Memory is being erected, not by any 
special group or organization, but by alt 
the people of the country roundabout. In 
the Department of Meurthe-et-Moselle, 
where Bathelémont is situated, and where 
three Americans lost their lives on Nov. 
3, 1917, there is not one town or village, 
from Nancy, the capital, to the smallest 
hamlet, that has not contributed. 

It is made of granite from the nearby 
Vosges, and it was designed by Louis 
Majorelle, a well-known French ‘artist 
who in the early years of the present 
century was the leader of the “ Nancy 
school” of modern art that revolted 
against the dictates of- Munich. The 
decoration on one side shows three stars 
for the three soldiers from America at 
“the base of the monument, and above 
the thistles and cross of Lorraine. 

On the other side is this inscription 
in French: 

“ Here, on the soil of Lorraine, rest 
the first three American soldiers killed 
by the enemy, 3 November, 1917: Cor- 
poral James B. Gresham, (of Evansville,) 
Private Thomas F. Enright, (of Pitts- 
burgh,) Private Merle D. Hay, (of Glid- 
den,), Company F, 16th Regiment Infan- 
try, 1st Division. 

“As worthy sons of their great and 
noble nation, they fought for Right, for 
Liberty, for Civilization, against German 
Imperialism, curse of the human race. 

“They died on the Field of Honor.” 

The design itself uses the historic cross 
of Lorraine, with its two arms, to express

The Mayor 
of Nancy, M. S. Simon, has been very 
much interested in the monument and 
largely responsible for its erection. 

The man who has had most to do with 
the raising of funds and the making of 
arrangements, however, is the Prefect of 
Meurthe-et-Moselle, M. Mirman. He is 
spoken of in France as one of the civilian 
heroes of the war. Through all the 
months of war he has been everywhere, 
helping the refugees, cheering his people, 
fearing no risk for himself, and “ getting 
things, done” im all sorts of ways to 
make life less hard for his people. Since 
the American soldiers began to arrive in 
Meurthe-et-Moselle, M. Mirman has been 
in close touch with them, and has worked 
with them im every possible way, and 
the monument to the first Americans 
killed-ewes much to his energy and inter- 
est. Immediately after the soldiers were 
killed M. Mirman and M. Simon—who 
is also pointed out as one of the war’s 
civilian heroes, especially in these last 
six months when Nancy has been so often 
under fire from the air—_began to discuss 
the possibility of a monument to them, 
and the taking of subscriptions com- 
menced almost at once. 
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Embers of Revolt in Austria-Hungary 


Dr. Masaryk, Head of Wisesnian to Fan Into Flame the Discontent of Subject Peoples 
Under Hapsburg Rule, Discusses the Situation After His Arrival in Washington 


EMONSTRATIONS, riots, and 
local revolts against the ruling 
_powers are occurring almost 
daily in Austria-Hungary. If 
these scattered fires were to connect into 
a great flame, sweeping over all, there 
would be revolution, the crash of the 
Hapsburg dynasty, and the early and 
complete defeat of Germany assured. 
Within the confines of the Austrian Em- 
pire seven peoples with national aims 
are struggling against the Austrians and 
the Magyar Junkers for escape from a 
yoke centuries old. From the first the 
war has had but one meaning to them; 
it was at last to bring democracy, lib- 
erty. -Because the United States was 
founded in revolution against tyranny, 
they looked-to the United States first for 
help, but until now the United States has 
been the greatest disappointment of all. 
This was not charged to cynical indif- 
ference on the part of the people of the 
United States, but to the fact that the 
great issue which would bring these peo- 
ples their liberty, assure the defeat of 
Germany and lay a real foundation for 
permanent peace was hidden from our 
eyes by the surface complexities of the 
Austria-Hungary question. The effect 
of the attitude of the United States until 
now, it is asserted, has been to discourage 
the efforts of these subject peoples 
against the Hapsburg rule. . 
When President Wilson issued his-call 
on the belligerents for their aims, before 
America entered the war, the Entente, in 
regard to Austria-Hungary, stated in 
January, 1917, that the Italians, Slavs, 
Rumanians, Czechs, and Slevaks must 
“be liberated from foreign dominion.” 
That was regarded by those peoples 
and the others concerned as meaning that 
the victory by ‘the Allies would bring 
their long-sought freedom from Austrian 
domination. And when the United 
States entered the war the step was 
hailed with joy by the revolutionists 
among the subject peoples in Austria- 
Hungary as promising that the world’s 
greatest democracy was to come to their 
aid. 


In the President’s address to Congress 
on Dec. 4, 1917, preceding the declaration 
of war against Austria-Hungary, he 
stated: 

“We owe it to ourselves, however, to 
say that we do not work to impair or to 
rearrange the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 
It is no affair of ours what they do with 
their own life, either individually or 
politically. We do not purpose to dictate 
to them in any way. We only desire to 
see that their affairs are left in their own 
hands, in all matters great or small.” 

In stating the war aims of the United 
States on the following Jan. 8, the Presi- 
dent said: 

“X. The peoples of Austria-Hungary 
whose place among nations we wish to 
see safeguarded and assured should be 
accorded the freest opportunities for 
autonomous development.” 

It is plain both from expression and 
context that the President referred to 
the people of Austria-Hungary and not 
to the rulers, and meant that the people 
should be left to determine their own 
affairs as they thought best; but the peo- 
ple, those of the subject nations, declare 
that this can never be while they are a 
part of the Austrian Empire. They say 
the effect of these announcements, 
though plainly not so intended by the 
President, has been to repress revolu- 
tionary hopes and activities among the 
subject peoples concerned, as if the 
United States were at variance with the 
promises of the Allies of liberation from 
“ foreign dominion.” 

- Recent events are cited in support of 
the claim that the announcement of the 
Allies with regard to the future of the 
subject peoples of Austria-Hungary was 


the right course not only from the 
standpoint of apolitical offensive that, 
well developed, may prove the turning 
point in the war, but also from the 
broader ‘standpoint of making democracy 
safe for the world. One of these events 
cited. is the recent evidence that Ger- 
many is interested most of all in holding 
Austria-Hungary intact, as her bridge 
to the East and as an indispensable block 
in her scheme to subjugate Russia. Both 
these schemes would collapse with the 
collapse of Austria-Hungary. 

These views are to be brought home 
to the United States as never before and 
for the first time by_a powerfully organ- 
ized movement. Dr. Thomas G. Masaryk, 
President of the Czecho-Slovak National 
Council, which is also a provisional re- 
publican Government for Bohemia, 
recently arrived in Washington to lead 
the movement. His career reads like that 
of some potent in- 
ternational figure 
in eur own days of 
revolution. He has 
risked his life many 
times for his prin- 


democratic move- 
ment in Bohemia 
and soon became 
its leader. He was 
elected a member 
of the Austrian 
Parliament, but 
gave it up to de- 
vote himself to the 
political education of his nation. Dr. 
Masaryk opposed Austria-Hungary, and 
at the outbreak of the war he was sen- 
tenced to death and all his property was 
seized. He escaped to Paris, where he 
founded the Czecho-Slovak National 
Council, which row has branches in all 
the allied countries. 

After Dr. Masaryk’s escape his daugh- 
ter was imprisoned in revenge; she was 
formerly a settlement worker in this 
country, and her release was finally 
brought about through the protest of 
American women’s societies. 

In Russia Dr. Masaryk organized the 
Czecho-Slovak prisoners into an army of 
50,000, which he expects to see trans- 
ported to France. Some of the mén 
are already at Vladivostok. The main 
problem is shipping. Dr. Masaryk has 
just come from Japan, where he entered 
into negotiations for the transportation 
of the Czecho-Slovaks to this country and 
is encouraged at the prospect. As a 
demonstration to the people of this coun- 
try of the ardor of the men of Bohemia 
for the democratic cause, Dr. Masaryk is 
desirous of seeing the army cross ~ this 
country on its way to France. They are 
commanded by a French General. 

“Germany's aims have been com- 
pletely unmasked since the Brest-Litovsk 
Treaty and more recent developments,” 
said Dr. Masaryk in Washington the 
‘other day, “ and two things are needed 
to insure their defeat now and for all 
time. 


“Qne way to block Germany, per- - 


manently, is a strong Russia; there is 
another equally important. That is the 
dismemberment of Austria. Austria is 
an essential part of Germany’s Mittel- 
europa, and Germany will go to any 
limit to hold that empire intact. People 


of the United States have no conception 
of what Austria-Hungary is, if they think 
of it in terms of their own union of 
States. Austria is not a country, not a 
nation. Austria-Hungary is a dynasty 
held together by an army, a navy, and 
a bureaucracy. It has the support of 
the Austrians and the Magyar Junkers 
and forces its rule over half a score sub- 


ject peoples. There are seven of promi- 


nence — Czecho-Slovaks, (Bohemia,) 
Poles, Ruthenians, Luthenians, Jugoslavs, 
(Serbians, Croatians, and Slovenes,) Ru-

“These are all oppressed peoples, held 
in the Austrian Empire against their will. 
You Americans of today have no con- 
ception of how they long for liberty, be- 
cause you have never gone through the 
experience. But your forefathers knew, 
before the Revolution which brought the 
United States into being. They, how- 
ever, had to endure

trian Empire. It is as if you were 
doing her fighting for her, upholding 
Germany’s plan of Mitteleuropa, for 
Mitteleuropa exists today and Austria- 
Hungary is its most important, link. 
Look at that map,” and Dr. Masaryk 
pointed to a map on the wall of his room. 
It was, he explained, an official map of 
Geimany, lately issued, and showed the 
routes to the East laid out to connect and 


hold together Mitteleuropa. Around his 


own country, Bohemia, Dr. Masaryk had 
drawn a blue line to indicate its stra- 
tegic position, a big wedge, between the 

Germans and the Austrians. 

“See those dotted green lines ?” he con- 
tinued; “they are the routes. Follow 
this one, from Berlin to Prague, to 
Vienna, to Belgrade, to Constantinople, 
and Asia Minor. See how its success de- 
pends on holding Austria-Hungary in- 
tact every step of the way until Bel- 
grade is reached. Even if the war were 
ended. today and this alignment left as it 
is, Germany, if defeated in other ways, 
would go on plotting to bring her great 


‘dream into realization. 
“ What will put an end to Germany’s - 


dreams forever? Buffer States between 
Germany and the East. Note Bohemia’s 
position between Germany and Austria 
proper. The independence of Bohemia 
would be a guarantee against Mittel- 
europa, such as no written treaty could 
insure; a span of Germany’s great bridge 
would drop out. 

“Look at the other dotted line; that is 
one lately added. Observe that it runs 
from Berlin to Warsaw, to Kiel, to Odes- 
sa, and across the Black Sea to Trebi- 
zond. There you see the vastness of Ger- 
many’s ambition, and if she succeeds she 
will bring under her control in Europe 


two to every one of her present Euro- 
pean enemies. 

“ Poland, it will be noticed, plays an 
important part on this second dotted line. 
Take it out of German control and there 
is a permanent gap in that bridge. The 
Allies have declared in.favor of an in- 
dependent Poland, and that declaration 
was not only statesmanlike, but just. The 
same sound reason holds in the case of 
Bohemia and the other subject peoples of 
Austria-Hungary; the independence of 
each would be a gap in Mitteleuropa.” 

“Would you have each independent of 
the other?” 

“Yes, let each have the independence’ 
it has so long struggled for, and if 
they desire to unite, of as many of them 
as so desire, let them unite. 

“It is plain that Germany’s purpose 
is to make Finland, Courland, Lithuania, 
and Poland German provinces., They are 
even now determining what German 
Princes they will place over them, just

begin to see the falseness of Austria.

“ Neither one of these means of block- 
ing Germany in the east should be de- 
layed. If the Germans are permitted. 
unobstructed, to subjugate Russia and 
~tarn it to their purposes, as they are fast 
doing, ther they will turn from the east 
and conquer in the west. There are about 
500,000 German prisoners in Russia, as 
against 1,500,000 Russian prisoners in 
Germany. The reason there has not 
been an exchange is to further Ger- 
many’s aims. The 1,500,000 provide the 
cheapest of labor for Germany, but what 
is more important, the Germans in Russia 
are used to spread German propaganda. 

“ Now is the greatest opportunity in 
the history of the world to make a 
stroke for democracy and against im- 
perialism by freeing the peoples of Aus- 
tria-Hungary and of Eastern Europe from 
domination by foreign races. A peace 
aimed to give these peoples their long- 
sought rights is the only one that can 
endure, because it will rest on justice. 
It is an opportunity to duplicate your 
own great Revolution and its benefits 
many times over.”

$20,000. How much did these  toil- 
ing clerks actually save Uncle Sam 
a year? Efficiency experts investi- 
gated. The average was found to be 
$80 annually. The system is to be 
abolished; the clerks will be transferred 
to something more productive. Every- 
where the cobwebs of immemorial red 
tape are being torn down and cast into 
the waste basket. Single transactions, 
that used to follow one iron-jawed groove, 
are now massed into a large group, owing 
to the vast expansion of bureaus, and one 
swing of a lever does the work. 
Questions are answered by machimery, 
for instance: “ How many colored troops 
were enlisted from the Sixteenth Congres- 
sional District of Pennsylvania?” One 
might imagine a clerk looking it up in a 
book and making a count; instead, a 
bunch of cards is run through a machine 
—b-r-r-r—and there is a result! So, too, 
the question: “How many children of 
soldiers enlisted from the Nineteenth 
New York will become 18 years old next 
year? "—this being the time when chil- 
dren pass out from allotment payments. 
Another bunch of cards passes through a 
machine in a single operation, and there 
is the answer. It is the application of 
the punch-card machine to war’s need of 
time-saving. The cards have holes in 
them opposite the respective classifica- 
tions, and the machine picks out and 
counts the total of any hole desired. 
Messengers long ago became scarce in 
Washington. The necessity of communi- 
cation between departments and bureaus 
has multiplied a thousandfold. A de- 
vice has been installed in numerous Gov- 
ernment offices to take the place of the 


telephone, now much overloaded because 
of heavy business. For example, when 
the Adjutant General’s Office desires to 
send a message to another branch of the 
department all that is necessary is to 
write it out on a pad with a certain pen 
electrically connected via the telephone 
wire with a similar pen in the other 
office. An answer is received in the 
same way. 

In the various auditors’ offices figures 
must be added each day to hitherto un- 
heard-of proportions. Under the old 
way, with adding machines where each 
item was listed separately on a tape, the 
task in some offices would border on the 
insurmountable. New machines, which 
do not list the individual items, have been 
introduced. These add 6,000 items an 
hour, 40,000 a day for one clerk, about 
five times as many as before. 


Dictating machines have been ex- 
tensively introduced in the Government 
offices and erstwhile stenographers sit 
all day at typewriter desks transcribing 
from the cylinders of the machines. 
Where uniform letters are required, auto- 
matic typewriters have been put in; these 
machines work on the principle of the 
player piano. All this work is being 
brought under a system, in charge of, ex- 
perts. In some rooms there are or 
more typewriters. . : 

In the disbursing office of the Bureau 
of War Risk Insurance more machinery 
is used to do clerical work than in any 
other bureau in Washington. All the

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Machines Which Turn Out 60,000 Checks a Day 


They Are Part of Uncle Sam’s Equipment to Eliminate Errors and Save Time— 
Incidentally, They Save Clerk Hire—Answering Questions Mechanically 


server would take it for the operating 
room in some manufactory, and realize 
least of all that here checks for the de- 
pendents of our soldiers were being pre- 
pared, filled out, and signed. It is vir- 
tually an operation which passes from 
one automatically accurate machine to 
another of different pattern. The out- 
put is beyond the possibilities of what 
was dreamed of by the most imaginative 
in this class of clerical work a few years 
ago. As many as 60,000 checks have 
been turned out in this room im a day. 
The monthly output is now around 800,- 
600 checks, and with each new quota 
from the draft the number increases, so 
that in transacting the present great 
volume of business provision must also 
be made for rapid expansion. 

In making the plans not only was speed 
&. necessary provision but also precat- 





tion to avoid errors in the myriad trans- 
actions attending the issuance of the 
checks. Manifestly, it was too huge an 
operation to be undertaken by hand; 
every resource of the latest machinery 
was called into service and connected in 
new ways for this special task, and some 
original devices not yet completed are to 
to be added later. Here is the chain of 
mechanical operations, beginning after 
the amounts for the 800,000 checks have 
been computed: 

The amount of each check, the person 
to whom it is paid, the address and the 
allotment number are placed on the plate 
of an addressing machine. There are at 
present seventy-five plate-making ma- 
chines for this work, operated by girls.

The plate is proof-read four times for 
accuracy. Then comes the second me- 
chanical process in the check-making. 
This is done by what is known as the 
check-printing machine. One of these 
machines does the work of 100 typewriter 
operators. There are three in use, two 
girls to each machine. The checks are 
printed, ten in a sheet, with, of course, 
a different entry on each check. 

At this point, when the plan now in 
use was being worked out, the question 
arose: Suppose some one should write 
that no check had been issued to a given 
name? It was too vast a detail to con- 
sider taking care of by hand, so it was 
contrived to place this responsibility also 
on the check-printing machine. After the 
impression is made on a new check the 
plate is held in its place fora moment, long 
enough for a broad tape of yellow paper 
te swing over and 
receive an imprint, 
which serves as the 
proof that this par- 
ticular check was 
issued. The reels of 
yellow paper, when 
filled with the 
names of payees, 
are put into book 
form and filed. 

Next is the post- 
ing machine, in 
charge of one girl 


operator slowly 
enough to see that 
each item of the 
check.coincides with 
the items of the 
allotment card, 
which is succeeded by another at the 
same time that the check disappears 
from sight. The allotment card is the 
master, and if the amount on the check, 
or any other entry on it, does not cor- 
respond, a touch stops the machine. 

It may be that the amount on the 
soldier’s allotment ecard has been in- 
creased since the last monthly payment, 
and that by oversight the plate was not 
changed accordingly. The error is dis- 
covered here, and the plate is sent back 
for correction. Each check as it passes 
out of sight receives its serial number 
and then enters a second part of the ma- 
chine, where a roller with an electrotype, 
of the signature of the check is printed ° 
on each one. 

Thence the checks move to the check- 
signing machine. Ten checks are signed 
in ink at once. A master pen, guided 
by the operator, controls and directs the 
strokes of the other nine pens. After this 
comes the slitting machine; it cuts the 
sheets of ten checks apart. This is fol- 
lowed by the sealing machine, which 
moistens and seals the envelopes.contain- 
ing the checks. Then comes the last ma- 
chine in the chain of operations—the 
bundle-tyer. It automatically ties the let- 
ters in bundles of 200, in order. The 
checks are then ready to begin their trip 
to the families of the soldiers’ de- 
pendents. 

M. E. Bailey, a mechanical expert, who 
as chief disbursing clerk of the Bureau 
of War Risk Insurance is in charge of 
this work, hopes by further improvements 
in the present system to be able to get 
out the checks within the space of a few 
days. He thinks it possible to make the 
total operation 90 per cent mechanical.

decisions, not only as to wages, but as to 
overtime. What we will aim for is con- 
tinuity of employment by the creation of 
conditions that wilt make men want to 
stay. This can be done, on the negative 
side, by putting-an end_to some of the 
bad conditions; on the positive side by 
providing proper housing conditions, 
‘transportation facilities, and satisfactory 


working conditions. 


“TI feel sure of the co-operation of 


labor. It is exhibiting a finer ‘spirit al 
the time. 


“Valuable bureaus will be grouped 
around our organization. We have sev- 
eral already well organized in the De- 
partment of Labor: the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, Children’s Bureau, (having to do 
with child labor,) and employment serv- 
ice. Other bureaus are provided for in 
a bill now before Congress: the Adjust- 


ment Bureau, Women in Industry, Dilu- 
tion and Training of New Workers, Ed- 
ucation and Information, and Housing 
and Transportation. 

“Esch of these bureaus will serve a 
special purpose, and it will be a great 


advantage in expediting the work to have — 


them available, not only from the stand- 
point of present but of future needs. Sup- 
pose the Policy Board, in totaling up the 
present and prospective needs of the 
various departments, finds that more 
workers of a certain kind will be needed 
and that these cannot be provided from 
the existing supply. The dilution and 
training section will be instructed to 
train the number of men desired. It 
will be the province of the Adjustment 
Board to settle differences and difficul- 
ties. 

“In a word, the new organization will 
mobilize knowledge and action under a 
single head. There will be centraliza- 
tion im some things, decentralization in 
others, according to their nature. In 
effect policies will be centralized, but the 
enforcement of the policies will be decen- 
tralized; each department, that is, will do 
its own enforcing.” 

“ Where does the Department of Agri- 
culture come in as an employer of labor?” 
Mr. Frankfurter was asked. 

“In its effarts to increase production 
on the farms and, therefore, to prevent 
farm labor from being depleted. A cam- 
paign to this end has been under way, but 
frequently some other department has 
torn down, unintentionally, what had been 
built up, by attracting farm laborers 
from places where they were sorely 
needed. 

“We are already assured of the co- 
operation of the great production chiefs. 
These men, actually in charge of turning 
out guns, ships, &c., realize the need of 
unity of direction. The same thing is 
true of labor. IT was recently on a trip 
that brought me in tovch with many dif- 
‘ferent classes of workmen in this coun- 
try, and I found the healthiest kind of a 
spirit, one, I think, that the country at 
large does not yet fully appreciate. Like 
most of us, our workmen have come only 
gradually to realize what we have at 
stake in this war. But I found a_posi- 
tive eagerness among workers to do their 
part. I discovered it in the remotest

MEETING was held at the Archi- 
tectural League this month at 
which architects and manufac- 
turers discussed the subject of 

American textiles. Examples of re- 
cently woven fabrics were shown, and 
the handwoven original in one case 
was shown side by side with the machine 
copy for the purpose of demonstrating 
the power of the machine to reproduce 
a design with the essentially artistic 
quality of a fabric woven by hand at 
the expense of days of labor. Beautiful 
effects in cotton fabrics also were shown 
which hitherto could be obtained only in 
either wool or silk: Even the mellowing 
influence of time which has turned 
crudity into beauty is rendered in the 
machine-made fabric enabling it to start 
in the scale of beauty where the old 
fabric ended. The revelation of the 
power of the machine was the same as 
that given on a larger plan in the recent 
textile exhibition; but only one purely 
American design was shown, as the 
weavings chosen were elaborate and com- 
plicated examples of machine work for 
which the American artist is not yet 
sufficiently trained. 

When the desirability of his entering 
the field is sufficiently felt, and tech- 
nieal schools of sufficient thoroughness 
and excellence of equipment are pro- 
vided for him, such an exhibition as this 
will wear a different aspect, a fresh, 
youthful aspect more lovely than any im- 
itation or emulation of the loveliness of 
the age ever can be. But the intelli- 
gently composed group of textiles of- 
fered for the consideration of the ar- 
chitects and manufacturers the other 
evening has.an imspiriting message in 
spite of the absence of characteristically 
American design; it says one thing with 
an unmistakable accent of authority, 
that the machine is worthy of the artist’s 
highest endeavor.

“jt is necessary for the artists and 
manufacturers to obtain a common un- 
derstanding for their future develop- 
ment and prosperity and for the alti- 
mate prosperity of our country. 

“ The prosperity of the textile industry 
in earlier days, the golden age of archi- 
tecture and the allied arts, as with all 
the other arts and industries, was de 
pendent on the patronage of a few very 
wealthy people or small groups of peo- 
ple, rather than on the will of a vast 
majority of mankind. 

“Today, however, the conditions are 
reversed, both for art-and industry, 
and the most prosperous occupations are 
those patronized by the greatest number 
of our citizens. 

“We Americans were prompt to rec- 
ognize the true principles of democracy 
in our laws and customs, but have been 
slow te realize the inevitable power of 
the majority in building up our indus- 
ite and our arts and crafts. 


“The necessity of a Government of . 


the people, by the people, and for the 
people, as enunciated by Lincoln on the 
battlefield of Gettysburg, pronounced for 
us a principle of human life that is no 


.less inevitable in the world of art than in 


our Government. 

“To prosper modern art must create 
and perfect works of beauty suitable for 
every home and obtainable by the ma- 
jority of our citizens. .The greatest 
benefactor to our industries is the man 
who will take inexpensive raw material 
and by the operations of machinery 
create textiles that are as beautiful as 
the silks, brocades, and tapestries of old 
ence made by hand for the aristocracy of 
the Old World. The man who makes three 
blades of whe>* “-- °° ~~e blade 
used to grov. 1ed a

benefactor to all mankind. The same 
praise and commendation should be given 
to the man who manufactures ten yards 
ef silk or tapestry with the money for- 


' merly required to make a single yard.” 


The natural conclusion is the necessity 
of educating all the different people con- 


cerned in the making of an artistic in-_ 


dustry to understand the common aim 
and to establish a high ideal in their 
methods of attaining it; and the parallel 
necessity of edueating the public to ask 
for artistic results in machine-made arti- 
cles and to reject whatever does not 
reach a high standard. This is so diffi- 
eult a problem that any one may be for- 


given for finding it-discouraging, but-it combined efforts of artists and manu- 


is one that must be solved. France in 
her bitter agony of battle and death has 
set herself to its solution. A project is 
on foot for the creation of a Chamber of 
Industry corresponding to the indispensa- 
ble Chamber of Commerce,and armed with 
the powers necessary to co-ordinate indi- 
vidual efforts and obtain results not tu 
be achieved -by isolated citizens or pri- 
vate groups. Among these powers is the 
regulation of the teaching of industrial 
art and of apprenticeship. The creation 
of such a Chgmber of Industry was dis- 
cussed by the Central Technical Commit- 
tee of the Applied Arts in the course of 
1916 as one of the most important meas- 
ures adapted to the elevation of the in- 
dustrial arts of France, and attention 
was called to a very remarkable work 
done by M. Labbé, General Inspector of 
Téchnical Instruction, before the war. M. 
Labbe made the German “ Gewerbeord- 
nung” his particular study, and traced 
its’ growth from the beginning through 
the period when the agitation of the 
working classes in Germany and the crit- 
ical state of irdustry forced the idea of 
favoring the development of the indus- 
tries upon the Government.to the early 
years of the present century, when the 
organizations formed for this purpose 
were all brought under the powerful hand 
of the State. The interference of the 
State has acted against the free develop- 
* ment of art, and the French investigators

adapted to the democratic principle of 
the country? 


Even the German artists were un- 
willing to let industrial-art be com- 
pressed into the forms prescribed by the 
State and took matters into their own 
hands toward the end of the nineteenth 
century. They got together and made 
their united force so strongly felt that 
they were in with the manage- 
ment ef: the large exhibitions formerly 
managed by the industrials, and many of 
them became connected with business in 
the way of general supervision of the 
artistic side of industrial products in all 
departments. This was the beginning of 
a general plan for raising the industrial 
art of Germany at least as high as the 





facturers could bring it. 

The French artists are awake to the 
necessity of pursuing a similar plan with 
the modifications and improvements sug- 
gested by their very different ideal of 
industrial freedom and personal initia- 
tive. This ideal provides for the dedica- 
tion of personal taste and skill on the 
part of the worker to the good of the 
community without- restricting legisla- 
tion or interference on the part of the 
Government, and corresponds fairly to 
our own ideal as it is forming itself in 
the minds of thoughtful persons con- 
cerned for our industrial future. 

Among other evidences of the increas- 
ing interest in the problems of our indus- 
trial art is the program of the ninth an- 
nual convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Arts held last week in Detroit. 
The program was almost wholly dedicated 
to the relation of art to industry and in- 
cluded such topics of discussion as “ The 
Relation of Art to Manufacturers,” “Mob- 
ilizing the Art Industries,” “ Exhibitions 
of Industrial Art,” “The Training of 
Designers” and “ Finding, Positions for 
Industrial Art Workers.” The speakers 
were men and women of wide experience, 
among them Francois Monod, Chief of 
Cabinet to the French High Commis- 
sioner in the United States; Richard F. 
Bach’ of Columbia University, Louise 
Connolly of the.Newark Museum Asso- 
ciation, Walter Sargent of the University 
of Chicago, and Florence Levy of the Art 
Alliance.

Group Exhibition. 

A very pleasant group exhibition is 
open at the Arlington Galleries and prob- 
ably will continue there through the 
Summer months. The artists represented 
are well known, but the pictures chosen 
to represent them are in most instances 
especially fortunate in bringing out their 
best qualities. Occasionally an early or 
unusual work shows a talent at a quite 


‘unfamiliar angle, as in the case of “The 


Trawi Baiters,” by W. P. Griffin, whose 
rich impasto and highly original palette 


« are known to all exhibition visitors. 


“The Trawl Baiters” was painted when 
Mr. Griffin was only 21, and shows upon 
what a sturdy foundation his free later 
style is based. These fishermen at their 
work are drawn with firm decision, the 
values of the low-toned scheme are kept 
m a clear logical relation, and the color 
is mellow and fine. It is a promising 
work for a young artist and the promise 
has been richly fulfilled. 

Paul Cornoyer’s “ Old House, Chelsea,” 
is a little canvas that offers more enjoy- 
ment than one would expect from such a 
sketchy performance. He has managed 
to convey the atmosphere of age and hu- 


_Man_ associations in his casual account of 


the picturesque mass against a sky of 


‘warm blue. It is the region, if not the

somewhat by their very simplicity and 
quiet realized against a war-tossed 
world. 

Ernest Lawsen’s “Bronx River,” 
mottled with strong color; Everett War- 
ner’s “Old House, Lyme,” Robert Sper- 
cer’s “The Mill Door,” and J. F. Mur- 
phy’s “Silence” are excellent examples 
of the work of these artists. There are 
also two Wyants, a good sheep subject 
by Carleton Wiggins, and a clever bit of 
dainty storytelling by H. M. Walcott. The 
other artists in the exhibition are Will- 
iam Hart, F. Ballard Williams, Robert 
Reid, W. L. Metcalf, George H. Boughton, 
Paul Dessar, Henry W. Tomlinson, Rob- 
ert H. Nisbet, Irving Wiles, Thomas Bar- 
nett, and Henry Ranger.

St. Luke’s Emergency Hospital. 

The Annual of the School. of Archi- 
tecture of Columbia University contains 
an interesting account, by Richard F. 
Bach, of the way in which the designs 
for the projected emergency hospital of 
St. Luke’s Hospital, New York, were 
developed. Several drawings rendered by 
students of the School of Architecture 
were reproduced in The American Archi- 
tect for May 23. “The drawings then 
shown were nothing more than prelim- 
inary studies in the form of eight-day 
problems,” Mr. Bach says, “submitted 
at the request of the authorities of the 
hospital to aid in determining the feasi- 
bility of erecting on land adjacent to its 
existing pavilions a structure to be de- 
voted to the care of military and naval 
patients only, and to be turned over to 
the Federal Government as a war hos- 
pital. In view of the excellence of the 
drawings submitted the School of Archi- 
tecture was designated as architect of 
the new building. An office was.set up 
in one of the university’s drafting rooms. 
This was put in charge of an experienced 
head draftsman to guide the work of a 
number of student volunteers who carried 
out the whole project like a regular com- 
mission. In order that the difficulties of 
the tyro might not mar the smooth course 
of the work one of the school’s instructors 
was given control of the whole project 
as supervising architect; another in- 
structor revised all constructional feat- 
ures, and a third will follow 
the actual execution of the drawings, so 
that from inception to completion, initial 
design to final superintendence of the 
building and materials, the sanctity of 
the practical professional aegis has not 
been disturbed and the actuality of metal 
and concrete has given color to an under- 
taking that might have savored of the 
usual academic task with its paper lim- 
itations.” . .
